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jforeian  IRews. 

The  "Export  Business"  Group  of  the  French  Parlia- 
ment (Groupe  du  Commerce  Exterieur)  met  last  week  to 
elect  officers.  M.  Peytral,  of  Marseilles  (Senator  and 
ex-Minister),  was  chosen  Chairman,  and  Senator  Pointer 
Vice-President.  The  former  commenced  life  behind  a 
pharmacy-counter,  and  the  latter  is  the  director  of  the 
great  chemical  works  at  St.  Denis,  near  Paris. 

Patent  Medicines  in  Germany. — A  year  has  now  elapsed 
since  the  German  Government  regulations  first  came  into 
force  in  regard  to  the  sale  and  advertising  of  a  number  of 
patent  medicines,  and  it  is  said  that  the  result  has  been  a 
material  limitation  of  the  trade  in  the  articles  which  were 
listed  by  the  Home  Office  authorities.  It  is  now  stated  that 
the  Imperial  Home  Office  authorities  have  entered  into 
negotiations  with  the  Governments  of  the  German  Federal 
States  with  a  view  to  the  revision  of  the  list,  in  order  to 
check  the  growth  of  the  business. 

Russian  Pharmacists  Organising. — The  alliance  of  St. 
Petersburg  pharmacists  has  drawn  up  a  programme  of 
action  in  which  it  sets  forth  that  strikes  are  to  be 
organised  as  the  sole  means  of  resistance  in  the  struggle 
with  the  existing  pharmacy  regime,  including  the  boycotting 
♦  of  such  as  take  the  places  of  those  on  strike,  etc.  It  provides 
for  2s.  entry-money  and  Is.  monthly  subscription;  70  per 
cent,  of  receipts  to  constitute  a  strike  fund  and  the  balance 
to  be  devoted  to  current  expenses.  The  conditions  bind 
members  to  keep  secret  the  names  of  officers. 

Fatalities. — A  telegram  from  Beziers  states  that  M. 
Marill,  a  pharmacist  of  that  town,  was  burnt  to  death  in 
his  cellar,  owing  to  an  explosion  of  benzine.  A  pharmacist 
of  Paris  is  threatened  with  prosecution,  through  the  un- 
fortunate mistake  of  one  of  his  assistants  in  delivering  the 
wrong  remedy.  Ipecacuanha  was  asked  for,  and  some- 
thing of  a  similar  appearance  was  delivered  by  the 
assistant,  with  the  result  that  a  child  patient  died.  The 
nature  of  the  drug  supplied  has  not  transpired  so  far, 
as  the  assistant,  discovering  his  error,  obtained  what 
remained  of  the  drug  and  promptly  destroyed  it. 

Wedding  at  a  Pharmacy. — In  some  parts  of  Gascony 
it  is  the  custom  for  the  prospective  bridegroom,  after  the 
fete  de  fiancailles,  to  offer  jewels  of  value  to  his  future 
bride.  A  large  and  joyous  company  had  been  convoked 
last  week  by  M.  Castaing,  pharmacist,  at  Anou  (near 
St.  Sever)  to  celebrate  the  engagement  of  his  daughter ; 
and,  the  dinner  terminated,  the  fiance  made  his  gift — 
jewellery  worth  some  320/.  (8,000f.).  The  jewels  were 
locked  in  the  till  in  the  pharmacy.  Then  the  whole 
party  left  for  a  long  evening  walk.  On  the  following 
morning  M.  Castaing,  on  opening  his  shop,  found  his  till 
broken  open  and  the  jewels  gone,  with  a  certain  sum  of 
money.    The  police  are  making  inquiries. 

French  Glass-making. — The  British  Consul  for  the 
Havre  district  in  a  recent  report  states  that  there  are  glass- 
factories  at  Treport,  Eu,  Gamaches,  and  other  towns  in  the 
valley  of  the  Bresle.  Glass-making  is  the  most  ancient  in- 
dustry of  the  district  with  the  exception  of  fishing.  The 
glassware  now  manufactured  mainly  consists  of  bottles  for 
sauces,  medicines,  and  perfumes.  There  was  an  extensive 
strike  of  several  weeks'  duration  among  the  operatives  during 
the  summer  of  last  year,  caused  by  most  of  the  employers 
making  certain  reductions  in  the  tariff  of  piecework.  This 
step  was  influenced  by  the  decline  of  prices  in  the  British 
market  owing  to  German  and  Belgian  competition,  espe- 
cially the  former.  Some  concessions  having  been  made  by 
the  employers,  their  conditions  were  ultimately  accepted. 

Personal  Concessions. — With  regard  to  pharmacy  con- 
cessions which  revert  to  the  State,  the  German  Government 
have  laid  before  the  Commercial  and  Trade  Commission  of 
the  Lower  House  an  explanation  of  their  attitude  on  this 
question  showing  the  actual  position  of  affairs  at  the  pre- 
sent time.  It  is  pointed  out  that  by  a  decree  of  1894  the 
3ale  and  transfer  rights  in  pharmacies  were  restricted  to 
then  existing  businesses,  and  it  was  provided  that  in  the 
case  of  new  establishments  the  concessions  would  in  all  in- 
stances revert  to  the  State  for  disposal  on  the  withdrawal  of 
a  pharmacist  from  his  business.    The  widow  of  a  conces- 


sionnaire  is  permitted,  during  her  widowhood  and  the 
minority  of  the  children  of  the  same  until  their  majority,  to 
allow  the  pharmacy  to  be  managed  by  a  qualified  dispenser.

A  Deputation  waited  on  tho  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  this  week  to  urge  that  legal  effect  should  be  given 
to  tho  Poison  Committee's  recommendations  re  shcep-dip,  etc. 

It  was  really  a  Dobbs'  deputation. 

The  burden  of  the  complaint  was  that  poison  selling  should 
not  bo  the  monopoly  of  chemists,  and  that  farmers  and  others- 
do  not  get  such  poisons  sufficiently  readily  from  chemists,  so 
have  to  buy  them  from  ironmongers,  seedsmen,  and  the  manu- 
facturers. 

The  speakers  besides  Mr.  Dobbs  and  other  official  gentlemen, 
were  Mr.  J.  Lytle  (Boundary  Chemical  Co.)  and  Mr.  G.  H. 
Richards  (XL-All  insecticide). 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  was  quite  sympathetic,  andi 
promised  to  do  what  ho  can  with  the  Government  departmont 
which  has  direct  charge  of  such  matters. 

There  is  in  the  full  report  of  the  matter  whioh  we  give  on

Reports. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  April  26  con- 
sisted of  equal  parts  by  weight  of  bismuth  oxynitrate, 
barium  nitrate,  and  sodium  acetate.  The  calculated  com- 
position of  such  a  mixture  is —

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  thirty-six 
students,  and  twenty-one  reports  were  sent  in,  for  ex- 
amination. 

All  our  correspondents  recognised  the  presence  of  sodium 
in  the  mixture,  the  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  other 
constituents  were  :  (a)  Metallic  radicals — Bismuth,  1 : 
barium,  7;  (b)  Acid  radicals — Nitric,  2;  acetic,  10.  Four 
students  failed  to  observe  the  evolution  of  water  when  the 
'  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube. 

It  was  intended  that  the  analysis  of  this  month's  mixture 
should  present  a  somewhat  simpler  exercise  than  the  analyses 
of  the  tournament  series  just  concluded,  and  the  composition 
of  the  powder,  as  stated  above,  shows  that  this  intention  was 
carried  out.  Failures  have  occurred,  however,  in  regard 
to  some  comparatively  simple  matters,  and  certain  mistakes 
which  we  are  unable  to  explain,  or  even  to  understand,  are 
■common  to  quite  a  number  of  the  reports  sent  in. 

The  vigorous  interaction  which  took  place,  with  deflagra- 
tion, when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube,  consisted 
in  the  rapid  oxidation  of  the  acetic  radical  by  the  oxygen 
of  the  nitric  radical  present.  Several  students  mistook  this 
action  for  the  decomposition  of  a  hypophosphite  with  the 
accompanying  combustion  of  the  evolved  hydrogen  phos- 
phide, and  they  reported  other  reactions  which  they  re- 
garded as  confirmatory  of  the  presence  of  a  hypophosphite. 

Nearly  one-half  of  our  correspondents  failed  to  detect 
the  presence  of  the  acetic  radical.  This  is  a  rather  remark- 
able circumstance  in  view  of  the  facts  that  the  original 
powder  possessed  a  faint,  but  still  a  distinct,  odour  of  acetic 
acid,  and  that  this  acid  was  liberated  in  easily  recognisable 
quantity  when  a  small  portion  of  the  powder  was  gently 
heated  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid.  It  is  not  safe,  as  a  rule, 
to  employ  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  instead  of  dilute  sul- 
phuric acid  to  liberate  the  acetic  acid,  as  some  hydrochloric 
acid  is  liable  to  be  volatilised  when  even  the  dilute  solution 
is  heated,  and  its  pungency  may  mask,  or  may  be  mistaken 
for,  that  of  acetic  acid. 

The  mistakes  for  which  we  are  unable  to  account  have  to 
do  with  failures  to  detect  the  presence  of  barium,  and  with 
numerous  reports  of  the  presence  of  chloride  in  quantity. 
Six  out  of  the  seven  students  who  missed  the  barium  failed 
to  obtain  any  precipitate  on  the  addition  of  ammonium  car- 
bonate as  the  barium-group  reagent.  It  is  possible  that 
these  failures  were  due  to  the  solutions  under  examination 
being  extremely  dilute,  or  to  their  containing  excessive 
quantities  of  other  ammonium  salts,  but  it  is  difficult  to 
believe  that  such  conditions  could  be  so  commonly  realised. 


The  powder  did  not  contain  anything  more  than  barely 
recognisable  traces  of  chlorides,  yet  quite  a  number  of  our 
correspondents  report  silver  nitrate  as  producing  an  abun- 
dant curdy  precipitate  in  sodium-carbonate  extracts  and 
other  solutions  under,  examination  for  acid  radicals,  and 
state  that  this  precipitate  was  insoluble  in  nitric  acid. 
While  isolated  instances  of  mistakes  of  this  kind  are  not 
uncommon,  the  recurrence  of  this  particular  mistake  in  a 
considerable  number,  of  otherwise  tolerably  accurate  reports 
presents  a  problem  which  we  must  leave  to  our  corre- 
spondents to  solve  for  themselves,  since  we  can  scarcely 
suppose  that  they  all  employed  sodium  carbonate  which  con- 
tained much  chloride  as  impurity,  or  that  they  all  inad- 
vertently added  hydrochloric  acid  instead  of  nitric  acid  at 
some  stage  in  the  analysis.  * '

To  Correspondents. 

Linenopolis.— It  is  a  pity  you  did  not  prove  that  the  liquid 
which  condensed  in  the  tube  in  which  the  powder  was  heated 
consisted  mainly  of  water.  A  simple  statement  in  future 
reports  that  you  are  still  unqualified  is  all  that  is  necessary. 

Onyx. — The  sodium-carbonate  extract  to  be  tested  for  acid 
radicals  should  have  been  rendered  neutral  prior  to.  the  addi- 
tion of  ferric  chloride  as  a  test' for  the  acetic  radical.  The 
hydrochloric  radical  which  you  detected  may  have  been  intro- 
duced by  your  using  an  insufficiently  washed  test-tube,  or  as 
an  impurity  in  some  of  the  chemicals  used. 

Brid. — You  report  that  lead  was  not  present,  but  do  not 
give  any  proof  of  its  absence,  and  you  appear  to  have  omitted 
to  test  for  cadmium.  We  were  unable  to  detect  the  presence 
of  any  trace  of  a  carbonate. 

Hibernicus. — It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  the  non-forma- 
tion of  a  sublimate  on  heating  proves  the  absence  of  arsenium 
and  of  ammonium.  Try  for  yourself  the  effect  of  heating 
ammonium  phosphate  or  sodium  arsenate.  Solution  of  sodium 
hydroxide  docs  not  yield  white  fumes  when  held,  on. a  glass 
rod,  in  hydrochloric-acid  gas :  it  is  solution  of  ammonia  which 
produces"  this  effect,  and  it  does  so  because  of  the  volatility 
of  the  ammonia.  The  addition  of  potassium  cyanide  to  a 
solution  of  a  cupric  salt  does  not  produce  a  blue  colour.  See 
the  concluding  sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  Onyx." 

Amylum,  Keiro,  Aristol,  and  Others. — The  vigorous  inter- 
action between  the  nitrate  and  the  acetate  when  the  powder 
was  heated  seems  to  have  misled  you  into  supposing  that  a 
hypophosphite  was  present.  The  odour  of  acetic  acid  ought 
to  have  been  apparent  when  the  powder  was  heated  with 
dilute  sulphuric  acid. 

Joby. — The  pink  colour  imparted  to  turmeric  paper  by  the 
hydrochloric-acid  solution  prepared  for  testing  for  acid  radi- 
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cals  was  probably  due  to  the  action  of  the  hydrochloric  acid. 
Try  the  effect  of  moistening-  a  piece  of  the  paper  with  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid  and  carefully  drying  it. 

Carolus. — The  flame-test  for  potassium  should  only  be 
applied  subsequent,  to  the  removal  of  the  metals  of  the  barium 
group.  The  barium  flame-coloration  seen  through  blue  glass 
led  you  to  conclude  that  potassium  was  present. 

W.  P.  P. — When  hydrogen  sulphide  has  been  passed 
through  a  solution  until  the  latter  is  saturated,  it  is,  as  a  rule, 
useless  to  re-saturate  the  filtrate  after  the  removal  of  any 
precipitate  that  may  have  been*  formed,  unless  under  new 
conditions.  Thus  considerable  dilution  may  be  tried,  so  as  to 
ensure  the  more  complete  precipitation  of  the  sulphides  of 
lead,  cadmium,  bismuth,  etc.,  or  the  filtrate  may  be  kept  hot 
to  aid  in  the  reduction  of  the  arsenic  radical.  We  cannot 
account  for  your  obtaining  a  positive  result  with  Denige's 
test  for  the  citric  radical. 

"Victor  L.  Blay. — You  inadvertently  mention  ferric  sul- 
phate, instead  of  ferrous  sulphate,  as  the  reagent  employed 
in  the  test  for  nitrates. 

G.  K.  F. — The  powder  was  entirely  dissolved  by  hot  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid  ;  but  if  you  used  concentrated  hydrochloric 
acid  you  would  obtain  a  residue  of  barium  chloride  and 
barium  nitrate,  insoluble  in  that  acid,  although  readily  soluble 
in  water.  . 

Conor. — Having  obtained  some  indication  of  the  presence 
of  an  acetate,  you  might  have  tried  the  cacodyl  test  with  ad- 
vantage. 

■  A.  E.  Sumner: — The  indication  of  the  presence  of  an  organic 
substance  (to  which  you  refer,  although  you  omit,  to  describe 
it)  was  quite  correct.  Had  you  followed  it  up  closely  you  might 
have  detected  the  acetic  radical.  Your  notes  of  the  analysis 
are  much  too  slender  to  enable  us  to  ascertain  why  you  failed.

At  a  Bristol  inquest  on  May  24,  peritonitis,  due  to  exces- 
sive taking  of  pills,  was  stated  to  be  the  cause  of  a  woman's 
death. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Paddington  Board  of  Guardians  on 
May  24,  Mr.  H.  Atlee,  7  Huxley  Street,  Queen's  Park,  W., 
was  elected  dispenser's  clerk. 

At  Accrington  on  May  17,  Sarah  Eleanor  Moorhouse 
was  fined  5s.  and  costs  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre 
which  contained  only  0.75  per  cent,  of  ethyl  nitrite. 

T^he  Bedford  Education  Committee  have  appointed  Mr. 
J.  ,S.  Norman,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  to  supply  drugs 
and  chemicals  to  the  Council  schools  for  the  ensuing  half- 
year. 

As  an  outcome  of  the  meeting  of  Bath  chemists  on  May  18

At  Guisborough,  on  May  23,  a  domestic  servant,  named 
Crossley,  was  fined  10s.  for  stealing  a  tablet  of  toilet-soap, 
value  2d.,  from  the  shop  of  Messrs.  John  Metcalfe  &  Sons, 
druggists,  of  High  Street,  Redcar. 

The  centenary  of  the  Royal  Medical  and  Chirurgical 
Society  of  London  has  been  celebrated  this  week.  Sir 
Douglas  Powell,  M.D.,  the  President,  presided  at  a  ban- 
quet on  Tuesday  evening,  and  there  was  a  conversazione 
and  reception  on  Wednesday. 

The  Reading  Education  Committee  have  accepted  the 
tender  of  Messrs.  W.  &  J.  George,  Ltd.,  of  Birmingham, 
for  the  supply  of  chemicals  for  the  science  laboratory  at 
the  Joseph  Henry  Wilson  Schools,  at  140/.  7s.  10d.,  and 
also  for  fitting  up  the  laboratory  at  135/.

Mr.  Thomas  T.  Suckling,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Linton,  was  one  of  a  batch  of  passive  resisters  proceeded  | 


against,  at  the  local  Police  Court  on  May  18,  for  the  non- 
payment of  the  educational  portion  of  the  poor-rate.  The 
usual  distress- warrant  was  issued. 

Among  other  sympathetic  letters  sent  to  the  relatives  of 
the  boy  killed  by  a  motor-car  at  Brightling  last  week  was  one 
with  a  wreath  from  Mr.  J.  Young,  chemist,  of  Torquay, 
whose  son  also,  aged  eleven,  was,  as  will  be  remembered  by 
readers  of  the  C.  <L-  D.,  recently  killed  by  a  motor-car. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Kent  County  Council  on  May  17  to  reduce  the  re- 
muneration of  the  Public  Analyst,  Mr.  Adams,  of  Maid- 
stone, by  abolishing  the  retaining-fee  of  200/.  a  year, 
paying  only  6s.  per  sample  analysed.  It  was  stated  that 
in  ten  years  the  analyst's  fees  had  risen  from  466/.  14s. 
to  1,113/.  12s.  per  annum. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Anglo-French  Association 
(L'Entente  Cordiale),  a  party  of  distinguished  Frenchmen, 
with  their  wives,  arrived  in  London  on  May  22  for  a  week's 
visit.  In  the  evening  L'Entente  Cordiale  gave  a  reception 
at  the  Botanic  Gardens,  where  the  visitors  were  received 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  Barton  Kent  and  members  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  Barton  Kent  (who  is  a  director  of  G.  B.  Kent 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  of  Farringdon  Road,  E.C.)  is  the  President 
of  the  Association. 

At  an  inquiry  held  at  Leicester  on  May  22,  concerning  the 
death  of  a  barmaid,  named  Chapman,  it  was  stated  that 
when  taken  ill  deceased  refused  to  have  a  doctor  but  said 
she  would  go  and  see  a  chemist.  On  her  return  she  said 
she  had  been  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Goodess,  chemist  and  druggist, 
and  some  medicine  came  from  the  chemist's  later  which  she 
took.  Dr.  Smith,  who  made  a  post-mortem,  attributed 
death  to  acute  septic  meningitis,  and  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes,  and  did  not  consider 
there  was  blame  attaching  to  anyone. 

At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  on  May  18,  Letitia, 
B.  Bentley,  wife  of  a  medical  man  practising  at  present  iri 
Cairo,  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a 
ruby-and-diamond  ring  worth  5/.  5s.  Dr.  Prenderville,  of 
Weymouth  Street,  W.,  deposed  that  prisoner  was  addicted 
to  the  chlorodyne-habit,  and  in  consequence  was  in  an  ab- 
normal condition.  He  had  warned  two .  chemists  not  to 
serve  her.  Dr.  Francis  Whittaker,  of  Harley  Street,  W., 
said  chlorodyne  contained  morphine,  belladonna,  prussic 
acid,  and  Indian  hemp,  and  its  action  would  undoubtedly 
weaken  the  moral  responsibility.

Patent  Medicines  in  New  Zealand. 

The  New  Zealand  Government  has  addressed  the  follow- 
ing telegram  to  the  Agent-General  in  London  : 

Wellington,  May  18.  New  Zealand  Government  have 
decided  to  alter  the  regulations,  so  that  instead  of  requir- 
ing formulae  of  all  patent  medicines,  etc.,  to  be  deposited  at 
the  Public  Health  Office  before  sale,  the  maker  or  inventor 
will  be  required  to  do  so  only  when  called  upon  by  the  public 
health  authorities  to  deposit  with  them  formulae  showing 
the  several  ingredients  contained  in  their  manufacture,  with 
the  quantity  of  each  ingredient. 

In  accordance  with  this  decision  the  amended  regulations 
made  under  Section  101  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1900, 
should  now  read  as  follows  : 

1.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  cause  to  be 
sold  or  offered  for  sale,  within  the  Colony  any  patent  medi- 
cine unless  and  until  [if  required  to  do  so]  a  full  statement 
verified  by  statutory  declaration  has  been  deposited  with 
the  Minister  of  Public  Health  at  Wellington  showing  the 
several  ingredients  contained  in  or  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  such  patent  medicine  and  the  quantity  or  proportion  of 
such  ingredients  in  each,  together  with  a  copy  or  copies  of 
the  label  or  labels  affixed  to  the  bottle,  box,  or  other  vessel 
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or  covering  containing  or  used  for  the  putting-up  of  such 
patent  medicine. 

2.  Every  patent  medicine  containing  any  of  the  poisons 
enumerated  in  the  Schedule  to  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act,  1871, 
or  containing  any  article  or  compound  declared  to  be  a 
poison  within  tho  meaning  of  that  Act,  and  wherein  re- 
spectively the  active  principle  of  such  poison  is  retained, 
shall  prior  to  sale  be  distinctly  marked  by  labelling  the  box, 
bottle,  vessel,  wrapper,  or  cover  in  which  such  poison  is 
contained,  and  in  which  it  is  delivered  to  be  sold,  with  the 
•words  "  This  contains  Poison  "  set  out  in  Gothic  type  so 
as  to  be  readily  seen. 

3.  Any  person  who  commits  a  breach  of  or  fails  to  comply 
with  any  of  tho  foregoing  regulations  shall  bo  liable  on  con- 
viction to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  50/. 

These  regulations  shall  come  into  force  on  the  first  day 
of  October  next. 

Analysts'  Reports. 
Not  a  single  sample  of  drugs  taken  for  analysis  in 

•  Staffordshire  last  quarter  was  adulterated.    The  samples 
included  camphorated  oil,  castor  oil,  and  milk  of  sulphur. 

The  public  analyst  of  St.  Pancras,  in  his  report  for  the 
past  quarter,  states  that  he  examined  four  samples  of  sugar 
■of  milk  and  one  sample  of  cod-liver  oil,  and  found  all 
genuine. 

The  Kent  County  Analyst  (Mr.  M.  A.  Adams)  reports  that 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1905  he  analysed  sixty-nine 
samples  of  drugs,  of  which  three  were  adulterated.  The 
■adulterated  articles  were  spirit  of  nitrous  ether,  tincture  of 
iodine,  and  mercury  ointment.  One  of  six  samples  of  spirit 
-of  nitrous  ether  from  Tonbridge  was  .38  per  cent,  below  the 
minimum  strength  as  set  out  in.  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
Fires. 

By  a  fire  which,  occurred  last  ,  week  cn  the  premises,  of 
Mr.  ,V.  I.  Tucker,  chemioi  and  druggist,  cf  Spital  Street,  | 
Darti'ord,  damage  to  the  extent  of  about  5001.  was  done. 

An  assistant  at  the  Co-operative  Drug-stores,  77  High 
Street,  Croydon,  inadvertently  upset  a  bottle  of  hydro- 
■  chloric  acid  on  May  15,  and  a  lad, ,  seeing  fumes  coming 
out  of  the  shop-door,  raised  an  alarm.  The  fire-brigade 
was  promptly  in  attendance,  but  was  not  required.  The 
incident  caused  considerable  commotion,  as  there  has  been 

•  a  series  of  destructive  fires  in  the  town  recently  of  myste- 
rious origin. 

A  disastrous  fire  occurred  on  May  19  at  the  premises  of  the 

•  Surgical  Hosiery  Co.,  Ltd.,  Colwick,  Nottingham,  com- 
pletely destroying  the  works.  The  company  intimate, 
however,  that  they  are  in  a  position  to  execute  orders  at 
their  branch,  but  as  the  majority  of  books  are  burned  they 
a-equest  that  any  orders  which  have  not  been  executed  may  be 
repeated.  In  case  of  repeat  orders  to  a  reference  number 
fresh  limb  measurements  will  be  necessary. 

The  Complimentary  Dinner  to  Mr.  Tyrer.

Charles  Umney,  Mr.  Samuel  Hall,  Mr.  Edmund  White, 
Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  and  Mr.  D.  Lloyd  Howard.  Among 
those  supporting  the  Chairman  are  Sir  William  Crookes,  Sir 
J.  Wilson  Swan,  Colonel  Sadler,  M.P.,  Mr.  J.  W.  Wilscn, 
M.P.,  Sir  J.  Roper  Park,  Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe,  Dr.  John

Sheffield  Notes.

Newsholme  was  reappointed  a  member  of  the  committee  of 
the  institution. 


Mr.  A-  J-  Appleton,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Darnall,  is 
among  the  latest  to  receive  the  usual  Spanish  swindle  letter. 
It  is  in  similar  terms  to  that  received  by  the  other  members 
of  the  craft  referred  to  last  week — a  substantial  fortune  in 
exchange  for  a  little  help — financial  and  otherwise. 

The  Sheffield  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club  is  apparently  in- 
tending to  keep  up  the  reputation  for  casualties  in  cricket 
which  it  has  earned  during  the  recent  football  season.  At 
the  practice  match  last  Thursday  Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  ^.bbeydale  Road,  strained  the 
muscles  at  the  back  of  one  of  his  knees  rather  severely,  and 
is  having  to  take  a  few  days'  rest  in  consequence. 

The  dispenser  at  one  of  the  public  institutions  here  had  a 
curious  misunderstanding  over  a  prescription  this  week. 
The  doctor's  writing,  as  usual,  left  something  to  be  desired, 
and  the  dispenser  read  it  as  follows  :

Cricket. 

After  defeating  Chigwell  at  Chigwell  Row,  the  City 
Mills  Cricket  Club  (Howards  &  Sons,  Stratford)  and  their 
friends  had  a  most  enjoyable  smoking-concert  at  the  May- 
pole, Barking  Side,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  G.  Hueson. 

A  league  match  was  played  on  May  20  at  Brockley  between 
Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.'s  Cricket  Club  and  the  club  of 
Davy  Hill  &  Co.  The  result  was  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  49, 
I  Davy  Hill  38.  Burghess  made.  16  for  the  winners,  and 
Selwod,  of  the  Southwark  team,  took  six  wickets  for  16. 
The  Trunk  Tragedy. 
At  Harlesden,  on  May  20,  Arthur  Deverenx,  chemist  and 
druggist,  was  charged  with  the  wilful  murder  of  his  wife 
and  twin  children.  Expert  evidence  was  given  by  Professor 
Pepper,  of  Wimpole  Street,  W.,  and  by  Sir  Thomas  Steven- 
son, the  Home  Office  analyst.  In  the  course  of  his  narra- 
tive Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  said  that,  in  addition  to  the 
viscera,  he  received  from  the  police  a  teat  and  feeding-tube, 
three  packets  of  powder,  a  box  of  pills,  and  some  sugar- 
coated  tablets.  All  the  powders,  pills,  and  tablets  were 
quite  innocuous.  The  glue  taken  from  the  box  in  which 
the  bodies  were  discovered  had  been  treated  with  boric 
acid,  which  would  tend  to  prevent  the  formation  of  fungi. 
The  witness  examined  the  viscera  of  the  woman,  and  in  the 
stomach,  liver,  and  kidneys  found  morphine.  In  the 
organs  of  the  children  also  morphine  was  found.  Among 
other  witnesses  was  Mr.  Frederick  Bird,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, of  Coventry,  who  stated  that  in  reply  to  an  advertise- 
ment for  an  assistant  Devereux  enclosed  a  testimonial  which 
purported  to  be  from  a  Mr.  Taylor,  in  whose  employ  prisoner 
was  said  to  have  been  for  five  years.  Mr.  Bird  wired  to 
"Mr.  Taylor"  and  received  the  following  telegram: 
"Devereux  good  man.  Suit  your  requirements. — Taylor." 
Other  witnesses  having  been  called,  prisoner  pleaded  "  Not 
guilty  "  and  was  committed  for  trial  at  the  Central  Criminal 
Court. 

Sale  of  Drugs  in  General  Shops.  * 

Dr.  Frank  L.  Teed,  public  analyst  for  Camberwell,  in  his 
report  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year,  states  that  during 
the  three  months  twenty-four  samples  of  purified  cream  of 
tartar  were  examined.  Four  of  these  contained  5.4,  3,  2.8, 
and  2.3  per  cent,  respectively  of  total  impurities  in  excess, 
while  four  others  were  contaminated  with  lead  to  the  extent 
of  1.75  grain  per  lb.  in  each  case.  Proceedings  were  taken 
against  the  vendors  of  the  four  last-named  samples,  and 
each  was  fined  5^..  with  costs  in  two  cases  in  the  sum  of 
17s.  6d.  each,  and  in  the  two  other  cases  two  guineas  each. 
The  report  proceeds  as  follows  : 

During  tho  hearing  of  one  of  these  summonses  for  lead- 
contamination  it  transpired  that  the  samplo  had  not  been 
purchased  from  a  chemist  and  druggist,  but  from  a  shop 
whore  the  selling  of  drugs  was  quite  a  subsidiary  part  of  tho 
business.  In  convicting  tho  defendant,  the  learned  Magis- 
trate made  some  remarks  implying  that  it  was  scarcely  fair 
to  purchase  drugs  from  an  oilman  or  ironmonger  arid  then 
prosecute  him  if  the  drugs  were  defective.     With  the 
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greatest  respect  I  venture  to  differ  from  the  views  of  the 
learned  Magistrate.  It  is  open  to  anyone— oilman,  iron- 
monger, or  corn-chandler— to  sell  drugs  without  any  licenco 
being  required,  the  only  restrictions  being  as  to  certain 
scheduled  poisons,  and  that,  unless  so  quahlied,  tho  vendor 
must  not  term  himself  chemist  and  druggist  or  pharmacist, 
or  certain  othor  names.  'Ihe  composition  of  drugs  is  laid 
down  in  tho  British  Pharmacopoeia,  which  Pharmacopoeia 
has  all  the  authority  previously  possessed  by  the  London 
Pharmacopoeia  or,  to  give  it  tho  full  official  title,  "  Phar- 
macopoeia (Jollegii  Regalis  Medicorum  Londinensis."  With 
regard  to  the  London  .Pharmacopoeia  an  Order  in  Council, 
now  applicable  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  lays  down 
that  '"  iiis  Majesty  doth  therefore  strictly  require,  charge, 
-and  command  all  and  singular  apothecaries  and  others 
whose  business  it  is  to  compound  medicines  or  distil  oils  or 
waters,  or  make  other  extracts,  within  any  part  of  his 
Majesty's  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  called  England, 
dominion  of  Wales,  or  town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  that 
they  and  every  one  of  them  immediately  after  tho  said 
Pharmacopoeia  Coilegii  Regalis  Medicorum  Londinensis 
shall  be  printed  and  published,  do  not  compound  or  make 
any  medicine  or  medicinal  receipt  or  prescription,  or  distil 
any  oil  or  waters,  or  make  other  extracts  that  are  or  shall 
be  in  the  said  Pharmacopoeia  Coilegii  Regalis  Medicorum 
Londinensis  mentioned  or  named,  in  any  other  manner  or 
form  than  is  or  shall  be  directed,  prescribed,  and  set  down 
by  the  said  book,  and  according  to  tho  weights  and  measures 
that  are  or  shall  be  therein  limited,  except  it  shall  be  by  tho 
special  direction  or  prescription  of  some  learned  physician 
in  that  behalf  ;  and  his  Majesty  doth  hereby  declare  that 
the  offenders  to  tho  contrary  shall  not  only  incur  his 
Majesty's  just  displeasure,  but  be  proceeded  against  for 
such  their  contempt  and  offences  according  to  the  utmost 
severity  of  law."  This  Order  in  Council  most  clearly  makes 
the  Pharmacopoeia  binding  not  only  upon  apothecaries,  but 
upon  "  all  and  singular  apothecaries  and  others."  Quito 
apart  from  tho  Order  in  Council,  if  vendors  of  drugs  othor 
than  chemists  and  druggists  are  not  to  be  prosecuted  when 
they  sell  drugs  that  are  not  as  demanded,  a  state  of  things 
will  arise  which  will  give  protection  to  the  unlicensed 
vendor  and  enable  him  to  carry  on  a  free  trade  in 
adulterated  or  impoverished  drugs  to  tho  injury  of  the 
business  of  tho  licensed  vendors  and  the  detriment  of  tho 
health  of  the  public.  All  ironmongers,  oilmen,  corn- 
chandlers,  and  others  who  embark  on  the  sale  of  drugs 
should  clearly  understand  that  they  are  under  the  same 
obligations  as  to  purity  and  strength  of  tho  articles  supplied 
as  any  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  Horns  Office  and  Poison-bottles. 

At  an  inquest  on  Wednesday,  May  24,  held  by  Mr.  T.  D. 
Thomas,  the  deputy-coroner,  at  the  City  Coroner's  Court, 
on  the  body  of  Ernest  Fitch,  a  foreman  packer,  it  was  stated 
that  the  deceased  drank  spirit  of  salt  from  an  old  whisky 
bottle.  A  verdict  of  suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind  was 
returned.  A  Juror  :  Can  nothing  be  done  to  prevent  the  use 
of  poisons  in  such  a  way  '!  The  Coroner  :  I  believe  the  time 
is  coming  when  we  may  see  a  radical  change  in  the  matter. 
For  some  long  time  past  coroners,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  others  have  been  moving  heaven  and  earth — 
metaphorically  speaking — to  get  the  Home  Office  to  deal 
with  the  matter,  but  up  to  the  present  it  has  had  no  effect. 
I  am  almost  certain,  however,  now  that  the  Home  Office  have 
collected  all  the  information  they  require.  The  juror  :  But 
does  that  apply  to  the  bottling  of  the  poisons  or  the  selling  ? 
The  Coroner  :  It  will  apply  to  both.  Of  course  at  the  pre- 
sent time  anyone  can  buy  these  deadly  poisons  and  put  them 
in  what  they  like,  but  lhat  will  be  all  altered.  It  seems  at 
the  present  time  a  terrible  thing  to  contemplate  that  people 
will  leave  bottles  of  these  poisons  lying  about  in  exactly  the 
same  way  as  they  would  a  vinegar-bottle,  and  with  nothing 
further  to  identify  it.  We  shall  see  a  change,  though. 
The  Juror  :  I  hope  so. 

Alcohol  for  Motors. 

At  a  dinner  of  the  Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and 
Traders  held  at  the  Hotel  Cecil  on  Friday  evening,  May  19, 
Dr.  Ormandy  opened  a  discussion  on  the  use  of  alcohol  for 
motors.  He  stated  that  such  use  is  extending  in  Germany, 
where  exhaustive  scientific  tests  have  been  made  which  prove 
that  the  complete  combustion  obtainable  leaves  the  machi- 
nery clean  and  the  exhaust  unobjectionable,  and  that  there 
are  no  signs  of  rust  from  the  water  present  in  the  alcohol. 
Another  point  in  favour  of  alcohol  is,  he  said,  the  greater 
safety  in  handling  and  use,  and  the  much  higher  compres- 
sion obtainable  without  danger  of  self-ignition.  Methyl- 


ated alcohol  now  costs  about  l.s.  M.  a  gallon  in  bulk,  as 
against  6d.  a  gallon  for  petrol,  but  alcohol  could  be  produced 
at  less  than  half  its  present  cost  if  revenue  restrictions  were 
modified  to  allow  of  working  on  more  economical  methods. 
The  price  of  petrol  may  soon  be  Is.  a  gallon  or  over,  as  it  has 
been  before,  and  then  alcohol  made  from  potatoes  could 
compete.  Dr.  Ormandy  argued  that  to  compete  with  Ger- 
many alcohol  requires  a  Government  bounty  of  a  few  pence 
per  gallon,  and  in  return  land  and  labour  would  be  employed, 
and  in  time  of  war  we  could  rely  upon  our  own  fuel-supply. 
Mr.  Scott  Montagu,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  joined  in 
the  discussion.  Mr.  Montagu  pointed  out  that  twenty 
million  gallons  of  alcohol  per  annum  will  be  required  before 
long.  In  his  view  carburetters  will  be  improved  until 
heavier  fuels  can  be  used,  and  although  the  present  petrol 
about  0.720  sp.  gr.  is  of  apparently  limited  supply,  the 
manufacturers  state  that  the  quantity  of  0.750  spirit  is  un- 
limited. Mr.  Tyrer  pointed  out  that  even  with  great 
Government  encouragement  in  Germany  and  France  alcohol 
at  present  is  but  little  used  for  motors.  He  stated  that  in 
Germany  during  1903,  out  of  a  total  of  49,000,000  proof  gals, 
of  spirit  used,  only  1,100,000  gals,  was  used  for  motor  and 
other  engines.  He  also  made  the  interesting  remark  that 
the  alcohol  molecule  (C„H60  =  46)  contains  H,  +  0  =  18. 
which  cannot  possibly  be  effective  for  the  production  of  heat, 
and  the  remaining  28  of  the  46  is  C,H.,,  which  may  be  re- 
garded as  a  paraffin,  and  has  no  more  heat-efficiency  than 
other  members  of  the  paraffin  series.  Hence  the  heat  of 
absolute  alcohol  is  to  that  of  paraffin  as  28  to  46,  and  that 
of  commercial  alcohol  is  less,  seeing  that  it  contains  7  per 
cent,  of  water.  On  these  figures  and  at  existing  prices 
alcohol  is  rather  out  of  it,  but  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Com- 
mittee had  not  closed  the  door  on  consideration  of  the 
matter,  having  left  it  open  for  further  knowledge. 

Police  Charges. 

At  Lowestoft  on  May  18,  a  man  named  TJtting  was  re- 
manded on  a  charge  of  stealing  three  anti-rheumatic  rings, 
value  13s.  6d.,  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Dent,  chemist 
and  druggist,  of  Kissingland. 

A  carter,  named  Phillips,  has  been  sentenced  to  fourteen 
days'  hard  labour  by  the  Portsmouth  Magistrates  for  em- 
bezzling 4*-.  8d.  belonging  to  his  employers,  the  Timothy 
White  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Portsmouth. 

At  W7igton,  on  May  16,  a  labourer  named  Pickering  was 
remanded  on  a  charge  of  breaking  into  the  shop  of 
Mr.  Henry  James  Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Station 
Road,  Silloth,  and  stealing  2s.  in  money,  and  some  cocoa 
and  bread. 

At  the  Salford  Hundred  Sessions  on  May  22,  Henry 
Guthrie  was  sentenced  to  eighteen  months'  imprisonment 
for  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences  from  stationers  at 
Rochdale  under  pretence  of  making  them  agents  for  the 
sale  of  a  patent  marking-ink.  The  Chief  Constable  of  Roch- 
dale said  he  had  received  no  fewer  than  300  complaints  from 
all  over  the  country. 

At  the  Nottingham  Guildhall  on  May  22,  Francis  Duns- 
more,  warehouseman,  in  the  employ  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  was 
charged  with  stealing  a  quantity  of  pills  and  patent  medi- 
cines ;  and  a  widow,  named  Kate  Farratt  Scott,  was  charged 
with  having  received  a  portion  of  the  goods,  well  knowing 
them  to  be  stolen.  The  prosecuting  solicitor  said  that  for 
a  long  time  past  Boots,  Ltd.,  had  been  aware  that  there 
was  a  leakage  in  the  matter  of  patent  medicines,  but  they 
had  not  hitherto  been  able  to  find  the  culprit.  In  conse- 
quence of  information  received,  however,  a  lady  assistant 
was  sent  to  a  small  shop  kept  by  the  female  prisoner  and 
she  there  purchased  certain  pi'.  Is  and  patent  medicines  for 
Is.,  the  retail  price  of  which  was  2s.  9d.  and  2s.  Id.  On 
subsequent  occasions  other  articles  were  similarly  purchased, 
and  when  a  detective  visited  the  premises  he  found  a  parcel 
containing  pills  and  medicine  of  the  value  of  21s.,  which 
Mrs.  Scott  said  she  had  purchased  from  a  m°n  whom  she 
did  not  know  for  8s.  Dunsmore  was  subsequently  arrested, 
and  confessed  that  he  had  been  taking  the  goods.  The 
female  prisoner's  late  husband  had,  he  said,  first  induced 
him  to  steal,  and  after  Mr.  Scott  died  he  continued  to  take 
medicines  to  the  widow.  Dunsmore  was  given  the  option 
of  paying  a  fine  of  5/.,  or  going  to  gaol  for  a  month,  and  the 
woman  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  imprisonment. 
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Obstruction  or  Not? 
At  Consett  on  May  22  Mr.  George  Pattrick,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Front  Street,  Consett,  was  summoned  under 
the  Highways  Act  for  obstructing  the  free  passage  of  the 
street  by  placing  a  small  stall  on  the  kerb  and  channel 
opposite  his  shop.  Mr.  Pattrick  stated  that  he  was  merely 
following  an  old  custom,  and  he  desired  to  have  the  decision 
of  the  Bench  on  the  point.  It  had  not  been  proved  whether 
Front  Street  was  a  public  highway  or  a  street  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  and  it  had  not 
been  shown  that  any  persons  had  been  obstructed  or  in- 
commoded, or  that  the  stall  had  been  kept  outside  the  shop 
for  an  unreasonable  time.  The  Bench,  in  view  of  the  many 
technical  and  important  questions  of  law  involved,  ad- 
journed the  case  for  a  fortnight  to  enable  the  Clerk  to  look 
up  further  authorities  on  the  subject.

On  May  23,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Kilmacthomas  Guardians, 
Mr.  J.  V.  Nevin,  F.C.S.,  F.L.S.,  was  appointed  analyst  for 
Kilmacthomas  Union,  in  place  of  the  late  Professor  Tich- 
borne. Mr.  Nevin  has  recently  opened  a  medical  hall  in 
Dungarvan,  of  which  Mr.  Edward  J.  Hendley,  R.D.,  is 
manager. 

More  Empties. 

Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.  have  written  to  the  Oldcastle 
Board  of  Guardians  reminding  the  Governors  that  the  sum 
of  101.  lis.  Qd.  is  due  for  unreturned  empties  and  asking  the 
Board  to  arrange  with  the  different  medical  officers  to  have 
the  empties  returned  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Board 
decided  to  comply  with  the  request  contained  in  the  letter. 
Want  Irish  Dips. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Skibbereen  Guardians  on  May  13 
the  action  of  the  Irish  Department  of  Agriculture  was 
criticised  in  issuing  a  circular  recommending  certain  manu- 
facturers of  sheep-dip,  none  of  which  were  Irish.

The  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Golf  Club  held  its  May  competi- 
tion for  the  Gibson  handicap  medal  over  the  Braid  Hills 
course  on  May  17.  Messrs.  J.  Finlay,  C.  F.  Henry,  A. 
MeCutcheon,  and  E.  Steven  tied  for  the  prizes  with  84  net. 
On  playing  off  the  tie,  Mr.  Steven  won  with  81  net.  Mr. 
C.  F.  Henry  was  second  with  84  net,  and  Mr.  Finlay  and 
Mr.  A.  MeCutcheon  tied  with  90. 

The  preliminary  ties  of  the  five-a-side  football  competition 
in  connection  with  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacy  Athletic  Club 
will  be  played  at  Powderhall  on  May  26.  Six  teams  have 
entered,  and  there  is  the  promise  of  a  good  evening's  sport. 
At  the  fourteenth  annual  sports  on  June  7,  at  Powderhall. 
the  final  tie  of  the  five-a-side  will  be  settled ;  and  also  there 
will  be  the  usual  events,  comprising  foot  and  cycle  races, 
high  jump,  and  tug  of  war ;  a  special  feature  being  the  300 
yards  race  open  to  all  apprentices  of  the  trade.  The  half-mile 
and  220  yards  flat  races  are  confined  to  Club  members.  The 
entries  close  on  May  31.  The  Prize  Committee  have  been 
granted  their  customary  freedom  in  buying,  and  there  is  the 
promise  of  an  extra  fine  lot  of  articles  to  be  competed  for. 
The  Sports  Secretary  is  Mr.  R.  McDougall,  9  Hope  Park 
Square,  Edinburgh. 

The  Liquidators  and  the  Rate-collector. 

In  the  liquidation  of  the  Scottish  Drug  Depot,  Ltd.,  the 
joint  liquidators  having  realised  the  assets,  recently  pre- 
sented a  note  craving  the  Court  of  Session  to  fix  their  re- 
muneration, and  to  authorise  them  to  pay  the  preferable 
claims  and  to  divide  the  surplus  funds  among  the  ordinary 
creditors.  The  collector  of  poor  and  school  rates  for  the  city 
parish  of  Edinburgh  objected  to  the  liquidators  taking  credit 
for  their  remuneration  as  fixed  by  the  Court  until  the  poor- 
rates  due  at  the  commencement  of  the  winding-up  had  been 
paid,  and,  founding  his  claim  upon  the  88th  section  of  the 
Poor-law  Act  of  1845,  demanded  payment  "  out  of  the  first 
proceeds  of  the  estate."  Lord  Low,  Ordinary,  dismissed  the 
claim,  and  against  his  decision  the  collector  reclaimed.  The 
Division,  on  May  17,  dismissed  the  reclaiming  note,  holding 
that,  as  the  funds  were  ample  and  payment  of  the  claim 
certain,  the  question  was,  in  the  circumstances,  an  academic 
one  in  the  present  case,  and  the  process  unnecessary,  the 
collector  having  no  real  interest.  Their  lordships  accord- 
ingly declined  to  give  an  express  decision  upon  the  question 
at  issue.  At  the  same  time  they  indicated  a  view  unfavour- 
able to  the  collector's  contention  that  the  terms  of  the 
88th  section  of  the  Act  of  1845  gave  him  a  title  to  immediate 
payment  out  of  the  first  realised  assets,  and  that  preferably 
to  the  liquidators'  remuneration  and  the  expenses  of  the 
liquidation.  The  collector  of  poor-rates  was  found  liable  to 
the  liquidators  in  expenses  in  both  courts. 


THE  WEEK'S  POISONINGS. 

Five  of  the  two  dozen  poisonings  that  have  occurred 
during  the  past  week  were  misadventures.  Six  of  the 
deaths  were  caused  by  the  unscheduled  poisons  spirit  of 
salt  (three),  oil  of  vitriol,  benzoline,  and  zinc  chloride. 
Two  of  the  hydrochloric-acid  deaths  were  misadventures, 
the  victims  being  Charles  Edward  Dickin,  a  Derby  bell- 
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hanger,  who  drank  it  in  mistake  for  whisky,  and  Joseph 
Newton,  a  Northwich  youth  of  sixteen,  who  did  not  know 
it  was  poisonous.    The  spirit-of-salt  suicide  is  referred  to 
elsewhere.    John  Kerry,  a  miner  at  Jump,  near  Wombwell, 
bought  some  oil  of  vitriol  from  Mr.  J.  E.  Matthew, 
chemist,  drank  it,  and  died  in  agony.    Thomas  Graham, 
of  Llanelly,  during  a  quarrel  with  his  landlady,  pushed  her 
against  the.  furniture,  causing  a  slight  wound  to  her  head ; 
Graham  was  so  alarmed  that  he  drank  half  a  pint  of  zinc- 
chloride  solution.    John  William  Stead,  of  Leeds,  poisoned 
himself  by  drinking  a  large  quantity  of  benzoline.    Four  of 
the  five  suicides  by  carbolic  acid  took  place  at  Liverpool,  the 
victims  being  two  lovers — William  Hern  and  Louie  Chap- 
man— a  man  named  John  Bowman,  and  a  girl  named  Mar- 
garet May  Thompson,  who  had  been  discharged  from  her 
situation.    Carbolic  was  also  taken  by  Albert  Henry  Tens, 
a  Battersea  engineer.    Three  deaths  from  oxalic  acid  are 
reported.    Mary  Ellen  Andrews  (20),  a  Blackburn  mill- 
worker,  found  the  future  "too  dark  for  her,"  and  took 
oxalic  acid  in  solution.    The  same  procedure  was  followed, 
also  with  fatal  results,  by  Rebecca  Clark  (19),  of  Hoxton, 
and  by  Maud  Courtis,  of  Sithney  Trough.    Laudanum  was 
the  cause  of  three  deaths.    One,  a  misadventure,  was  at 
Leeds,  where  an  overdose  was  inadvertently  taken  by 
Walter  Hewitt,  a  labourer.    A  Norwegian  clerk,  in  busi- 
ness at  Newcastle,  became  involved  in  betting  transactions, 
and  poisoned  himself  with  laudanum.    Annie  Eliza  Mills, 
of  Nottingham,  died  from  laudanum-poisoning,  accelerated 
by  an  epileptic  fit.    Surgeon-Colcnel  Henry  Comerford  was 
found  dead  in  a  Strand  hotel,  with  an  empty  bottle  which 
had  contained  hypodermic  solution  of  morphine  beside  the 
body.    It  was  suggested  at  the  inquest  that  the  Colonel, 
finding  he  had  arrived  in  London  without  his  hypodermic 
syringe,  drank  the  solution,  miscalculating  the  strength. 
The  Rev.  Evan  Davies,  formerly  Vicar  of  Clydach,  com- 
•  mitted  suicide  at  Sketty,  Swansea,  by  taking  potassium 
cyanide.    Joseph  James,  of  Dudley,  managing  director  of 
the   Churchfield  Art   Metal   Co.,   took  prussic  acid  in 
consequence  of  financial  embarrassment.    Ellen  Knopwood, 
of  Lambeth,  poisoned   herself  by  drinking  aconite-and- 
belladonna  liniment.    Joseph  Buckley,  a  Greenfield  mill- 
worker,  committed  suicide  by  taking  a  jarful  of  rat- 
poison.    A  post-mortem  examination  is  to  be  made  of  the 
body  of  Constance  Adelaide  Sheppard,  the  four-year-old 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.   Sheppard,  of  Gainsborough 
Road,  Stoke  Newington.    The  little  girl  died  on  May  22, 
apparently  from  poisoning.    Her  two-year-old  sister,  after 
hanging  in  the  balance  for  two  days,  seems  likely  to  pull 
round.    Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sheppard  were  also  taken  ill 
at  the  same  time,  but  both  have  practically  recovered.  It 
is  a  curious  coincidence,  though  at  present  there  is  no 
proof  of  cause  and  effect,  that  all  four  sufferers  partook 
last  Sunday  of  a  free  sample  of  a  newly  introduced  patent 
medicine,  which  smelt  of  phosphorus. 

At  Helensburgh,  N.B.,  an  elderly  woman,  named 
Bremridge,  died  from  the  effects  of  drinking  a  poisonous 
liniment,  which  she  had  taken  in  mistake  for  an  internal 
mixture.

Down 
to  1895  he  conducted  a  nourishing  pharmacy,  but  in  con- 
sequence of  a  destructive  fire  which  broke  out  on  the 
premises  of  a  neighbouring  trader,  Mr.  Simpson's  shop  was 
so  injured  that  it  had  to  be  demolished.  The  business  was 
transferred  to  Capel  Street  and  the  business  of  a  seedsman 
was  added,  his  son  being  later  on  taken  into  partnership. 
Mr.  Simpson  was  for  twenty-four  years  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  retiring 
in  1902  to  the  regret  of  his  colleagues.  Those  who  attended 
the  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at 
Dublin  in  1901  will  remember  Mr.  Simpson  as  one  of  the 
local  committee  who  did  so  much  to  make  the  gathering  a 
success. 

Stockdale. — The  death  took  place  on  May  20,  at  Wis- 
bech, of  Alderman  Samuel  Stockdale,  at  the  age  of  eighty. 
He  had  for  many  years  carried  on  a  peppermint-distillery 
at  the  Grange,  Leverington,  where  he  produced  an  oil  of 
excellent  quality  which  for  some  time  found  a  good  market, 
until  American  competition  stepped  in.  Mr.  Stockdale  had 
five  years  ago  celebrated  his  golden  wedding.  He  had  been 
an  Alderman  of  the  Isle  of  Ely  from  its  establishment  and 
he  was  also  one  of  the  Fen  Drainage  Commissioners. 

— At  37  Higher  Market  Street,  Farnworth, 
on  May  23,  Mr.  John  William  Watkinson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  aged  seventy-four.    Mr.  Watkinson  was  born  at

Mr.  Eobert  Harrison  (also  a  chemist-smce  removed  to 
Denton),  the  oldest  tradesman  in  the  town.

Watkinson  was  elected  one  of  the  Kearsley  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  a  position  he  held  continuously  for  thirty  years.  He 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Kearsley  Local  Board  in  187*5, 
becoming  Chairman  of  the  Board  in  1882,  and  he  remained 
Chairman  for  twelve  years  until  the  Local  Board  was  super- 
seded by  the  present  District  Council.  When  re-elected 
without  opposition  in  March  last,  Mr.  Watkinson  entered 
upon  his  twenty-first  continuous  year  of  office  as  a  Kearsley 
representative  on  the  Bolton  Board  of  Guardians,  becoming 
in  due  course  chairman  of  that  body.  He  was  also  chair- 
man of  the  Farnworth  and  Kearsley  Gas  Co.,  Ltd.  He 
leaves  four  sons  and  three  daughters.

The  prize  is  to  be  given  for  the  most  appropriate 
suggestion  of  names  for  two  soda-fountains  which  this 
company  make.  As  far  as  we  can  see  the  only  condition  is 
that  the  suggestions  have  to  be  made  on  a  special  form 
which  is  obtainable  on  application. 

Patey's  Lavender-water. — We  mentioned  last  week  that 
Messrs.  Patey  &  Co.  had  reverted  to  their  prices  of  twenty 
years  ago  for  lavender-water.  The  firm  inform  us  that  it  is 
owing  to  the  general  rise  of  all  markets  for  some  years  past 
that  they  have  found  it  expedient  to  revert  to  the  old  pricea 
of  their  proprietary  articles.  We  may  add  that  the  firm 
undertake  the  manufacture  of  special  perfumes  and  toilet 
preparations  to  buyers'  own  formuhe  or  requirements,  and 
can  quote  for  these  or  supply  products  at  quoted  prices. 

Merck's  Chemicals. — A  new  price-list  of  the  products 
relating  chiefly  to  materia  medica,  research,  and  analysis 
made  at  the  works  of  E.  Merck,  Darmstadt,  has  just  been 
issued  from  the  London  office,  16  Jewry  Street,  E.C. 
The  list  extends  to  nearly  eighty  pages,  and  is  exceedingly 
comprehensive.  Although  the  prices  are  those  for  mode- 
rately large  quantities,  and  therefore  not  those  charged 
to  retailers  for  the  smaller  quantities  they  require,  retailers 
can  obtain  copies  of  the  list  ("R")  by  writing  to  the 
firm.  Retail  buyers  have  the  goods  they  purchase  invoiced 
to  the  wholesale  house  which  they  may  name.  We  observe 
that  a  list  of  such  houses  is  issued  with  the  price-list.

A  Dobbs  Deputation. 


AT  the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
on  Wednesday  morning,  May  24,  the  Right  Hon. 
Ailwyn  E.  Fellowes,  M.P.  (President  of  the  Board),  re- 
ceived a  deputation  of  traders  and  others  interested  in  the 
sale  and  purchase  of  poisonous  compounds  for  agricultural 
and  horticultural  purposes,  who  desired  to  urge  the  follow- 
ing points  : 

1.  That  undue  restrictions  are  at  present  imposed  by  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  on  agriculturists,  horticulturists,  and 
others  in  obtaining  poisonous  compounds  used  in  the  course 

•  of  their  business. 

2.  That  it  is  expedient  for  the  convenience  of  agricul- 
turists and  horticulturists,  and  in  the  interest  of  trade 
generally,  that  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisonous 
compounds,  when  required  for  agricultural  and  horticultural 
purposes,  should  be  altered  and  amended. 

3.  The  desirability  of  persons  other  than  pharmaceutical 
chemists  being  allowed  to  sell,  under  proper  restrictions, 
articles  containing  poisonous  substances  which  are  required 
by  agriculturists  and  horticulturists  in  the  course  of  their 
ordinary  business  operations. 

if"  Tjat  *t  tne  Present  monopoly  in  favour  of  chemists  is 
allowed  to  exist,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are 
allowed  to  continue  their  prosecutions  against  nurserymen 
seedsmen,  agricultural  agents,  and  ironmongers,  the  price 
of  the  compounds  will  be  increased,  to  the  detriment  of  tho 
agriculturist  and  horticulturist. 

The  deputation  included  Mr.  Isaac  Connell,  of  Edinburgh 
(Secretary  and  representative  of  the  Scottish  Chamber  of 
Agriculture  and  Associated  Societies)  ;  Mr.  W.  Darling- 
ton, farmer  (member  of  the  Council  of  Worcestershire 
and  Hertfordshire  Agricultural  Society  and  steward  in 
tharge  of  the  sheep-dipping  tank  of  the  Madresfield 
Agricultural  Club);  Mr.  G.  H.  Richards,  F.R.H.S., 
of  London  (manufacturer  and  distributor  of  XL-Ail 
insecticide) ;  Mr.  J.  Lytle,  of  Liverpool  (managing 
director  of  the  Boundary  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.  and  manufac- 
turer of  sheep-dips) ;  Mr.  R.  H.  Smith,  of  Sheffield  (Secre- 
tary of  the  Ironmongers'  Federated  Association)  ;  Mr.  W.  G. 
Wj1^-eD'  FIC>  of  Battersea  (manufacturing  chemist)  ; 
and  Mr.  T.  G.  Dobbs  (Solicitor  and  Secretary  to  the  Traders 
and  Users  of  Poisonous  Compounds  for  Trade  Purposes 
society).  r 

With  the  President  were  Dr.  Thorpe,  Mr.  Almeric  W. 
FitzRoy  (Clerk  to  the  Privy  Council),  Dr.  Somerville,  and 
other  departmental  officials. 

Col.  C.  W.  Long,  M.P.,  in  introducing  the  deputation 
said  it  was  composed  of  gentlemen  who  were  interested  and 
engaged  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  various  poisonous  com- 
pounds such  as  insecticides,  which  were  largely  used  in 
agricultural  and  horticultural  operations.  They  desired  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  present  condition 
ot  the  law  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  by  which  the  sale  of 
poisonous  compounds  was  entirely  in  the  hands  of  chemists 
thereby  ' 

Creating  a  Monopoly. 
Mr  Dobbs,  who  was  the  first  speaker  called  upon,  pointed 
out  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  endeavouring  to 
w  7VS£  cr?ate,a  monopoly,  which  had  existed  since  the 
Act  of  1868.  He  hoped  to  be  able  to  prove  that  there  was 
a,  demand  on  the  part  of  the  consumer  for  an  alteration  of 
the  law  so  that  the  consumer  would  in  future  be  able  to 
obtain  the  articles  required  in  the  cheapest  and  most  con- 
venient market.  The  people  who  put  these  poisonous  com- 
pounds on  the  market  for  the  benefit  of  agriculturists  and 
horticulturists  had  really  been  agricultural  agents,  nursery- 
men, florists  and  others.  He  had  received  a  letter  from  Sir 
Ernest  Clarke,  the  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Agricultural 
•  ifexi.0  e°clos5d  a,c°Py  of  a  le"er  which  he  forwarded 
m  1903  to  the  then  Lord  President  of  the  Council  (the  Duke 
of  Devonshire)  In  this  it  was  stated  that  the  Council  of 
the  bociety  had  had  under  consideration  the  report  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  which  was  appointed  by  His  Grace 
and  which  recommended  that  all  agricultural  preparations 
should  be  placed  m  a  third  part  of  the  Schedule  and  sold 
only  by  licensed  persons.  The  Council  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  question  would  be  fully  considered  and  that  persons 
other  than  pharmaceutical  chemists  would  be  allowed  to  sell, 


under  proper  restrictions,  poisonous  substances  in  common 
use.  The  Rev.  W.  Wilkes  (Secretary  of  the  Royal  Horti- 
cultural Society),  who  was  unable  to  be  present,  said  ho 
should  like  to  support  the  views  which  the  deputation  pro- 
posed to  urge  upon  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture. The  Horticultural  Society  had  in  no  way  altered  the 
opinion  which  they  held  in  1903  when  associating  them- 
selves with  a  petition  urging  the  Government  to  bring 
about  a  revision  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  Matthews,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Central  Chamber  of  Agriculture,  wrote 
stating  that  he  hoped  that  the  deputation  would  be  able  to 
induce  the  President  to  give  effect  to  the  recommendations 
of  the  Departmental  Committee.  A  list  of  Chambers  of 
Commerce  and  agricultural  and  horticultural  societies  was 
also  put  in,  these  bodies  having  in  each  case  passed  resolu- 
tions calling  attention  to  the  undue  restrictions  imposed 
under  the  Act  upon  horticulturists  and  agriculturists,  and 
urging  that  it  was  expedient  for  the  convenience  of  the 
general  public  and  in  the  interests  of  trade  that  the  law 
should  be  altered  or  amended  regarding  the  sale  of  poisonous 
compounds  for  agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes. 
Proceeding,  the  speaker  remarked  that  the  wording  of  the 
new  Bill  was  as  veiled  in  obscurity  and  as  ambiguous  as 
the  Act  of  1868.  Under  Clause  2  it  stated  that  it  should 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage  or  participate  in  the 
sale  of  poisons  unless  at  a  registered  shop.  After  detailing 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  White  case  and  the  success 
of  the  appeal,  Mr.  Dobbs  went  on  to  say  that  tht> 
Society  still  had  a  monopoly  and  were  still  prosecuting. 
They  were  now  prosecuting  ironmongers  and  agriculturists, 
and  their  latest  case,  which  would  be  heard  at  Canterbury 
next  week,  was  one  in  which  a  respectable  and  old-esta- 
blished firm  of  nurserymen  and  seedsmen  would  have  to 
appear  before  the  County  Court  judge  to  show  cause  why 
they  should  not  pay  a  sum  of  51.  for  having  had  in  stock 
certain  articles  required  for  agricultural  purposes — viz. 
insecticides.  It  appeared  that  one  of  their  assistants  did 
actually  sell  a  bottle  of  the  preparation  referred  to,  but 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  not  attempting  to  go  for 
any  infringement  of  the  Act  except  the  technical  point  of 
keeping  open  shop.  He  contended  that  not  only  the  agricul- 
turists but  the  tradesmen  would  suffer  unless  some  altera- 
tion in  the  law  were  effected.  With  reference  to  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  

Mr.  Fellowes  :  What  Bill  are  you  now  referring  to  ? 

Mr.  Dobbs  :  It  is  Mr.  Lough's. 

Mr.  Fellowes  :  Oh,  a  private  Bill. 

A  copy  of  the  Bill  was  handed  to  the  President  and 

Mr.  Dobbs,  continuing,  said  if  passed  as  printed  Clause  2 
would  prohibit,  in  his  opinion,  any  traveller  from  taking  an 
order  for  a  poisonous  dip  on  market  day.  In  conclusion  he 
handed  in  a  petition,  which  he  said  was  signed  by  5.000 
consumers,  gardeners,  farmers,  and  agriculturists  generally 
— urging  an  alteration  in  the  law. 

Ironmongers  want  Poisons  in  Drums. 
Mr.  R.  H.  Smith,  representing  the  ironmongers,  said  his 
trade  had  been  prosecuted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  in  many  instances  they  had  had  to  sell  off  stock  at  a 
ruinous  price  because  they  were  threatened  with  prosecu- 
tion. They  were  prepared  to  sell  sheep-dips  and  poisonous 
compounds  in  sealed  drums  or  in  any  way  that  they  might  be 
received  direct  from  the  manufacturer,  and  to  hand  them 
over  direct  to  the  farmers.  In  many  cases  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  the  ironmonger  was  the  only  man  to  whom  the 
farmer  could  go  for  such  articles.  He  dealt  with  him  for 
agricultural  implements  and  other  articles,  and  there  were 
generally  no  chemists  in  the  place  where  the  farmer  had 
occasion  to  go  to  market  for  the  various  commodities  which 
he  required.  They  had  also  been  prosecuted  for  selling 
paints  containing  poisons,  and  they  thought  the  time  had 
arrived  when  they  should  be  permitted  to  deal,  as  formerly, 
in  these  different  articles.  In  many  districts  all  over  the 
country  ironmongers  had  large  concerns  and  much  capital 
involved  in  the  business,  and  they  were  prepared  to  make 
special  provision  for  the  storage  of  these  articles,  such  as  a 
special  poison-room.  They  had  suffered  severely  in  the  past 
and  wanted  to  be  reinstated  in  the  position  which  they  for- 
merly held,  so  as  to  be  able  to  supply  the  farmer  with  what 
he  required. 

Mr.  Fellowes  :  Do  I  understand  that  in  the  small  rural 
towns  the  chemists  always  keep  them  ? 
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Mr.  Smith  :  No.    They  do  not. 

Mr.  Fellowes  :  Your  point  is  that  there  is  a  difficulty  in 
obtaining  them. 

Mr.  Smith  :  There  is  great  difficulty.  In  many  cases 
they  have  to  go  for  miles.  The  agricultural  ironmonger,  we 
say.  is  the  proper  person  to  be  the  distributor,  or  at  least  one 
of  the  distributors,  of  these  articles. 

Mr.  Connell  said  he  represented  the  Scottish  Chamber  of 
Agriculture  and  sixty-three  affiliated  societies  from  every 
part  of  Scotland.  He  claimed  to  represent  generally  the 
whole  body  of  agriculturists  in  Scotland.  The  Scottish 
Chamber  had  had  its  attention  directed  to  this  matter  for 
years  past.  They  had  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture resolutions  and  petitions  for  a  good  many  years,  and 
they  had  also  laid  evidence  before  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee of  the  Privy  Council.  They  declared  briefly  that  if 
the  Act  be  put  in  force  in  Scotland  as  regarded  the  sale 
of  sheep-dips  and  the  like — and  it  had  not  hitherto  been 
put  in  force — they  would  be  put  to  great  trouble  and  incon- 
venience and  also  to  much  expense.  There  was  difficulty  in 
obtaining  supplies  of  these  articles  from  chemists.  Take 
the  Island  of  Skye.  He  did  not  think  there  was  a  chemist 
anywhere  in  the  island  except  at  Portree,  and  there  was  an 
immense  consumption  of  sheep-dips  there.  In  the  Western 
Isles,  also,  where  sheep-rearing  was  prevalent  everywhere, 
they  might  have  to  go  a  distance  of  fifty  miles  before  they 
came  to  a  chemist.  These  were  the  very  places  where  sheep- 
dips  were  most  in  use,  and  increasingly  so.  He  had  said 
that  the  Act  had  not  been  put  in  force,  and  he  was  able, 
after  very  careful  investigation,  to  give  evidence  to  that 
effect  before  the  Departmental  Committee,  and  no  attempt 
was  made  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  controvert  what 
he  had  stated.  There  were,  practically  speaking,  no 
prosecutions  in  Scotland  by  the  Society  in  connection  with 
the  sale  of  sheep-dips.  During  the  last  ten  days  or  so  he 
had  called  upon  a  couple  of  chemists  in  Edinburgh  and  was 
informed  that 

They  did  not  Sell  Sheep-dips. 
They  very  much  doubted  whether  he  would  be  able  to 
obtain  them  from  the  ordinary  chemist,  and  referred  him  to 
the  wholesale  houses.  He  thereupon  went  to  Duncan,  Flock- 
hart  &  Co.,  a  large  and  well-known  firm,  and  was  informed 
that  they  did  not  sell  poisonous  sheep-dips.  They,  in  their 
turn,  referred  him  to  the  Grassmarket — the  corn  exchange, 
so  to  speak — and  that  was  the  only  place,  he  was  told, 
where  he  would  be  likely  to  get  what  he  required.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  he  contended,  had  in  this  matter 
acted  in  a  way  to  demonstrate  their  case.  They  had  not 
put  the  Act  into  force  for  a  long  period  of  years  in  Scotland, 
and  the  ironmongers  and  other  agricultural  agents  had 
been  perfectly  free,  without  let  or  hindrance,  to  sell  these 
poisonous  compounds.  Sometimes  they  had  been  threat- 
ened, but  in  only  one  instance  had  there  been  a  prosecution 
in  Scotland  during  the  last  ten  years.  No  injury  what- 
ever had  been  caused  to  the  general  public,  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  been  unable  to  produce  a  single  instance 
during  all  those  years  of  any  such  injury.  There  was 
certainly  one  case  in  which  a  man  drank  some  of  the 
contents  of  a  barrel,  without  making  any  inquiry  as  to  its 
nature,  but  that  had  really  nothing  to  do  with  the  case  and 
might  have  happened  under  any  circumstances.  They  had 
an  object-lesson  and  a  practical  demonstration  of  the  perfect 
safety  of  the  public  in  the  case  of  Scotland,  where  all  these 
years  the  trade  had  been  going  on  without  injury  to  the 
public.  As  to  the  question  of  expense,  the  merchant  gave 
from  20  to  25  per  cent,  discount,  whereas  the  chemist  as  a 
rule  gave  nothing.  But  if  the  merchants  were  out  of  the 
way,  and  a  monopoly  was  created,  with  the  consequent 
exaction  of  high  prices,  the  farmer  would  be  put  to  additional 
expense.  They  were  not  complaining  that  there  had  been 
no  prosecutions,  but  that  the  merchants  were  in  a  state  of 
uncertainty  and  did  not  quite  know  where  they  were,  and 
nothing  hampered  trade  so  much  as  a  condition  of  uncer- 
tainty and  indefiniteness.  The  time,  he  argued,  was  ripe  for 
legislative  action,  and  they  felt  that  the  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  ought  without  unavoidable  delay  to  be 
given  effect  to.  In  this  matter  they  were  aware  that  in 
addressing  the  present  head  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  they 
were  practically  preaching  to  the  converted.  It  was  per- 
fectly patent,  of  course,  that  the  demand  for  sheep-dips  was 
bound  to  grow,  and  they  looked  to.  the  department  to  help  | 


|  them  to  secure  facilities  for  the  purchase  of  these  articles  of 
proper  quality  and  effectiveness. 

Manufacturers'  Interests. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Richards  said  that  some  years  ago  he  made 
various  experiments  with  nicotine  and  found  it  to  be  a  very 
valuable  insecticide.  After  some  considerable  delay  per- 
mission was  obtained  to  manufacture  it  from  tobacco  free 
of  duty.  He  then  introduced  his  preparation  to  the  horti- 
cultural trade,  who  found  it  a  superior  article.  At  the 
present  moment  about  2,500  agents  were  selling  it  in  various 
parts  of  the  country,  and  it  happened,  of  course,  that  some 
of  them  were  now  and  then  dropped  on  to  by  the  Pharma 
ceutical  Society  for  doing  so.  Until  this  insecticide  proved 
to  be  a  great  success  the  chemists  took  little  or  no  notice  of 
the  nurserymen  who  sold  it,  but  as  soon  as  they  found  out 
that  it  was  an  undoubted  success  they  urged  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  institute  prosecutions,  which  they  had 
done  for  the  last  four  or  five  years. 

Mr.  J.  Lytle  said  he  desired  to  corroborate  everything 
that  had  been  said  regarding  the  sale  of  sheep-dips  in 
Scotland.  Generally  speaking  it  was  the  case  that  chemists 
would  not  stock  these  preparations  until  a  trade  had  been 
made  for  them,  and  it  was  also  found  that  prosecutions 
were  instituted  in  cases  where  agents  or  seedsmen  or  iron- 
mongers had  already  created  a  trade. 

Mr.  W.  Darlington  said  from  time  to  time  difficulty  had 
arisen  in  obtaining  sheep-dips.  A  dip  to  be  effective  must  be 
poisonous.  He  dipped  between  4,000  and  5,000  sheep  a 
year,  and  some  of  the  sheep  were  brought  a  distance  of  five 
or  six  miles.  The  county  councils  were  now  erecting  tanks 
in  different  localities  and  were  making  periodical  dipping 
compulsory.  If  these  articles  were  to  be  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  chemists  or  of  persons  holding  a  monopoly  it 
would  be  very  detrimental  to  the  farming  interest.  The 
sheep-dips  in  use  generally  were,  he  thought,  recognised 
preparations  made  up  by  competent  persons,  and  there  was 
no  risk  whatever  save  at  the  hands  of  negligent  people.  If 
the  matter  were  "  eased  "  somewhat  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  it  would  be  a  great  assistance  to  the 
farmers  in  obtaining  these  articles. 

Mr.  Connell  desired  to  add  that  the  Scottish  Chamber 
felt  very  strongly  that  a  case  had  been  made  out  for  taking 
from  the  control  of  the  Society — which,  after  all,  was  a 
private  body — these  important  articles  which  affected  agri- 
culture and  horticulture  and  kindred  trades.  They  thought 
that  there  should  be,  either  under  the  Privy  Council  direct 
or  some  other  body  constituted  by  Parliament,  a  Registrar 
or  official  to  take  charge  of  all  these  matters  in  place  of  the 
Society. 

What  the  Government  may  Do. 
Mr.  Ailwyn  Fellowes,  in  reply,  said  the  case  the  deputa- 
tion had  put  before  him  was  a  very  easy  one  to  answer. 
They  asked  that  the  monopoly  which  chemists  enjoyed 
should  not  be  permitted  to  continue,  and  that  others  should 
be  allowed,  with  proper  safeguards,  to  sell  sheep-dips  and 
other  similar  articles.  He  would  call  their  attention  to  the 
evidence  given  by  Mr.  Crawford  before  Sir  Herbert  Max- 
well's committee  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 
That  gentleman  explained  the  views  of  the  department,  and 
said  the  Board  were  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  no- 
monopoly  as  regards  the  right  to  sell  poisonous  compounds 
for  agricultural  or  horticultural  dips,  weed-killers,  etc. 
Although  he  had  not  had  very  much  time  to  look  into  the 
matter  as  yet,  he  was  in  favour  of  the  views  which  were 
then  expressed.  He  thought  the  sale  of  important  articles 
like  sheep-dips,  which  were  wanted  so  much,  and  which 
would  be  wanted  even  more,  should  not  be  restricted 
— he  thought  that  other  people  should  have  the  right  to 
sell  them  with  proper  safeguards.  In  this  connection  some 
regulations  were  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  public 
from  these  poisonous  and  dangerous  compounds,  and  he 
thought  the  persons  wishing  to  sell  them  ought  to  have  a 
licence  from  the  local  authority  on  the  understanding,  as 
one  of  them  had  said,  that  they  should  be  sold  in  the  same, 
condition  as  they  were' received  from  the  manufacturer — 
unopened  and  marked  with  the  necessary  indication  as  to 
their  contents.  That  was  a  safeguard  which,  in  Ms 
opinion,  ought  to  be  given  to  the  public,  and  he  did  not 
think  the  slightest  damage  would  be  caused  to  anyone  con- 
cerned.   He  believed  there  was  a  Bill  in  course  of  prepara- 
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tion  on  the  lines  of  the  Committee's  recommendations. 
Mr.  Almeric  FitzRoy,  who  represented  the  Lord  President 
of  the  Council,  was  present,  and  he  (Mr.  Fellowes)  would 
take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  speaking  to  Lord  London- 
derry on  the  subject  and  of  seeing  what  could  be  done  to 
get  the  Bill  pushed  forward. 

Mr.  Dobbs,  on  behalf  of  the  deputation,  thanked  the 
President  for  the  courtesy  with  which  he  had  received  them, 
and  added  that  their  thanks  were  due  to  Dr.  Somerville  for 
much  kindly  assistance. 

The  deputation  then  withdrew.

The  Ingredients  of  Beer. 
Replying  to  Dr.  Hutchinson  on  Monday  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  stated  as  the  results  of  analysis  made  by 
the  Inland  Revenue  chemists  during  the  past  two  years 
ending  April  30,  1905,  the  following  samples  of  materials 
used  in  brewing  have  been  examined  at  the  Government 
laboratory  : 

One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three  samples 
of  malt,  rice,  and  maize  in  various  forms,  sugar,  glucose, 
invert  sugar,  syrups,  etc.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
samples  of  yeast  foods,  heading  powders  and  liquids,  ant- 
acids, antiseptics,  hop-substitutes,  etc.  The  object  of  the 
analysis  of  these  samples  was  either  for  determination  of 
the_  brewing  value  for  revenue  purposes,  or  to  test  their 
purity,  particularly  as  regards  freedom  from  arsenic.  In  1,972 
cases  no  objection  was  raised  to  the  articles  of  which  samples 
were  examined.  In  seventy-nine  cases  the  articles  submitted 
were  not  objected  to,  but  the  applicants  were  informed  that 
the  non-interferenco  of  the  Board  would  not  protect  the 
user  from  any  action  which  might  be  taken  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts.  In  the  remaining  eighty  cases,  objection  was 
raised  to  the  use  of  the  articles  submitted  on  some  one  of 
the  following  grounds :  (1)  That  the  samples  examined 
showed  the  presence  of  arsenic  beyond  the  limit  recom- 
mended by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Arsenical  Poisons, 
(2)  the  presence  of  copper,  (3)  the  presence  of  quillaia  bark 
or  extract,  or  (4)  that  they  were  alcoholic  flavouring- 
essences. 

In  reply  to  a  further  question  Mr.  Chamberlain  stated  that 
the  following  is  a  list  of  the  materials  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  beer,  in  respect  of  which  a  caution  as  to  their  use 
has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  : 

Heading-powders,  etc. — "  Minoka  Juice,"  "  Dublin  Stout 
Heading,"  "  Optacreme,"  "  Clarifoam,"  and  cortex  quil- 
faiie  pulvis. 

Preservatives,  etc.— Alginol,  "  Universal  Preservative 
Tablets."  "  Phylax,"  salicylic  acid,  potassium  metasulphite, 
"  Antacid  Neutralises,"  gypsum,  and  magnesium  sulphate. 

Hop-substitutes.  etc. — "  Optanin,"  "Bradley's  Hop 
Supplement,"  and  "  Estcourt's  Hop  Supplement." 

In  the  following  cases  the  use  of  the  article  is  objected  to  by 

the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  : 

Flavouring-essences.  Malt,  yeast-foods,  glucose,  invert 
sugar,  etc.,  containing  arsenic ;  peptonizes  containing 
arsenic  and  copper ;  "  Stoutine,"  "  Baines'  Combined 
Heading  and  Beer  Preservative,"  "  Optacreme," 
"Ecumin,"  "  Moussinc,"  "Clarifoam,"  and  heading 
powders  and  liquids  containing  quillaia  extract;  saccharin, 
sucramine,  and  other  compounds  containing  saccharin. 

Pathological  Material  Sent  by  Post. 
The  Postmaster-General,  answering  Dr.  Hutchinson  on 
Monday,  declined  to  rescind  the  regulation  as  to  the  com- 
pulsory registration  of  pathological  material  sent  by  post. 
In  a  supplementary  question,  Dr.  Hutchinson  brought  to 
Lord  Stanley's  attention  the  fact  that  about  half  a  million 
such  parcels  were  sent  through  the  Post  Office  last  year,  and 
pointed  out  that  the  Post  Office  being  closed  from  eight 
o'clock  on  Saturday  night  till  Monday  morning  causes  very 
great  delay  in  dealing  with  this  class  of  goods.  He  sug- 
gested, therefore,  that  the  Postmaster-General  should  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  amending  the  present  regulations. 
Lord  Stanley,  however,  maintained  that  some  special  pre- 
cautions on  the  part  of  the  Post  Office  ought  to  be  made, 
and-  he  is  not  prepared,  therefore,  to  modify  the  present 
arrangements. 


Medical  and  Dentists  Acts. 
Sir  John  Tuke,  in  a  question  to  the  Home  Secretary, 
asked  whether  the  Home  Department  h^v  received  an 
opinion  from  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown  concerning 
evasions  of  the  Medical  Acts  and  of  the  Dentists  Act  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Companies  Acts,  and,  if  so,  whether  he 
would  communicate  it  to  the  House.  Mr.  Akers  Douglas, 
who  replied  to  the  question,  said  that  he  had  received  an 
opinion  from  the  law  officers,  but  he  was  unable  to  accede  to 
Sir  John  Tuke's  request  as  such  opinions  were  treated  as 
confidential. 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Weir  the  Home  Secretary 
also  stated  that  he  has  asked  the  General  Medical  Council 
to  furnish  him  with  information  as  to  how  many  medical 
and  dental  practitioners  have  been  struck  off  the  rolls  during 
the  last  ten  years  for  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct,  and 
how  many  have  been  restored. 

Vaccination-marks. 

In  reply  to  a  question  put  to  him  by  Sir  John  Rolleston. 
Mr.  Gerald  Balfour  said  that  Dr.  Copeman  had  informed 
him  that  in  his  opinion  large  scars  are  not  necessarily 
evidence  of  efficient  vaccination,  and  he  therefore  thinks  it 
not  necessary  nor  desirable  to  amend  the  Vaccination  Order 
of  1898,  which  does  not  make  the  area  of  the  scar  a  criterion 
of  successful  vaccination. 

Industrial  Alcohol  and  the  Colonial  Distiller. 

Replying  to  the  question  put  to  him  by  Mr.  W.  F. 
Lawrence,  on  the  relative  position  of  the  home  distiller  and 
the  Colonial  distiller  under  the  recommendations  of  the 
Industrial  Alcohol  Committee,  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  has 
stated  that  distillers  generally  will  derive  substantial  benefit 
from  the  encouragement  that  will  be  given  to  the  consump- 
tion of  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes.  The  West  Indian 
distiller,  he  added,  will  have  the  opportunity  of  sharing  in 
such  benefit. 

Alkali-works  Bill. 

Mr.  Gerald  Balfour  on  Monday  presented  his  Bill  "to 
consolidate  and  amend  the  Alkali,  etc.,  Works  Regulations 
Acts,  1881  and  1892."  which  is  supported  by  Mr.  Grant 
Lawson.  The  Bill  was  read  a  first  time,  and  put  down  for 
second  reading  on  Monday  next.  It  is  practically  the  same 
as  last  year's  measure. 

Disinfecting-chambers. 

In  replying  to  Mr.  Donal  Sullivan's  question  about  Dr. 
Scott's  disinfecting-chamber,  Mr.  Walter  Long  said  the 
Board  have  not  stated  that  it  is  useless,  but  experience  has 
shown  that  hot-air  disinfection  is  not  as  efficient  as  disinfec- 
tion by  steam.

Bishop.— Probate  of  the  will,  dated  April  2,  1905,  of  Mr. 
Robert  Bishop,  of  Homewood,  Babington  Road,  Streatham, 
and  of  Messrs.  Mann  &  Bishop,  Dunster  House,  Minoing- 
Lane,  produce-brokers,  who  died  on  April  5  last,  aged  fifty 
years,  has  been  granted  to  the  sole  executrix,  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Lizzie  Medora  Bishop,  to  whom  the  testator  left  all  of  his 
property  absolutely,  and  his  estate  has  been  valued  at 
2,219/.

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Drug^traoc  appeal  Jfuno. 

A MEETING  of  the  subscribers  to  this  fund  was  held  at 
St.  Bride  Institute  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  May  24, 
Mr.  Charles  Umney,  chairman  of  the  trustees,  presiding. 
There  were  also  present  Messrs.  George  Barclay,  W.  R. 
Barnes,  P.  H.  Burton,  Albert  Cooper,  Horace  Davenport, 
W.  H.  Fassett,  W.  H.  Grayson,  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  (Secre- 
tary), Walter  Hills,  W.  Johnston,  G.  P.  Pond,  and  J.  C. 
Pentney. 

The  report  of  the  trustees,  which  was  submitted  by  the 
Chairman,  stated  that 

The  fund  was  instituted  in  July,  1902,  and  976?.  2s.  Zd. 
was  received  in  subscriptions.  At  the  time  four  appeals 
were  pending.  The  first  was  an  appeal  by  a  local  authority 
against  a  dismissal  in  a  case  which  raised  the  question  of 
the  B.P.  as  a  standard  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  The  prosecuting  authorities  abandoned  this  appeal. 
In  the  three  other  cases  the  trustees  decided  that  tho  points 
of  law  involved  were  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  the 
appeals  being  fought  at  the  expense  of  the  fund.  Tho  first 
(Hudson  v.  Bridge)  was  one  in  which  a  chemist  was  con- 
victed for  the  sale  of  vinegar  of  squills  alleged  to  be  de- 
ficient in  acetic  acid.  An  important  point  of  law  arose  as 
to  the  sufficiency  of  the  certificate  given  by  the  public 
analyst  in  this  case,  particularly  as  to  tho  question  of  de- 
composition. Tho  High  Court  allowed  tho  appeal  and 
quashed  tho  conviction.  The  second  was  the  case  of  Ran- 
som v.  Sanguinetti,  under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts.  Tho 
High  Court  decided  in  favour  of  the  prosecution,  and 
directed  there  should  be  a  conviction,  thus  reversing  tho 
decision  of  the  magistrates.  Tho  third  case  was  under  the 
same  Acts,  and  was  that  of  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones,  which 
was  heard  by  the  same  Court,  with  the  result  that  the 
magistrate's  decision  was  upheld,  and  the  point  involved 
definitely  settled  in  chemists'  favour.  A  very  elaborate 
judgment  was  given  by  tho  Divisional  Court  in  this  case, 
and  much  light  thrown  upon  the  scope  of  tho  Medicine 
Stamp  Acts.  Tho  decision  in  the  second  case  would  have 
seriously  affected  chemists  but  for  the  victory  gained  for 
them  in  the  Ammoniated  Quinine  case.  The  Medicine 
Stamp  Acts  cases  were  taken  to  appeal  by  the  Inland 
Revenue  authorities,  and  it  would  have  been  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  for  the  case  in  favour  of  the  defendants  to  have 
been  argued  in  the  High  Court  had  not  such  a  fund  as  this 
been  available. 

The  report  proceeded  to  state  that  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones 
has  found  it  necessary  to  resign  his  position  as  trustee  in 
consequence  of  his  call  to  the  Bar.  The  accounts  showed 
that  21?.  7s.  8d.  of  bank  interest  had  to  be  added  to  the 
subscriptions,  making  997/.  9s.  lid.  Of  this  285?.  6s.  Id. 
was  devoted  to  legal  expenses  (more  really,  but  the  fund 
secured  costs  in  two  cases),  besides  23/.  4s.  on  clerical  ex- 
penses, postages,  hall-rent,  etc.,  and  11?.  5s.  2d.  for  printing, 
stationery,  and  bank-charges.  It  is  proposed  to  invest 
600?.  in  Consols,  and  this  leaves  77?.  16s.  8d.  in  hand  for 
any  sudden  demand. 

Mr.  Barclay  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  Mr. 
Cooper  seconded. 

Mr.  Burton  thought  the  amount  paid  for  clerical  work 
was  inadequate,  and  Mr.  Pentney  held  the  same  view,  but 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  explained  that  the  work  was  done  by  the 
clerical  staff  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  and  what 
had  been  paid  was  satisfactory  to  those  concerned.  Never- 
theless it  was  left  to  the  trustees  to  add  to  the  honorarium  if 
they  thought  it  necessary. 

Election  of  Trustees. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Fassett  thought  he  should  retire  from  the 
position  of  trustee,  as  he  may  be  away  a  lot  this  year,  but 
the  Chairman  demurred.  Accordingly,  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Goodall,  seconded  by  Mr.  Cooper,  the  following  were 
appointed  :  Messrs.  Michael  Carteighe  (in  place  of 
W.  S.  Glyn-Jones),  W.  H.  Fassett,  Walter  Hills,  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme,  Thomas  Tyrer,  Charles  Umney,  and  A.  C. 
Wootton. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the  trustees  for 
their  work  since  the  foundation  of  the  fund,  the  opinion 
being  expressed  that  it  is  good  for  the  drug-trade  to  have 
men  of  experience  in  all  branches  of  pharmacy  to  act  for 
them  in  such  emergencies  as  are  contemplated  by  the  fund. 
The  Chairman  was  also  cordially  thanked,  and  he  gracefully 
acknowledged  both  votes.

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Commercial  3ntcllioence, 

A  New  Departure  which  Affects  Australia  and 
New  Zealand. 


THE  Board  of  Trade  Commercial  Intelligence  Committee 
completed  its  five  years'  probation  on  Wednesday, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  give  it  a  new  lease  of  life  by  recon- 
stituting the  Committee  on  a  somewhat  larger  scale.  The 
new  Committee  will  ultimately  consist  of  twenty-one  mem- 
bers, of  whom  nine  will  represent  the  various  Government 
Departments  and  the  principal  groups  of  self-governing 
Colonies,  and  twelve  will  be  persons  selected  on  the  ground 
of  commercial  knowledge  and  experience.  Of  these  twelve 
the  Board  is  appointing  nine  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  who  are  conversant 
with  the  principal  groups  of  exporting  trades.  It  is  pro- 
posed that  the  new  Committee  shall  hold  office  for  three 
years.  Its  work  and  functions  are  at  present  provisional ; 
but,  besides  advising  the  Board  as  regards  the  work  of  its 
commercial  intelligence  branch  and  on  matters  referred  to  it 
relating  to  foreign  tariffs  and  other  commercial  questions, 
the  Committee  will  also  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  im- 
proving the  means  of  obtaining  and  diffusing  information 
for  the  benefit  of  British  trade  by  arranging  for  commercial 
correspondents  abroad  and  commercial  missions  and  ether- 
wise. 

As  an  earnest  of  the  new  departure  Mr.  R.  J.  Jeffray  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Board  to  visit.  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  in  the  interests  of  trade  with  the  Mother  Country. 
He  addressed  a  small  meeting  of  merchants  at  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  rooms  on  Tuesday.  He  stated  that 
the  object  of  his  mission  is  to  inquire  and  report  on  the 
following  matters  : 

1.  Whether  and  to  what  extent  business  is  diverted  from 
the  Colonies  to  foreign  countries  instead  of  the  Mother 
Country. 

2.  What  the  causes  of  this  diversion  are. 

3.  By  what  means  this  diversion  can  be  stopped  and  the 
current  made  to  run  in  its  natural  channel. 

As  to  the  causes  of  diversion  of  foreign  trade,  Mr.  Jeffray 
said,  everyone  knows  how  foreign  countries  give  various 
facilities  to  their  traders,  as  in  shipping  and  subventions,  if 
not  bounties  and  the  like.    Immense  help  is  given  indirectly, 
if  not  directly,  and  Australia,  like  every  other  country,  is 
thick  with  foreign  Consuls,  who  adopt  every  means  they  can 
to  secure  for  their  respective  countries  a  greater  amount  of 
trade ;  whereas  Great  Britain  has  no  Consuls  or  representa- 
tives charged  with  similar  duties.    To  remove  that  dis- 
ability Mr.  Jeffray  has  been  commissioned  to  nominate  seven 
men,  one  for  each  State  and  two  for  New  Zealand,  who 
shall  act  as  Board  of  Trade  correspondents  for  an  annual 
fee.    These  gentlemen  will  do  practically  the  same  kind  of 
work  that  foreign  Consuls  do.    Alluding  to  the  diversion  of 
trade  from  the  Colonies  to  foreign  countries,  Mr.  Jeffray 
said  he  had  heard  it  stated  that  it  is  due  to  the  conservatism 
of  British  traders,  their  want  of  initiative  and  adaptation  to 
local  wants.    It  had  been  alleged,  for  example,  that  when 
the  agent  of  an  English  house  called  on  a  customer  in  Aus- 
tralia and  was  asked  if  he  could  not  supply  goods  of  a 
certain  sort,  his  answer  was  that  he  wTould  report  to  his 
principals  on  the  subject.    This  he  did,  and  the  principal 
wrote  back  to  his  agent  :  "  I  told  you  to  sell  my  goods,  and 
if  you  cannot  sell  them  I  must  appoint  another  agent." 
Quite  different  was  it  when  the  German  came  along.    "  Cer- 
tainly," said  the  German  ;  "  we  do  not  make  the  goods,  but 
we  shall  do  so  and  send  them  to  you  at  once."    This  was 
given  as  an  instance  of  the  apathy  of  the  British  trader,  who 
probably  excused  himself  on  the  ground  that  his  capital  is 
invested  in  machinery  producing  certain  articles,  and  that 
new  machinery  cannot  be  put  down.    This,  said  Mr.  Jeffray, 
lies  at  the  root  of  the  failure  of  the  British  manufacturer  to 
capture  the  Colonial  market.    Among  other  things,  Mr. 
Jeffray  is  commissioned  to  find  out  the  reasons  for  the 
success  of  foreign  competition,  and  to  suggest  steps  which 
British  traders  should  take  to  combat  it ;  also  to  ascertain 
the  effect  of  the  operations  of  shipping  rings,  conferences, 
preferential  "through"  railway  and  shipping  freights,  the 
effect  of  bounties,  terms  of  payment,  false  marking  of  goods, 
and  so  on. 

A  discussion  followed,  and  Mr.  Jeffray  was  heartily 
thanked  for  his  address.

British  pharmaceutical  Conference 

A MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square  on  Tuesday,  May  16.  Present  : 
Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor  (President)  in  the  chair ;  Dr.  Att- 
field,  Messrs.  Atkins,  Druce,  Gibson  (Vice-Presidents),  Peck 
and  White  (Hon.  General  Secretaries)  ;  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney 
(Hon.  Treasurer)  ;  Messrs.  Antcliffe,  Bird,  Gadd,  Martin- 
dale,  Savage,  Tocher,  and  Yates.  Apologies  for  absence 
were  received  from  Dr.  Symes  and  Mr.  R.  Wright  (Buxton). 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  read  and 
confirmed,  the  draft  programme  of  the  Brighton  meeting 
was  submitted  by  Mr.  Savage,  and,  after  some  few  altera- 
tions, was  accepted,  the  thanks  of  the  committee  being  ten- 
dered  to  Messrs.  Gibson,  Savage,  and  Yates  for  their  attend- 
ance to  explain  details.  Some  discussion  took  place  on  the 
question  as  to  whether  the  visit  to  Paris — for  which  special 
cheap  rates  have  been  secured — should  be  of  a  private  or  an 
official  character,  and  it  was  decided,  on  the  motion  of  Dr.

An  Appreciation  by  an  Old  Pupil. 


E.  Schmidt. 


GEHEIMER  REGIERUNGSRATH  PROF.  DR. 
ERNST  SCHMIDT,  an  undoubtedly  deserving  re- 
cipient of  the  honour  paid  to  him  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  conferring  upon  him  the  Hanbury 
Memorial  Medal,  when  last  I  saw  him  (and  when  he  can- 
didly assured  me  "  Sie  wissen  nicht  viel  "),  was  in  the  prime 
of  life — and  that  is  not  very  long  ago.  He  was  born  at 
Halle,  July  13,  1845,  and  during  the  last  forty  years  he  has 
battled  with  no  mean  quantum  of  laborious  work. 

"  Der  alte  Herr  "  is  genially  personified.  He  is  tall  of 
stature,  has  a  keenly  piercing  brown  eye,  and  covers  the 
ground  with  a  colossal  swinging  stride. 

It  will  be  interesting  briefly  to  outline  his  career.  His 
apprenticeship  days  were  completed  at  Neuwied-on-the- 

Rhine,  Mainz,  Freiburg,  and 
Geneva.  He  then  migrated 
to  Erfurt  with  the  primary 
object  of  passing  his  military 
service  there.  Owing  to  the 
then  existing  lenient  service 
regulations  Schmidt  had 
opportunities  of  working  in 
the  laboratory  of  Buoholz,  a 
chemist  in  that  city.  His 
first  publication  was  in  1868  : 
it  was  about  the  preparation 
of  tannin  from  Chinese  galls. 
He  then  worked  on  cubebs, 
and  his  researches  on  this  sub- 
ject secured  him  a  gold  medal. 
His  attendance  at  Halle  Uni- 
versity then  commenced,  but 
his  studies  were  interrupted 
by  the  outbreak  of  the 
Franco-German  War,  through- 
out which  he  worked  on  the 
battlefield  as  an  army  dis- 
penser. By  the  middle  of  1871 
he  was  back  again  at  Halle.  In  November  of  the  same  year  he 
graduated  at  Leipzig  with  a  thesis  on  the  action  of  phosgene 
on  the  amides.  Later  on  he  was  a  student  of  A.  W.  Hof- 
mann's  and  of  Alex.  Braun's  at  Berlin.  In  1872  he  pro- 
duced a  research  on  the  ketones.  The  next  year  he  again 
•went  to  Halle  as  second  demonstrator  under  Heintz.  The 
following  four  years  he  was  Privatdocent,  and  became  pro- 
fessor in  that  University  in  1878.  In  1884  he  was  called  to 
Marburg  as  Professor  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry  and 
Director  of  the  Pharmaceutic-chemical  Institute.  Marburg 
was  the  first  German  university  to  possess  a  complete  and 
individual  institute  of  this  nature.  Schmidt,  by  his  in- 
augural address  entitled  "  The  Modern  Trend  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemistry  "  and  by  reorganisation  of  the  building, 
made  the  Institute  so  popular  that  the  rooms  which  had  been 
arranged  for  about  forty  students  were  soon  outgrown.  It 
was  necessary  to  add  the  second  building  (central  in  the 
picture),  containing  auditorium,  rooms  for  chemical  col- 
lections and  apparatus,  and  in  the  basement  benches  for 
100  more  students.  Since  1886  all  the  student-places  have 
been  fully  occupied. 

In  his  scientific  research- work  Schmidt  is  aided  by  six 
assistants.  He  has  assisted  as  a  prominent  member  in  the 
Commissions  appointed  for  the  revision  of  successive  issues 
of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia.  In  addition,  since  1890  he 
has  published,  in  conjunction  with  H.  Beckurts,  "  Archiv 
der  Pharmazie,"  the  scientific  journal  of  the  Apotheker- 
Verein.  His  labours  have  received  recognition  by,  among 
others,  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Dutch 
Apotheker-Verein,  which  have  elected  him  an  honorary 
member  of  their  respective  bodies.  He  is  further  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  and  member  of  the  Imperial  Leopoldinic  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Natural  History. 

Schmidt's  researches  have  been  mostly  concerned  with 
the  chemistry  of  plants — more  particularly  of  alkaloids. 
He  has  published  more  than  250  experimental  treatises,  in- 


cluding 120  dissertations — not  to  mention  the  data  connected 
with  the  revision  of  the  "  Pharmacopoeia  Germanica." 
Editions  III.  and  IV.,  and  their  addenda.  To  give  a  com- 
plete list  of  all  his  publications  would  occupy  considerable 
space,  but  the  following  headings  are  pregnant  proofs  of 
the  Professor's  remarkable  successes  :  Veratrine,  Atropine, 
Hyoscyamine,  Scopolamine,  Berberine,  Canadine,  Berba- 
mine,  Oxyacanthin,  Hydrastine,  Chelidonium,  Sanguinaria. 
Glaucium,  Eschscholtzia,  Opium,  Papaveraceae  bases.  Cory- 
dalis,  Ephedrin,  Pseudo-ephedrin.  Leucidanin.  Laserpitin. 
Rutin,  Sophorin,  Robinin,  Quercitrin,  Citrophen. 

These  researches,  and  many  others  of  Schmidt's,  will  be 
found  published  in  full  in  the  volumes  of  the  "  Annalen 
der  Chemie  "  and  the  "  Archiv  der  Pharmacie." 

The  work  which  most  impresses  the  biographer,  and  for 
which  he  most  reveres  him,  as  he  has  occasion  to  refer  to  it  at 
least  a  dozen  times  a  day,  is  Schmidt's  "  Ausfiihrliches 
Lehrbuch  der  Pharmaceutischen  Chemie, "which  is  published 
in  two  volumes.  Upon  this  work  he  was  engaged  for  six 
years  before,  the  first  edition  was  published  in  1879.

The  central  house  contains  the  auditorium  erected 
in  1888.  That  on  the  extreme  right  was  added  in  1900, 
and  constitutes  the  departments  for  the  chemistry  of  foods 
and  applied  chemistry. 

Vol.  I.  is  devoted  to  inorganic  chemistry,  and  contains  more 
than  1,100  pages,  and  Vol.  II.  is  a  matter  of  1,700  pages. 
A  fifth  edition  of  both  volumes  is  now  under  consideration. 
They  are  always  known  as  "Fat  Schmidt  No.  I.  and 
No.  II."  even  by  the  Professor  himself  ! 

Professor  Schmidt  smokes  a  good  cigar  all  day  long, 
abandoning  it  with  regret  at  lecturing  intervals.  English 
students  may  be  interested  to  know  that  the  botany  lectures 
at  Marburg  are  at  7  a.m.,  followed  by  physics  at  eight 
o'clock  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  followed  again  by  chemistry 
lectures  in  the  Institute  in  another  part  of  the  town  at 
9  a.m.,  work  in  the  laboratory  until  one,  and  after  lun- 
cheon there  are  laboratory-work  and  other  lectures  until 
six  o'clock.  In  the  summer  there  may  be  an  unofficial 
Fruhschoppen  at  about  eleven  or  twelve. 

As  a  lecturer  Professor  Schmidt  is  perfection.  The 
ordinary  humdrum  matter  is  run  over  at  leisurely  tempo  and 
in  an  impressive  tone,  but  the  fundamentals  of  inorganic  and 
organic  chemistry  are  thundered  forth  with  a  vehemence 
that  is  little  short  of  deafening. 

The  Professor  lives  about  five  minutes  away  from  the 
Institute,  and  when  you  salute  him  in  the  Ketzerbach  with  a 
"  Mahlzeit "  as  often  as  not  he  has  his  paletot  thrown  over 
his  shoulders  with  the  sleeves  dangling — one  of  his  little 
peculiarities  which  naturally  many  must  copy.  He  makes, 
as  of  old,  his  daily  rounds  of  the  Laboratory — very  fre- 
quently two  rounds  a  day — and  converses  with  each  student, 
on  his  work,  which  he  remembers  in  detail — no  small  item 
when  one  considers  the  number  of  students  in  varying  stages 
of  advancement  (first,  second,  third,  and  fourth  semesters) 
in  addition  to  the  Doktorandten  and  the  assistants  engaged 
on  spec  ial  research. 

We  hope  that  "  Der  alte  Herr"  will  be  with  us  for  many 
a  long  day  to  continue  his  valuable  research-work  and  to 
instil  into  many  a  young  pharmacist  starting  out  in  the 
world  the  essentials — "  die  nothigen  spitzigen  Finger,  die 
Geduld,  und  das  ewige  Streben."      ,  W.  H.  M.

Observations  ano  IRcflccttons.

The  Council  Election 

,  '  furnishes  an  instructive  study  in  socio- 
logy. In  a  great  many  learned  pages  Herbert  Spencer  has 
discoursed  on  the  analogy  which  exists  between  the  indi- 
vidual and  the  community  of  which  he  forms  a  unit.  The 
question  on  which  philosophers  cannot  agree  is  whether  the 
units  rule  the  corporation,  or  whether  they  become  sub- 
servient to  the  organism  which  they  create.  Perhaps  this 
election  experience  may  throw  some  light  on  the  problem. 
No  doubt  the  voting-papers  exhibited  all  manner  of  indi- 
vidual eccentricities.  Here  was  a  particularly  vicious  stab 
through  an  obnoxious  name.  There  was  a  plump  for  Picker- 
ing, and  the  next  paper  may  have  represented  the  mind  of  a 
devout  Yorkshireman  who,  believing  that  Wisdom  had  made 
her  home  in  that  county,  had  erased  all  the  names  except 
those  of  Sergeant  and  Walshaw.  A  discontented  voter  neatly 
rules  out  all  the  old  names,  while  a  grateful  one  dismisses 
all  the  new  ones.  Out  of  this  mass  of  varying  emotions  the 
emotionless  Machine  has  to  evolve  a  clear  expression  of 
opinion,  and  it  does  so  with  manifest  intelligence.  See  how 
neatly  it  packs  the  veterans  and  the  new  candidates  into 
distinct  heaps  with  a  wide  space  between  them,  saying 
plainer  than  words,  "  Xo  hew  hands  wanted  this  year." 
Mr.  Giles  is  relegated  to  a  specially  distant  little  heap,  and 
is  entrusted  with  the  message  that  two  Scotch  representa- 
tives are  all  the  Organism  can  afford  at  present.  Mr.  Hobbs 
is  treated  with  especial  favour.  Give  him  a  fair  chance,  is 
the  verdict  in  his  case.  Sadly  the  Machine  looks  on  Mr. 
Carteighe.  "Of  course  I  cannot  part  with  you,"  it  says; 
"  but  neither  can  I  give  you  the  position  which  your  services 
and  ability  deserve  on  account  of  that  magnesia.  'Go  half 
way  down  on  the  list."  Thus  with  design  in  all  it  does  the 
Organism  acts.  It  appears  as  though  the  believers  in  cor- 
porate consciousness  have  the  best  of  the  argument. 
Mr.  Lough's  Speech 

at  the  pharmaceutical  dinner  strikes  me 
as  the  pleasantest  and  best  of  the  many  reported  last  week. 
The  spirit  of  it  may  be  commended  to  destructive  critics  like 
Mr.  Leo  Atkinson,  who  denounces  action,  inaction, 
diplomacy,  store  bounders,  qualified  chemists,  conservatives, 
and  reformers  with  impartial  derision.  Mr.  Lough,  though 
not  one  of  ourselves,  has  adopted  our  claim  with  a  generous 
earnestness  which  is  not  always  manifested  by  those  who  are 
more  directly  interested.  He  is  an  extremely  active  member 
of  Parliament,  popular  on  both  sides,  and  well  in  the  running 
for  office  in  "the  next  Government,  if  that  should  be  formed 
by  his  party.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  him  as  our 
champion,  for  his  speeches  have  shown  that  when  the  battle 
does  come  off  Mr.  Lough  will  prove  to  be  as  fully  armed  and 
as  fit  for  the  encounter  as  even  those  directors  who  "  have  a 
lot  of  money  invested  in  these  concerns."  His  humorous 
allusion  to  the  influence  of  the  chemists  of  a  famous  sea- 
side town  at  a  recent  election  was  a  particularly  happy 
recognition  of  the  tendency  to  solidarity  between  ourselves 
and  the  gentlemen  of  either  party  who  are  committed  to  the 
advancement  of  our  claims. 
Mr,  Flux's 

was  another  speech  I  should  like  to  allude  to.  Xo 
one,  so  far  as  I  can  remember,  has  ever  given  anything  like  a 
full  record  of  the  inside  history  of  the  passing  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act  of  1868,  the  most  important  event  in  the  history  of 
British  pharmacy,  and  no  one  is  so  competent  to  give  such 
reminiscences  with  exact  and  impartial  knowledge  as  Mr. 
Flux.    If  the  Society  could  induce  him  to  prepare  such  a 


record  for  a  special  meeting,  or  if  he  would  dictate  his 
recollections  to  an  interviewer  from  this  journal,  we  should 
have  a  narrative  of  remarkable  interest  and  value. 
A  Vexatious  Actions  Act, 

intended  to  prevent  frivolous  liti- 
gation and  the  abuse  of  legal  procedure,  is  to  be  found  in 
the  statute-book  in  addition  to  the  Vexatious  Indictments 
Act  of  1859,  which  has  other  objects.  The  Vexatious 
Actions  Act  was  passed  in  1896,  and  empowers  the  High 
Court  to  order  that  any  person  who  has  persistently  insti1 
tuted  vexatious  legal  proceedings  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
institute  any  more  in  any  court  whatever  without  special 
leave  of  a  judge  of  the  High  Cotirt.  Application 
for  such  an  order  can  only  be  made  on  the  authority 
of  the  Attorney-General,  and  it  is  not  probable  that 
his  intervention  or  the  injunction  of  the  High  Court 
could  be  obtained  except  on  a  very  strong  case.  No 
such  case  could  be  made  out  at  present,  but  one  is  gradually 
growing.  By  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  law  it  may  be 
possible  to  place  prussic  acid  and  Easton's  syrup  on  the  same 
level,  but  the  result  is  ridiculous  all  the  same,  and  decisions 
to  that  effect  bring  a  useful  Act  into  disrepute. 
The  Napoleon  of  Pharmacy : 

Who  is  he?  The  allusion 
occurs  in  a  recently  published  book  entitled  "  The  Soul 
of  London,"  by  Ford  Madox  Hueffer.  The  work  is  of 
the  impressionist  school;  sentimental  and  good  of  its  kind, 
but  of  no  use  as  a  guide-book — no  maps,  no  statistics,  no 
history.  In  a  chapter  entitled  "Work  in  London"  the 
author  refers  to  the  Napoleons  of  the  Press,  the  Napoleons 
of  Finance,  and  the  Napoleons  of  Trade,  and  adds  :  "  There 
is  a  Napoleon  of  Pharmacy,  one  of  the  Tea-trade,  one  of 
Grocery,  one  of  Underclothing.  This  is  not  a  mere  figure  of 
speech  on  my  part ;  the  words  are  used  month  by  month  by 
each  of  these  trade  journals."  I  was  not  aware  of  it,  and 
I  wondered  how  it  happened  that  Mr.  Ford  Madox  Hueffer 
knew  more  about  trade- journalese  than  I  did.  But  referring 
to  "  Who's  Who"  I  found  that  he  had  married  a  daughter 
of  the  late  Mr.  W.  Martindale,  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  might  therefore  have  acquired  some 
inside  knowledge.  But  I  still  want  to  know  who  is  the 
Napoleon  of  Pharmacy. 
Temperance  Drinks 

have  long  been  favourite  objects  of  satire 
or  contemptuous  hostility,  and  I  was  sorry  to  read  last  week 
that  Mr.  Marshall  Hall,  K.C.,  M.P.,  speaking  at  the 
Licensing  Sessions  at  Birmingham,  "  almost  as  a  teetotaller," 
followed  the  fashion  by  declaring  that  "the  chief  objec- 
tion to  temperance  is  that  there  is  not  a  temperance  drink 
fit  to  consume."  A  nice,  temperate  statement  that,  after  all 
the  enterprise  and  invention  which  have  been  lavished  on 
the  teetotal  throat,  not  to  mention  what  Nature  has  herself 
provided.  No  temperance  drink  fit  to  consume,  indeed  ! 
First,  there  are  the  two  perfect  beverages,  water  and  milk. 
Then  come  tea,  coffee,  and  cocoa,  the  favourite  drinks  of  a 
thousand  million  people.  Three  hundred  years  ago  English 
people  had  to  drink  beer  for  breakfast.  Possibly  there  are 
some  who  would  gladly  go  back  to  those  days,  but  by  the 
verdict  of  the  multitude  the  refreshing  morning  cup  is  itself 
a  complete  answer  to  the  eminent  K.C.  Nor  need  artificial 
beverages  fear  to  meet  the  challenge.

Ebitortal  Comments. 


The  Poison  Muddle. 

Peeling  is  rapidly  growing  among  chemists  and  druggists 
hat  in  the  matter  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  they  do  not 
-enow  where  they  are,  and  this  feeling  accounts  in  part  for 
t.he  resolution  of  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association  expressing 
•egret  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  did  not  appoint 
■ounsel  to  watch  the  recent  cases  under  Section  17  in  Leeds. 
Uthough  in  the  early  stages  of  the  similar  cases  at  Brad- 
ford it  seemed  to  the  official  mind  straight  sailing  towards 
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conviction,  it  became  apparent  after  the  opening  that  funda- 
mental issues  were  involved,  and  that  previous  decisions 
under  the  Acts,  as  well  as  the  conduct  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
and  Privy  Councils  in  extending  the  Poisons  Schedule, 
would  be  reviewed  in  such  a  way  as  to  change  the  incidence 
of  the  law.  This  has  occurred,  and  as  was  stated  in  these 
pages  three  weeks  ago,  the  Bradford  and  Leeds  decisions, 
if  not  reversed  by  the  High  Court,  will  so  complicate 
matters  that  Part  2  poisons  will  have  to  be  regarded  as  in 
Part  1.  We  ought  in  passing  to  say  that  the  law  stands  at 
present,  pending  the  appeal,  where  it  did,  and  that  prepara- 
tions of  morphine,  such  as  Winslow's  soothing  syrup,  are  in 
Part  2,  and  not  in  Part  1.  The  recent  decisions  challenge 
the  competence  of  the  Pharmaceutical  and  Privy  Councils 
to  place  in  Part  2  (as  they  did  in  1869)  preparations  of 
morphine  and  other  poisons  which  already  were  in  Part  1 
of  the  schedule.  We  now  desire  to  direct  attention  to 
another  point  which  arises.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Bradford  and  Leeds  Magistrates,  on  analytical  evidence 
which  proved  the  isolation  of  veratrine  from  Rankin's  oint- 
ment, held  that  it  was  veratrine.  In  this  they  followed  the 
ruling  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  given  in  the  case  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  v.  Armson.  In  that  case  the  article  sold 
was  Powell's  balsam  of  aniseed,  and  the  seller,  an  unqualified 
person,  was  charged  under  Section  15  with  keeping  open 
shop  for  selling  a  compound  containing  morphine.  The 
evidence  showed  that  the  preparation  contained  opium  alka- 
loids other  than  morphine,  so  that  it  is  natural  to  infer  that 
it  was  made  from  opium  and  not  from  morphine  per  se. 
Consequently  the  prosecution  should  have  been  for  the  sale 
of  (1)  opium  or  a  preparation  thereof;  failing  that  the 
poison  might  have  been  regarded  as  (2)  a  preparation  of 
morphine;  but  the  Society,  apparently  with  deliberation, 
elected  to  prosecute  in  regard  to  (3)  morphine.  Now  1  and  2 
are  in  Part  2  of  the  schedule,  and  3  in  Part  1,  but  this  con- 
sideration was  not  clearly  put  before  any  of  the  three  Courts 
which  tried  the  matter.  The  County  Court  Judge,  it  is 
true,  referred  to  the  offence  as  : 

Keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  or  com- 
pounding of  poisons,  to  wit,  "  morphine  "  (morphine  being 
a  preparation  of  opium),  or  a  preparation  of  morphine. 

This  jumble  of  statements  does  not,  however,  get  away  from 
the  fact  that  the  charge  was  in  regard  to  morphine,  and  that 
the  Judge  found  the  charge  proved.  The  Divisional  Court 
and  the  Court  of  Appeal  sustained  it  emphatically,  although 
Mr.  Bonsey  pointed  out  to  both  the  distinction  between 
Part  1  and  Part  2  poisons.  The  decision,  therefore,  was 
that  the  sale  of  a  preparation  containing  morphine  is  a  sale 
of  morphine,  but  officially  it  is  put  thus  :  "  The  sale  of 
a  preparation  containing  a  poison  is  a  sale  of  poison."  This 
ruling  was  harmless  so  long  as  it  was  confined  to  Section  15 
referring  to  the  competence  of  the  seller,  but  now  that  two 
Magistrates  extend  it  to  the  interpretation  of  Section  17  it 
puts  the  law  into  a  veritable  tangle.  A  glance  at  the 
Poisons  Schedule  (see  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  300)  will  show  this. 
Analytical  evidence  may  demonstrate  that — 

Essential  oil  of  almonds  (in  Part  2)  contains  hydrocyanio 
acid  (in  Part  1). 

Belladonna  and  its  preparations  (in  Part  2)  contain  a 
poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  (in  Part  1). 

Nux  vomica  and  its  preparations  (in  Part  2)  contain  a 
poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  (in  Part  1). 

Opium  and  its  preparations  (in  Part  2)  contain  a  poisonous 
vegetable  alkaloid  (in  Part  1). 

Poppies  and  their  preparations  (in  Part  2)  contain  a 
poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  (in  Part  1). 

Cantharides  preparations  contain  cantharides  (in  Part  1). 
Upon  such  analytical  evidence  and  the  High  Court  decisions, 
coupled  with  the  Rankin's  ointment  decisions,  these  poisons 
would  be  transferred  from  one  part  of  the  schedule  to  the 
other.    This  deduction  shows  how  exceedingly  unwise  was 


the  charge  or  complaint  in  the  Armson  case.  Had  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  intervened  (by  permission  of  the  Magis- 
trates) in  the  recent  cases,  counsel  would  doubtless  have 
endorsed  the  defence  that  the  ruling  under  Section  15  does 
not  necessarily  apply  to  Section  17,  and  this  would  probably 
have  had  the  effect,  if  not  of  getting  a  different  result,  of 
securing  a  stated  case  which  would  enable  the  High  Court  to 
reconsider  the  position  in  "  Armson"  from  a  fresh  point  of 
view.  Whether  the  Court  can  now  give  this  wider  con- 
sideration to  the  matter  is  doubtful,  for  the  defence  ad- 
vanced these  considerations,  but  the  Magistrate  preferred 
to  narrow  the  issue  to  the  sale  of  a  poisonous  vegetable 
alkaloid,  and  convicted  on  that  ground.  We  are  not  dis- 
posed at  the  present  juncture  to  give  publicity  to  all  the 
forensic  considerations  which  may  be  placed  before  the  High 
Court  from  both  sides,  nor  need  we  detail  the  ccnsequences 
which  may  follow  rejection  of  the  appeal,  but  we  do  submit 
that  the  recent  judgments  are  averse  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  intentions  in  the  Armson  case,  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Society  to  assist  in  extracting  chemists  from  the  confus- 
ing position  in  which  they  now  find  themselves. 


Cardamoms. 

In  our  issue  of  March  25,  p.  472,  we  stated,  on  the  authority 
of  the  Ceylon  Planters'  Association,  that  the  estimate  of 
the  output  of  cardamoms  in  Ceylon  for  the  current  year 
would  approximate  to  1.000,000  lbs.,  and  at  the  time  this 
estimate  was  framed  the  appearance  of  the  crops  fully 
justified  it.    Now,  however,  it  is  stated  that  the  production 
will  not  nearly  approach  that  figure,  as  the  weather  has 
been  adverse  to  the  fructifying  of  the  blossoms,  and  a 
shortage  is  fully  expected  by  the  growers.    These  facts 
were  known  several  weeks  ago  on  the  London  market,  as 
Ceylon  shippers  assiduously  circulated  the  news,  and  this 
has  given  rise  to  the  recent  hardening  tendency  of  prices. 
Mr.  William  Sinclair,  a  leading  planter,  puts  the  estimate 
for  the  current  year  at  850,000  lbs.,  attributing  the  reduction 
partly  to  bad  weather,  and  partly  to  an  insect  pest  which  is 
now  claiming  the  attention  of  the  Government  entomologist. 
Apart  from  opinions,  the  best  evidence  we  have  that  the 
output  will  be  reduced  this  year  is  furnished  by  the  weekly 
export  figures  published  by  the  Ceylon  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce.   In  the  latest  returns  just  to  hand  the  total  ship- 
ments from  January  1  to  May  1,  1905,  show  a  reduction  of 
93,851  lbs.,  as  compared  with  1904,  the  shipments  for  this 
period  being  269,390  lbs.,  against  363.241  lbs.,  and  this  in 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  which  is  usually  the  best  season 
for  the  shipment  of  cardamoms,  so  that  the  shortage  will 
probably  increase  as  time  goes  on.    So  far  this  year  India 
has  proved  Ceylon's  best  customer,  her  imports  to  date 
being  133,070  lbs. ;  the  United  Kingdom  has  received 
85,018  lbs.,  Germany  38,158  lbs.,  and  the  United  States 
5,040  lbs.    It  appears  that  India  prefers  the  unbleached  or 
"  green  "  cardamom,  and  the  quantity  sent  over  this  year  is 
in  excess  of  any  previous  year,  which  practically  means 
there  will  be  less  for  London.    This  suits  the  Ceylon 
planter's  book.    The  demand  for  "green"  cardamoms  in 
India  is   established,   but   London  buyers    prefer  the 
properly  cured  cardamoms  although  it  is  said  the  "green" 
have  a  better  flavour.    South  Indian  buyers  are  very  par- 
ticular about  the  condition  of  the  "green"  cardamoms, 
which,  to  meet  with  acceptance,  have  to  be  artificially  dried 
and  sent  off  promptly  or  they  turn  white  and  will  not  be 
readily  bought  as  "  green." 

As  regards  the  crops  in  South  India,  which  are 
always  more  or  less  a  rival  to  those  of  Ceylon, 
it  is  stated  that  Travancore  will  certainl j  be  below  the 
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estimates.  The  last  Travancore  Administration  Report 
shows  that  in  1903-4  cardamoms  to  the  value  of  Rs.  71,377 
were  exported  from  the  State,  but  the  quantity  is  not  stated. 
According  to  a  writer  in  "  Capital  "  the  industry  in  Travan- 
core has  been  languishing  for  some  years  owing  to  several 
causes.  In  1903-4,  although  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
total  area  under  cardamom-cultivation,  both  the  revenue 
and  collections  decreased  notably.  The  reasons  given  for 
the  decline  are  drought  during  the  blossoming  season  and 
fall  in  price  owing  to  over-production  in  Ceylon.  Whereas 
eight  years  ago  the  price  of  cardamoms  per  candy  of  560  lbs. 
was  Rs.  1,943,  last  year  it  had  fallen  as  low  as  Rs.  466  per 
candy,  the  average  yield  per  acre,  being  only  13  lbs.  It 
must  also  be  added  that  there  is  a  Government  tax  of  Rs.  6£ 
per  acre,  which  is  looked  upon  as  prohibitive  by  the  planter. 
Moreover,  the  tax  has  to  be  paid  in  full  before  the  crop  can 
be  gathered,  and  sent  out  for  sale,  and  this  rule  in  the  case 
of  the  native  cultivator  operates  harshly,  as  he  is  generally 
short  of  cash  at  crop-time  and  is  compelled  to  borrow  money 
from  the  local  usurer  at  exorbitant  rates  of  interest.  These 
grievances  and  others  are  referred  to  by  the  writer  of  the 
article  in  "Capital,"  who  also  mentions  that  Mr.  V.  P. 
Madhava  Rao,  C.I.E.,  the  Dewan  of  Travancore,  has  been 
on  tour  in  the  hill  regions  of  the  State  and  the  planters 
took  the  opportunity  of  calling  his  attention  to  these 
grievances,  with,  what  success  time  will  show. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  "  Ceylon  Government  Gazette"  con- 
tains the  draft  of  the  new  "Cardamom  Cess  Ordinance" 
providing  for  the  imposition  of  an  export-duty  on  carda- 
moms. It  has  been  introduced  at  the  instance  of  the  Plan- 
ters' Association  ,  of  Ceylon,  and  authorises  a  duty  of  1c. 
per  lb.  upon  Ceylon-grown  cardamoms  in  such  a  manner  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Planters'  Association  of  Ceylon  and  the  Ceylon  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  What  effect  this  cess  will  have  upon  the  car- 
damom-market it  is  yet  too  early  to  say,  as  it  is  quite  possible 
it  will  not  be  put  into  force  before  the  beginning  of  next 
year.  Altogether  it  may  be  said  that  the  future  of  the  Ceylon 
cardamom-industry  is  brighter  than  it  has  been  for  some 
years  past,  for  the  height  c i  production  has  been  reached.  It ' 
has  been  .suggest  d  that  rubber  is  being  put  down  in  place  of 
cardamoms  in  ^eylon,  but  Mr.  Sinclair,  the  authority  re- 
ferred to  above,  denies  this  statement,  as  rubber  cannot  be 
grown  on  the  high  cardamom-lands.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  watch  the  future  course  of  this  product  on  the  London 
market,  and  many  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  im- 
proved prices  lately  paid  at  auction  will  continue.  The  stocks 
in  London  at  the  end  of  April  amounted  to  2,248  cases, 
against  2,375  cases  in  1904,  and  the  deliveries  to  date  amount 
to  2,359  cases,  or  practically  the  same  amount  as  last  year. 

A  Counter-move. 

It'  is  increasingly  evident  that  the  opponents  of  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  '  are  concentrating  their  efforts.  The  frantic 
jeremiads  of  Mr.  Boot  (at  250Z.  a  page)  have  obviously* 
proved  unconvincing— at  least  from  Mr.  Boot's  point  of 
view.  "Therefore  he  has  issued  a  statement  of  the  company's, 
case  to  each  of  his  managers,  disclosing  the  iniquity  of  the 
Bill—and  has  joined  forces  with  Mr.  Alexander  Cross.  The 
first  visible  outcome  of  the  Boots-Cross  Conference  recently 
held  is  the  deputation  organised  by  the  ubiquitous  Mr.  Dobbs 
to  "the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  reported 
iir  full  on  p.  813.  It  will  be  observed  that  neither  Mr, 
Boot  nor  Mr.  Cross  nor  any  of  their  Parliamentary  hench- 
men were  present  in  the  flesh  on  the  occasion,  but  Mr.  Dobbs 
and  Mr.  Connell  (especially  the  latter)  used  their  forensic 


eloquence  with  some  effect  in  the  •  presentation  of  their 
case.   Mr.  Smith's  observations  are  somewhat  discounted  by 
the  fact  that  he  speaks  only  for  the  Ironmongers'  Federation, 
which  represents  merely  a  portion  of  the  trade,  and  is  itself 
by  no  means  unanimous  on  the  subject  of  opposition  to 
the   Pharmacy   Bill.     Mr.    Richards's   remarks   were  a 
glorified   advertisement   of    "XL-All"   insecticides — and 
nothing  more.    Mr.  Whiffen,  who  probably  thinks  his 
nicotine   business   in   danger   of   being   hampered,  had 
nothing   to   say.    Mr.    Dobbs    and    Mr.    Richards  had 
said  all  there  was  to  be  said — which  was,  in  effect, 
that    if    the    principle    of    the    Pharmacy    Act  were 
only  abrogated  these  gentlemen  might  do  more  business.' 
The  arguments  of  Mr.  Connell,  who  said  he  spoke  for  the 
agriculturists  of  the  whole  of  Scotland,  were  placed  before 
the  President  in  a  forcible  and  plausible  manner  and  at 
great  length.    But  his  sophistry  regarding  the  chemists  of 
Edinburgh  was,  to  anyone  who  knew  anything  of  the 
business,  absolutely  unconvincing.      Our  Edinburgh  con- 
fr&rcs  will  be  astonished  to  learn  that  (for  the  purposes  of 
argument)  they  are  to  be  looked  upon  as  living  in  an  agri- 
cultural community.    "  Not  a  single  chemist  in  all  Edin- 
burgh,"   Mr.    Connell   had   heard,    "sold  sheep-dips!" 
Assuming  that  Mr.  Connell's  information  was  trustworthy — 
which  we  take  leave  to  doubt — we  might  ask  why  on  eartb 
should  they?    We  have  yet  to  learn  that  Edinburgh  is  a 
sheep-dipping  centre,  and  Mr.  Connell  evidently  did  noi 
try  the  agricultural  towns  of  Scotland  or  he  would  have  had 
a  different  tale  to  tell.    But,  after  all,  Mr.  Fellowes,  as  he 
remarked  in  his  reply,  had  an  easy  answer.    He  agreed 
entirely  with  the  views  of  the  deputationists.    For  had 
not  he  Departmental  precedent  to  go  upon  ?    The  represen- 
tative of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  had  stated  to  the  De- 
partmental Committee  that  "  there  ought  to  be  no  monopoly 
as  regards  the  right  to  sell  poisonous  sheep-dips  and  insec- 
ticides," and  what  other  could  a  loyal  Minister  do  than 
support  his  subordinate  in  a  small  matter  of  that  sort?- 
One  could  not  help  wishing,  while  the  "arguments"  pro- 
gressed, that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  the  Federation 
of  Chemists'  Associations,  cr  even  some  independent  body 
of  practical  pharmacists,  might  be  imbued  with  some  of  the 
vim  of  their  opponents.    The  refutation  of  the  specious 
arguments  of  the  Dobbs  deputation  would  be  comparatively 
easy,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  interests  of  agri- 
cultural chemists  are  jeopardised,  prompt  refutation  should 
come  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.    The  introduction 
of  the  Government  Bill  foreshadowed  by  Mr.  Fellowes,  and 
countenanced  by  the  Privy  Council  (the  Hon.  Almeric  Fitz- 
Roy  sat  behind  the  President  and  followed  the  proceedings 
keenly)  will  not  make  the  passing  of  Mr.  Lough's  "  private 
Bill  "  any  the  easier.

deposit  with  the  Department  formulas  showing  the  several 
ingredients  of  the  medicine  when  called  upon  to  do  so.  The 
text  of  the  cablegram  and  the  regulations  up  to  date  are 
given  in  our  news  section.  A  considerable  number  of 
manufacturers  in  this  country  have  expressed  their  inten- 
tion of  meeting  the  wishes  of  the  New  Zealand  Government, 
and  it  may  now  be  said  that  the  incident  is  closed. 
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THE  spring  meeting  opened  at  the  House  of  the  Council, 
Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
May  23,  the  Executive  Committee  having  met  on  the 
previous  day.  Dr.  Donald  MacAlister,  of  Cambridge,  the 
President,  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  full  attendance 
of  members.  Several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Coun- 
cil marked  its  reassembly.  Dr.  Windle,  who  succeeds  Dr. 
MacAlister  as  Chairman  of  the  Business  Committee,  took  the 
seat  to  the  left  of  the  chair.  The  death  of  Dr.  Tichborne 
was  a  matter  of  regretful  comment  by  the  President,  and 
Dr  Ball,  another  Irish  member,  has  retired.  In  place  ot 
the  latter,  representing  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in 
Ireland,  Sir  Thos.  Myles  was  introduced  by  Sir  Wm. 
Thomson,  and  Dr.  Arthur  Atock,  introduced  by  Dr.  Little,

follows  Dr.  Tichborne  as  representative  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall,  Ireland.  Another  familiar  face,  that  of  Mr.  Muir 
Mackenzie,  will  no  longer  be  seen  at  the  Council  meetings ; 
his  appointment  as  official  referee  of  the  Supreme  Court  will 
prevent  his  acting  in  future  as  the  Council's  legal  adviser. 

The  President's  Address. 
After  Sir  Thomas  Myles  and  Dr.  Atock  had  been  intro- 
duced, Dr.  MacAlister  proceeded  to  deliver  his  address,  of 
which  the  following  paragraphs  are  excerpts  : 

By  the  death  of  Dr.  Charles  R.  C.  Tichborne  the  Council 
has  lost  the  services  of  a  member  whose  zeal  and  scientific 
attainments  were  highly  valued  by  the  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mittee. He  was  ever  ready  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  his 
special  knowledge  of  pharmacy  and  pharmaceutical  chemis- 
try, and,  at  the  instance  of  the  Committee,  heoften  under- 
took laborious  researches  with  a  view  to  the  improvement 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  His  death  will  be  felt  as  a  loss,  not 
only  by  the  Council,  but  by  all  who  are  interested  in  phar- 
maceutical science. 

Sir  William  Turner  has  consented  to  retain  his  seat  as  a 
member,  and  to  afford  to  the  Council  and  to  myself  the  bene- 
fit of  his  ripe  experience  and  judgment.      To-morrow  we 
,  hope  to  see  him  in  his  place  at  my  right  hand,  as  our  Nestor 
who  has    passed  the  chair." 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  November  29.  a  corre- 
spondence has  passed  with  the  Lord  President  of  the  Privy 
Council  on  the  subject  of  medical  and  dental  companies,  and 
of  the  abuses  to  which  they  give  rise.  Definite  advance  is 
being  made  in  the  direction  desired  by  the  Council. 

The  accounts  for  1904  are  more  favourable  than  those  for 
any  year  since  1895.  At  the  end  of  1903  the  deficit  was  some 
2,1657. :  at  the  end  of  1904  it  was  only  218Z. 

The  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  has  for  some  time  had  under 
consideration  the  question  of  organising  in  a  more  con- 
venient manner  than  hitherto  the  researches  and  inquiries 
that  are  necessary  for  the  effective  revision  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. It  has  decided  that  it  is  expedient  to  appoint  Com- 
mittees  of  Reference  to  advise  it  on  points  of  chemistry, 
botany,  pharmacology,  and  pharmacy.  With  the  courteous 
assistance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Great  Britain 
and  of  Ireland,  a  Committee  of  Reference  in  pharmacy  has 
first  been  appointed.  In  consists  of  expert  pharmacists, 
with  Mr.  Walter  Hills  as  Chairman  and  Professor  Greenish 
as  Secretary,  to  whom  questions  relating  to  pharmacopoeial 
-  pharmacy  will  be  referred  for  investigation  and  report. 
The  Pharmacopoeia  Committee,  acting  as  it  does  on  behalf 
of  the  Council,'  will  of  course  retain  full  freedom  as  to  the 


adoption  or  otherwise  of  any  suggestions  which  may  bo 
offered  by  this  and  other  Committees  of  .Reference.  There 
is,  however,  good  ground  for  the  hope  that  the  orderly 
system  thus  instituted  may  enable  the  Committee,  in  duo 
course,  to  submit  to  you  a  revised  Pharmacopoeia  that  will 
adequately  represent  the  best  pharmaceutical  science  and 
practice  of  the  time. 

Several  penal  cases  will  be  submitted  for  inquiry  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday.    They  involve  charges  of  a  gravo 
kind,  and  will  require  your  serious  consideration  ;  but  some 
of  them  at  least  are  not  likely  to  be  protracted.  Unless 
unforeseen   questions  arise  for  discussion,   the  business 
of  the  Council  should  thus  be  easily  compassed  by  Saturday. 
It  was  resolved  to  print  the  President's  address  in  the 
minutes.    After  the  usual  tables  showing  the  results  of  pro- 
fessional examinations  and  competitions  had  been  received 
and  entered  on  the  minutes,  and  the  usual  thanks  accorded 
to  the  heads  of  the  services,  two  matters  were  considered  in 
camera.    In  camera  and  out  of  camera,  however,  Dr:  Mac- 
Alister showed  himself  to  be  the  most  prompt  and  business- 
like of  chairmen,  and  not  much  time  was  wasted  over  minor 
considerations. 

Unqualified  Companies. 
A  detailed  report  of  the  proceedings  taken  since  last 
November,  on  the  initiative  of  the  President,  in  regard  to 
companies,  was  brought  up  by  him  and  entered  oh  the 
minutes.  In  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Privy  Council  the 
President  had  pointed  out  how  the  Act  is  evaded,  companies 
being  able  to  make  use  of  titles  which  would  subject  an 
individual  to  prosecution  and  fine.  "A  cursory  examina- 
tion of  the  pages  of  a  single  medical  journal  for  three  years 
(the  '  British  Medical  Journal ')  discloses  the  names  of  no 
less  than  seven  medical  companies,  the  proceedings  of  which 
have  been  condemned  in  the  medical  press,  and  one  of  which 
has  on  several  occasions  been  subjected  to  severe  comment  in 
the  findings  of  coroners'  juries."  Communications  had  also 
been  sent  to  the  various  Government  departments,  and  ques- 
tions asked  in  the  House  by  Sir  J.  Tuke.  Ultimately  the 
following  letter  was  received  from  the  Privy  Council  : 

Privy  Council  Office,  April  8,  1905. 
-  Sir, — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  3rd  of  February  las't 
and  previous  correspondence  on  the  subject  of  the  registra- 
tion of  Dentists'  Companies,  I  am  directed  by  the  Lords  of 
the  Council  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Genera'l 
Medical  Council,  that  their  Lordships  have  been  advised 
that  if  the  title  of  a  company  which  seeks  registration  con- 
tains the  word  "  dentists,"  or  any  expression  calculated  to 
mislead  the  public  into  supposing  that  the  company  is 
specially  ciualified  for  the  practice  of  dentistry,  then  regis- 
tration should  be  refused,  even  if  one  or  more  of  the  signa- 
tories to  the  Memorandum  of  Association  are  persons  duly 
qualified  to  practise  dentistry.  On  the  other' hand,  if  the 
title  of  the  proposed  company  is  not  misleading,  then  regis- 
tration should  be  allowed,  although  the  company  is  formed 
for  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  dentist.  Should,  however, 
the  company,  subsequent  to  registration,  advertise  itself 
as  "dentist"  or  "dental  surgeons,"  the  question  whether 
any  liability  is  thereby  incurred  must  depend  upon  the  in- 
terpretation ultimately  placed  upon  the  Dentists  Act,  1878. 

I  am  to  add  that  the  Registrars  of  Joint  Stock  Companies 
in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland  have  been  informed  of 
this  opinion.

This  was  duly  acknowledged  by  the  Registrar,  who  called 
attention  to  the  Appleton  case,  and  in  reply  to  this  Mr. 
Fitz  Roy  stated  that  it  appears  to  their  Lordships  that  if  a 
case  of  a  like  nature  arose  in  this  country  it  would  be  open 
to  the  English  branch  of  the  British  Dental  Association  to 
move  in  the  matter.  The  whole  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Companies'  Bill  Committee  for  consideration. 

L.S.A. 

A  petition  from  767  licentiates  of  the  Apothecaries'  Society 
of  London  that  an  alteration  be  made  in  the  Medical 
Register  of  the  designation  therein  given  to  the  qualifica- 
tion granted  by  the  Society,  met  with  sympathy  from  Sir 
Hugh  Beevor  and  Sir  C.  Nixon,  and  the  two  new  members 
both  spoke  in  support  of  it.  Mr.  Brown  urged  that  rectifica- 
tion should  be  made  of  the  gross  injustice  which,  after  a 
medical  training  equal  to  that  of  any  other,  only  entitles  a 
man  to  the  name  of  "  apothecary  "—a  compounder  of  drugs. 
Dr.  Norman  Moore  took  a  different  view  and  said  that 
there  is  prevalent  in  the  profession  ah  unfortunate  desire  to 
claim  "titles  not  earned,'  Which  the  Cbuneil  should  set  its 
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face  against.  The  President  pointed  out  that  a  definite 
question  had  been  asked,  and  the  answer  which  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  had  recommended — that  the  Council  has 
no  power  to  alter  the  designation — was  the  only  one  which 
met  the  case.  In  1889  the  matter  had  been  fully  considered 
by  the  Council,  and  it  was  then  decided  that  the  certificate 
of  registration  bear  on  the  face  of  it,  as  it  now  does,  the 
statement  that  the  L.S.A.  is  a  complete  qualification. 

Chemists  and  Medical  Certificates. 
The  matter  of  the  medical  school  certificate  signed  by 
P.  Williams,  who  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist  at 
123  Derby  Road,  Bootle,  again  came  before  the  Council  in 
the  form  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Whitaker,  Medical  Secretary 
of  the  British  Medical  Association,  who  pointed  out  that  the 
certificate  was  not  written  on  a  chemist's  memorandum  form, 
but  on  the  Bootle  Education  Committee's  "  Form  of  Medical 
Certificate."    This  was  the  gravamen  of  the  complaint. 

Dental  Business. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  inter  alia  that  it  had 
considered  a  communication  from  the  Incorporated  Society 
of  Extractors  and  Adapters  of  Teeth,  Ltd.,  forwarded 
under  the  impression  that  the  Council  was  in  conjunction 
with  the  British  Medical  and  Dental  Associations,  promoting 
a  Bill  for  the  amendment  of  the  Medical  Acts,  requesting 
that  a  deputation  might  be  received  by  the  Medical  Council 
to  discuss  the  terms  upon  which  provision  should  be  made 
in  any  future  legislation — to  be  obtained  if  possible  in  co- 
operation with  the  Medical  Council — to  secure  to  the 
members  of  their  Society  the  right  to  continue  their  present 
calling.  An  answer  to  this  communication  had  been  sent  by 
the  Registrar. 

Penal  Cases. 

The  first  case  heard  on  Wednesday  was  that  of 
Percival  Humble  Watson,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  Grand 
Hotel,  Trafalgar  Square,  London,  W.C.,  who  was  summoned 
to  appear  before  the  Council  on  the  charge  of  having 
"  abused  his  position  as  a  medical  man  by  committing  adul- 
tery with  a  patient,  namely,  Mrs.  Manford,  a  married 
woman,  of  which  adultery  he  had  been  found  guilty  in  the 
Divorce  Court  last  January."  The  defendant  did  not  appear, 
but  was  represented  by  his  solicitor,  Mr.  Marshall.  Dr. 
Manford  appeared,  accompanied  by  two  solicitors.  The 
defence  urged  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that 
adultery  had  been  committed  during  professional  attend- 
ance. The  Council  directed  that  his  name  be  erased  from 
the  Register. 

The  case  of  William  Patrick  Kirwan,  L.R.C.P.  and  S.E., 
21  Danbury  Street,  Islington,  N.,  occupied  the  Council 
during  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon,  and  supplied  amus- 
ing instances  of  commercial  doctoring  and  grave  ones  of  un- 
qualified dispensing.    The  charges  were — 

1.  That  he  had  associated  himself  with  a  Medical  Aid 
Association — namely,  a  firm  of  chemists  trading  at  various 
addresses  as  the  Acme  Medical  Hall  and  Pharmacy — which 
association  had  systematically,  by  means  of  printed  circu- 
lars, cards,  labels,  and  notices,  printed  and  painted,  adver- 
tised his  practice,  name,  and  qualifications,  and  thereby 
canvassed  for  patients  for  him. 

2.  That  he  had  enabled  certain  persons  in  the  employ  of 
the  Acme  Medical  Hall  and  Pharmacy  to  practise  medi- 
cine, and  to  treat  patients  as  if  qualified  by  law  to  do  so. 

Dr.  Bateman  stated  the  complaint  on  behalf  of  the  Medical 
Defence  Association.  Mr.  Kirwan  attended  personally.  It 
seems  that  circulars  were  distributed  at  Islington  which, 
after  stating  that  a  Mr.  Fowell  had  acquired  a  certain  old- 
established  pharmacy  and  hoped  by  strict  attention  to 
business,  etc.,  went  on  to  say  that  the  firm  had  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  a  physician  and  surgeon  of  twenty-three 
years'  standing,  an  officer  of  the  Board  of  Health,  to 
attend  during  certain  hours  to  give  advice  and  prescrip- 
tions and  to  perform  minor  surgical  operations,  such  as 
extracting  teeth,  etc.  A  number  of  visiting  cards  bearing 
Dr.  Kirwan's  name,  address,  and  qualifications  were  also 
pushed  under  the  doors  of  residents.  Letters  of  remon- 
strance addressed  by  Dr.  Bateman  to  Dr.  Kirwan  brought 
a  reply  from  Galway  that  he  intended  to  act  as  consultant 
to  more  than  one  London  pharmacy ;  he  was  aware  that 
several  doctors  acted  in  that  capacity ;  but  that  he  had 
written  to  Fowell  ordering  the  circulars  (which  had  been 
issued  without  his  knowledge)  to  be  withdrawn  till  he  (Dr.  I 


Kirwan)  arrived  in  London.  The  answer  not  bein°-  con- 
sidered satisfactory,  the  Medical  Defence  Union  took  th* 
matter  up  and  sought  further  information.  Mr.  Tyrrel,  a 
clerk  in  their  employ,  paid  a  round  of  visits  to  Dr.  Kirwan's 
three  addresses  at  Islington,  Notting  Hill  Gate,  and  Ham- 
mersmith, and  his  statement,  read  by  Dr.  Bateman,  revealed 
some  novelties  in  professional  practice.  The  appearance  of 
every  place  was  that  of  an  ordinary  chemist's  shop,  but  they 
were  styled  "Acme  Medical  Hall  and  Pharmacy'.  Princi- 
pal, Dr.  Kirwan,"  and  were  decorated  with  various  notices 
and  inscriptions  stating  that  "  Dr.  Kirwan  attended  daily," 
"Advice  gratis,"  "Consultations  free."  In  the  windows 
were  a  number  of  bottles  of  medicine  bearing  Dr.  Kirwan's 
name  and  stated  to  be  dispensed  from  his  prescriptions. 
These  were  to  be  had  for  the  cure  of  every  disease  under  the 
sun  for  the  modest  sum  of  ninepente.  Mr.  Tyrrel  described 
in  every  instance  an  imaginary  ailment,  and 'in  the  absence 
of  Dr.  Kirwan,  the  assistant  in  the  shop,  referring  to  an 
ingenious  little  MS.  dictionary  of  complaints,  compiled  by 
Dr.  Kirwan,  the  number  of  each  of  which  corresponded  to 
the  number  on  the  medicine-bottle,  handed  Tyrrel  the  right 
cure.  In  one  instance  the  assistant  had  dispensed  the  medi- 
cine. Questioned  by  the  Council  Mr.  Tyrrel  stated  that  he 
saw  the  name  of  Fowell  on  only  one  of  the  shops.  The  bottles 
of  medicine  and  the  MS.  book  were  handed  in  for  the 
Council's  inspection. 

Dr.  Kirwan  answered  various  questions  put  to  him  with 
a  certain  ingenious  naivete  which,  in  spite  of  damaging  ad- 
missions, favourably  impressed  the  Council.  He  pleaded  that 
on  resigning  his  appointment,  which  he  had  held  for  twenty- 
three  ve^rs.  as  medical  officer  in  Galway,  he  purchased  the 
place  in  Danbury  Street,  which  had  been  carried  on  as  a  local 
surgery  for  forty  years.  Coming  from  the  wilds  of  Ireland, 
he  was  ignorant  of  the  rules  of  professional  conduct  which 
prevailed  in  London.  He  had  not  associated  himself  with 
any  chemist.  He  purchased  the  pharmacy  from  Fowell  and 
wrote  prescriptions  for  him  and  left  him  in  charge  whilst  he 
(Dr.  Kirwan)  returned  to  Ireland  for  two  months  to  arrange 
his  affairs.  Whilst  he  was  in  Ireland  Fowell  issued  the 
circulars  objected  to.  The  three  places  were  all  his  (Dr. 
Kirwan's)  property.  He  had  opened  his  shop  in  Hammer- 
smith for  the  overflow  stock  of  drugs.  In  reply  to  the 
President's  remark  that  no  reply  had  been  given  to  the 
charge  of  employing  unqualified  persons,  Mr.  Kirwan  said 
that  he  had  brought  his  two  dispensers  to  prove  that  they 
had  never  been  authorised  by  him  to  describe  themselves  as 
qualified.  The  two  assistants,  separately  examined  and  cross- 
examined,  admitted  that  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  Kirwan  they 
sold  medicines  to  persons  whom  he  had  never  seen,  on  their 
own  descriptions  of  their  maladies.  Some  of  the  medicines 
contained  poisons;  that  prepared  for  "pale  aenemic  girls" 
contained  arsenic,  for  instance,  and  that  for  a  "strong" 
cough  morphine.  Neither  possessed  any  qualification  for 
compounding  ;  one  had  passed  the  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
examination,  but  not  the  Minor  examination. 

The  Council  considered  the  case  in  camera  for  more  than 
half  an  hour.  Just  on  the  stroke  of  six  the  pronouncement 
was  made  by  the  President  that  the  Council  had  found- the 
facts  proved,  but  that  further  consideration  would  be  ad- 
journed till  next  session,  when  Dr.  Kirwan  would  be  required 
to  attend  and  reassure  the  Council  as  to  his  conduct  with 
regard  both  to  advertising  and  the  employment  of  un- 
qualified assistants.

Metol-quinol  Developer. 
According  to  the  "  Photogram  "  Messrs.  J.  Hauff  &  Co. 
have  issued  a  new  formula  for  this  developer  which  reads 
as  follows  : 

Water    1.000  c.es. 

Quinol    5  grams. 

Metol    •■•        3  grams. 

When  dissolved,  add 

Sodium  sulphite    150  grams. 

Potassium  carbonate    1-3  grams. 

For  use  mix  with  an  equal  quantity  of  water.  The  duration 
of  development  is  about  four  minutes,  and  the  temperature 
should  not  be  above  65°  F. 

"  Cresto  "  Paper 
is  a  printing-out  paper  with  a  matt  surface  which  is  toned 
in  any  ordinary  gold  or  platinum  bath.    The  makers  espe- 
cially recommend  the  following  bath  : 

Gold  chloride   15  grains 

Water   8  ounces 

Solution  of  thio-urea  (sulpho- 
carbamide)  i  ounce  thio-urca 
to  5  ounces  of  water 

Citric  acid   30  grains 

Common  salt    1  ounce 

The  gold  is  dissolved  in  eight  ounces  of  water ;  enough  of 
the  solution  of  thio-urea  is  added  drop  by  drop  to  redissolvo 
the  precipitate  produced  when  it  is  first  added.  In  the  clear 
colourless  solution  thus  obtained  the  citric  acid  and  salt  are 
dissolved.  Each  ounce  of  this  solution  (which  keeps  in- 
definitely) is  diluted  with  water  to  a  pint  before  use. 

Metasulphite  of  Potash. 
Messrs.  A.  &  L.  Lumiere  and  A.  Seyewetz  some 
time  ago  published  the  results  of  experiments  they  have 
been  making  as  to  the  alteration  of  metasulphite  of 
potash  and  bisulphite  of  soda  on  exposure  to  air.  The 
results  may  be  quoted,  as  they  fuliy  confirm  previous 
observations  that  metasulphite  of  potash  is  a  fairly  per- 
manent salt.  It  was  found  that  a  solution  changes  con- 
siderably, but  less  markedly  than  a  solution  of  sulphite 
of  soda.  Crystallised  bisulphite  of  soda  is  very  liable 
to  alteration  in  the  air,  but  solutions  are  not  less  stable 
than  those  of  metasulphite  of  potash.  The  alteration  of 
solutions  of  the  potash  salt  is,  however,  according  to  the 
authors  of  the  research,  a  matter  of  importance,  and  on  this 
account  anhydrous  sulphite  of  soda  is  to  be  preferred  for 
practical  work. 

Tentative  Development.  ' 
Mr.  T.  Edwardes  discourses  on  "  Bird-life  "  from  a  photo- 
graphic point  of  view  in  this  month's  ' '  Photographic 
Scraps."  Using  Monarch  plates  and  making  a  necessarily 
brief  exposure  in  a  not  altogether  ideal  lighting,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  take  special  care  in  developing  the  negative.  The 
method  adopted  is  worth  giving,  as  customers  often  enquire 
how  best  to  treat  plates  which  they  know  before  commencing 
to  develop  are  very  much  under-exposed. 

Have  your  developer  in  two  glasses ;  the  pyro  with  half 
the  water  in  one,  the  soda  with  the  rest  of  the"  water  in  tho 
other  glass.  Flood  the  plate  with  the  alkali  solution  first, 
and  keep  it  rocking  for  a  minute  or  so  with  the  dish-cover 
on.  Let  the  red  light  fall  upon  it  only  just  long  enough  to 
be  sure  that  no  air-bells  cling  to  the  film.   Now,  still  keep- 


ing the  plate  in  the  deepest  shadow,  empty  your  dish  into 
the  pyro-glass,  tilt  the  whole  developer  back  on  the  plate, 
and  cover  up  as  before.  Continue  to  rock  gently,  and  in  a 
minute  or  two  bring  tho  plate  up  to  the  lamp  for  an  instant's 
inspection.  What  you  will  see  will  astonish  you.  Unless 
the  light  was  of  absolutely  phenomenal  badness,  in  all 
likelihood  you  will  find  what  seems  a  perfectly  exposed 
picture  coming  up  in  regular  gradation,  good  detail  already 
showing  in  tho  deepest  shadows,  some  promise  even  in  the 
sooty  plumage  of  the  birds  themselves. 

A  Few  Novelties. 
Messrs.  A.  E.  Staley  &  Co.,  19  Thavies  Inn,  E.C..  are 
offering  the  "  flexoid  "  and  "  gelatoid  "  non-actinic  medium 
for  dark-room  windows  which  Dr.  Meithe  has  worked  out. 
Lamps  fitted  with  the  gelatoid  screens  cost  from  12s.  6(1. 
to  21s. 

Messrs.  J.  J.  Griffin  &  Sons  have  a  three-armed  wall- 
bracket — similar  to  those  used  in  bath-rooms  for  towel-air- 
ing— from  which  prints  can  be  suspended  for  drying  pur- 
poses.

High  Court  Cases. 

Elliman's  v.  Parke's. 
Before  Mr.  Justice  Warrington  in  the  Chancery  Division 
on  Friday,  May  19,  Mr.  Cartmel  mentioned  a  motion  for 
an  injunction  in  this  case,  in  which  plaintiffs  complained  of 
the  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  label  which  the  de- 
fendants stuck  on  plaintiffs'  bottles.  Plaintiffs  had  evi- 
dence that  it  deceived  people  into  thinking  that  St. 
George's  embrocation  sold  by  defendants  was  Elliman's 
embrocation.  Mr.  Rowden,  K.C.,  for  the  respondents, 
said  he  had  had  very  little  notice  of  the  motion,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  it  should  stand  over  for  a  fortnight. 

Bovril. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  May  19,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady,  Mr.  Eve,  K.C.,  applied  on 
behalf  of  Bovril,  Ltd.,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
County  Hotel  and  Wine  Co..  Ltd.,  of  Carlisle,  from  selling 
or  offering  for  sale  any  fluid  meat  preparation  or  extract, 
not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture  as  and  for  their  produc- 
tion. Learned  counsel  said  he  understood  that  his  friend 
Mr.  Spence  appeared  for  the  defendants,  and  that  they 
were  prepared  to  submit  to  a  perpetual  injunction  in  the 
terms  of  the  notice  of  motion  and  to  pay  an  agreed  sum 
as  damages,  and  costs.  Mr.  Spence  said  the  matter  was 
entirely  a  mistake.  His  Lordship  made  an  order  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  agreed. 

His  Friend's  Wife. 
In  the  Divorce  Division  on  May  23  before  Mr.  Justice 
Bargrave  Deane  there  was  heard  a  petition  by  William 
Fawsett  Gibson,  a  chemist's  assistant  at  Exeter,  praying 
for  the  dissolution  of  his  marriage,  on  the  ground  of  the 
alleged  misconduct  of  his  wife  with  Godfrey  Lawrence,  who 
at  one  time  was  schoolfellow  with  the  petitioner.  The 
parties  were  married  in  1896  at  Reading,  and  after  that  they 
resided  at  various  places,  and  ultimately  at  Heavitree,  near 
Exeter.  While  there  the  co-respondent,  who  was  a  very 
old  friend  of  the  petitioner,  sent  a  telegram  asking  permis- 
sion to  visit  him  at  Exeter.  The  petitioner  returned  an 
answer  inviting  him  to  his  home,  and  ultimately  he  arrived. 
He  stayed  for  some  time,  and  respondent  went  ostensibly  to 
visit  her  parents  at  Reading.  The  co-respondent  followed, 
and  petitioner  ultimately  became  aware  that  the  respondent 
and  the  co-respondent  had  gone  to  America  together. 
Witnesses  were  called  to  establish  the  allegations  in  the 
petition,  and  in  the  result  his  lordship  granted  the  petitioner 
a  decree  nisi  with  costs. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Question  of  Liability. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  May  23,  before 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C..  Messrs.  F.  J.  Carmichael  &  Co.,  oil- 
merchants,  14  Water  Lane,  Great  Tower  Street,  sued  Marion 
James  &  Ker,  Ltd.,  Globe  Works,  Kingsland  Road,  for 
the  balance  of  an  account  for  oil  supplied  to  the  defendants. 
'The  plaintiffs'  case  was  that  the  oil  was  brought  specially 
from  the  Continent  for  the  defendants,  and  delivered  in 
good  condition.  The  defendants  stated  that  four  days 
afterwards  they  wrote  to  the  plaintiffs  complaining  that 
the  oil  was  leaking  from  the  barrels  and  made  a  deduction  of 
7^  per  cent,  for  loss.  The  plaintiffs  repudiated  that,  saying 
it  was  no  concern  of  theirs,  as  the  oil  did  not  leak  when  it 
left  their  premises,  and  showed  that  their  liability  ceased 
•when  the  oil  left  the  wharf.  The  defendants  must  there- 
fore look  to  the  carriers  for  whatever  remedy  they  had. 
Judge  Rentoul  said  that  was  so,  and  judgment  was  given  for 
the  plaintiffs  for  the  sum  claimed,  with  costs. 

No  Cure,  No  Pay. 
An  action  was  heard  at  Driffield  County  Court  last  week, 
in  which  Mr.  John  Holden,  a  dealer  in  patent  medicines,"of 
Portland  Crescent.  Leeds,  sued  Messrs.  Thomas  Spencer  & 
Sons,  a  firm  of  Driffield  grocers,  to  recover  24s.,  the  value  of 
,  one  dozen  small  bottles  and  one  large  bottle  of  a  preparation 
for.  rheumatism.  Plaintiff  admitted  that  defendants  had 
returned  a  parcel  of  battles  which  he  refused  to  take  in,  and 
they  then  wrote  him  stating  that  they  should  not  pay  for 


them  as  they  only  bought  them  on  "  No  cure,  no  pay  "  terms. 
Mr.  Thomas  Spencer  said  he  sold  two  bottles  of  the  stuff, 
and  both  purchasers  complained  to  him  afterwards  that  it 
had  done  them  harm.  The  circulars  wrapped  in  with  it 
stated  that  if  there  was  no  cure  there  was  no  pay.  and  he 
therefore  gave  them  their  money  back,  and  at  once  returned 
the  balance  of  his  stock  (twenty-two  small  bottles  and  one 
large  one)  to  plaintiff.  Mrs.  Spencer  said  her  husband  gave 
an  order  for  one  dozen  only,  "on  sale  or  return."  An 
assistant  to  defendants  said  that  on  the  showcards  sent  with 
the  goods  appeared  "  No  cure,  no  pay.  Rheumatism  cured 
in  one  day."  Plaintiff,  the  Judge  said,  had  done  wrong  in 
not  sending  the  goods  exactly  according  to  order.  He  had 
tried  to  put  in  an  extra  bottle,  and  had  therefore  partly  lost 
his  case.  Judgment  was  given  for  2s.  Zd.,  the  price  of  two 
bottles  sold  by  defendants,  costs  to  follow  the  event. 

Returned  Government  Stores. 
In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court  on  Monday,  May  22,  before  Sir 
Forrest  Fulton.  K.C.  (the  Recorder) ,  and  a  jury,  the  case  of 
Wilkinson  v.  The  Sussex  Drug  Company,  Ltd.,  came  on 
for  hearing  and  was  disposed  of.  The  plaintiff,  Mr.  Wilkin- 
son, drug  merchant,  Idol  Lane,  E.G.,  sued  the  defendant 
company,  of  Brighton,  for  111.  2s. ;  the  price  of  a  parcel  of 
Brand's  Beef  Essence  supplied  to  the  defendants.  Mr. 
Herbert  was  counsel  for  the  plaintiff  and  Mr.  L.  Davies 
represented  the  defendant.  The  plaintiff  said  that  early 
this  year  he  bought  a  case  of  Brand's  Beef  Essence  at  an 
auction  held  in  the  Port  of  London.  He  sold  the  parcel  to 
the  defendant  on  March  4  at  9^.  6d.  per  dozen  ex  wharf. 
They  were  described  as  sound.  On  March  21  a  letter  was 
received  from  defendants  saying  that  as  the  essence  was  not 
fit  for  use  it  was  being  returned.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the 
parcel  he  (plaintiff)  examined  the  package  of  two  dozen 
tins  that  had  been  undone  but  found  no  marks  by  which  it 
could  be  ascertained  that  the  contents  were  not  fit  for  use. 
There  ware  no  signs  of  the  tins  being  "blown"  or  leaky. 
He  accordingly  wrote  back  to  the  defendant  saying  that 
under  the  circumstances  he  could  not  accept  the  return  of 
the  goods.  The  defendants  in  reply  had  written  saying  they 
were  convinced  that  the  essence  was  not  fit  for  use,  and. 
therefore,  they  declined  to  take  delivery  of  it.  Cross- 
examined,  the  plaintiff  said  he  bought  the  parcel  of  beef 
essence  at  the  Docks,  lying  at  the  wharf.  He  was  not 
aware  at  the  time  that  the  goods  had  been  to  South  Africa. 
For  the  defence  Mr.  G.  C.  Dusart,  manager  of  the  defen- 
dant company,  said  that  when  the  essence  arrived  from  the 
plaintiff  the  parcel  was  examined.  A  tin  was  taken  out 
and  examined.  Instead  of  the  contents  being  a  clear  jelly 
they  were  muddy  in  colour  and  gave  off  a  disagreeable 
odour.  He  kept  the  tin  in  a  current  of  air  in  a  cool  place 
and  after  three  days  a  fungus  was  growing  upon  it  and 
the  smell  was  so  bad  that  it  had  to  be  thrown  away.  In 
the  ordinary  way  a  tin  of  beef  essence  should  keep  for  a 
week,  in  a  cool  place.  He  then  communicated  with 
Brand  &  Co.,  and  sent  them  a  tin  of  the  essence  and 
received  a  report  from  them.  He  did  not  know  that  the 
goods  had  formed  part  of  Government  stores  returned  from 
South  Africa,  and  when  he  heard  that  he  declined  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  them.  Cross-examined,  the  witness 
said  that  the  price  of  Brand's  essence  of  beef  is  14$.  less 
10  per  cent.  The  price  he  paid  the  plaintiff  was  Q^tl. 
per  tin.  He  had  never  bought  a  job-lot  of  the  essence 
before.  He  had.  however,  bought  of  the  plaintiff,  as  a  job- 
line,  some  Clarke's  blood  mixture.  Mr.  Brough.  salesman 
and  manager  to  Messrs.  Brand,  deposed  to  the  essence  in 
dispute  being  muddy  in  colour  and  unpleasant  in  odour, 
which  their  essence  is  not.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  for 
the  plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed,  and  judgment  was 
entered  accordingly. 

A  Chemist  or  Not  ? 
At  the  Shoreditch  County  Court,  on  May  23.  before  Judge 
Smyly,  K.C,  a  case  was  heard  by  way  of  a  judgment 
summons  in  which  Annie  Smith,  formerly  of  Grimsby,  sued 
Arthur  Hocking,  of  23  Johnston  Terrace,  Devonport.  for  the 
sum  of  17/.  2s.  6r7.  due  under  an  order  granted  by  the  police 
court  for  the  illegitimate  child  of  the  plaintiff.  In  reply  to 
the  Judge  plaintiff  said  defendant  is  a  chemist,  He'has  a 
shop.  She  was  sure  his  father  was  dead,  and  that  defen- 
dant's name  is  over  the  shop  in  bold  letters  
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His  Honour  :  And  is  there  no  one  there  qualified  to  act  in 
the  trade  as  a  chemist  but  himself  '! 
Plaintiff  :  No. 

His  Honour  :  What  sort  of  business  does  he  do  ?  I  mean 
is  it  good  ? 

Plaintiff  :  It  is  a  fairly  good  business. 

His  Honour  :  And  does  he  do  the  business  ? 

Plaintiff  :  Yes,  by  himself. 

His  Honour  :  Well,  it  is  most  extraordinary,  the  defen- 
dant sends  an  affidavit  in  which  he  says  : 

I,  Arthur  Hocking,  of  23  Johnston  Terrace,  Keyham, 
Devonport,  chemist's  assistant,  make  oath  as  follows:  I  am 
a  chemist's  assistant  only,  and  earn  11.  per  week.  There 
are  several  County  Court  judgments  out  against  me  at  the 
present  time,  and  in  addition  I  am  paying  the  plaintiff 
2s.  bd.  a  week  under  a  bastardy  order  made  in  the  North 
London  Police  Court.  I  will  make  an  offer  of  2s.  per 
month. 

You  see  it  is  hard  to  understand  if  he  is  a  chemist  or  not 
after  that. 

Plaintiff  then  repeated  that  he  is  a  chemist,  and  so 
far  as  she  knew  he  had  passed  his  examinations.  There  is 
no  one  else  in  the  shop  who  is  a  registered  chemist.  Judge 
Smyly  rejnarked  that  it  was  more  than  curious.  If 
defendant  is  only  a  chemist's  assistant,  as  he  says,  then  he 
has  no  right  to  be  in  the  shop  under  the  conditions  stated. 
"I  think  myself  that  if  a  little  publicity  is  given  to  the 
case,"  he  said,  "  it  may  lead  to  it  being  found  out  if  defen- 
dant is  a  chemist  or  a  chemist's  assistant  only.  I  will  make 
an  order  for  the  payment  of  11.  per  month."

Alleged  Excessive  Charges. 

At  Plymouth  County  Court  on  May  24,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Milborne,  Ivybridge,  recovered  21.  15s.  from  Samuel  James 
Rendle,  chemist,  Devonport,  for  carriages  supplied  at  a 
funeral.  Defendant  conducted  his  own  case,  cross-ex- 
amining the  witnesses.  He  stated  that  he  went  into  court 
by  the  guidance  and  advice  of  Alderman  Littleton,  J. P. 
The  money  was  a  mere  bagatelle,  but  he  defended  the 
case  on  principle.  He  felt  he  had  been  completely  "  had," 
and  it  was  time,  in  the  public  interest,  to  resist  these 
excessive  charges.  Alderman  Littleton  said  his  firm 
carried  out  the  funeral  for  Mr.  Rendle.  The  charge  for 
carriages  was  excessive.  Judge  Lush  Wilson,  K.C.,  in 
giving  judgment,  declared  that  the  Court  had  no  special 
jurisdiction  to  say  what  was  a  fair  and  reasonable  charge 
in  the  sense  that  it  provided  a  reasonable  profit  to  the 
person  making  it ;  the  jurisdiction  was  as  to  the  reason- 
ableness of  the  charge  having  regard  to  the  competition  at 
the  place  where  the  charge  was  made. 


Bankruptcies  ano  failures. 


Tie  Robert  Hay.  3  Ferivwood  Road,  and  carrying  on  busi- 
ness at  9  Manor  Chare,  Newcastle,  Manufacturing  Dry- 
salter. — This  debtor  appeared  for  his  public  examination  at 
the  Newcastle  Bankruptcy  Court  on  Mav  11.  The  statement 
of  affairs  filed  shows  gross  liabilities  1.353/.  9s.  10d.,  of  which

— Debtor  attended  on 
May  17  at  the  Croydon  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  Regis- 
trar Fox,  for  his  adjourned  public  examination  (see  C.  <£•  D., 
March  11,  p.  398,  and  April  22,  p.  606).  His  deficiency  account 
showed  a  net  profit  from  carrying  on  the  business  from 
August,  1903,  to  the  date  of  the  receiving  order  of  102/.,  but 
in  the  meantime  his,  household  expenses  had  amounted  to 
190/.,  and  there  was  a  heavy  loss  on  realisation  of  trade  fixtures 
and  stock.

Plymouth  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Quarterly  Meeting  was  held  at  7  Whimple  Street, 
Plymouth,  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  May  24.  Mr.  F.  A. 
Goodwin  (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  were  also 
present  Messrs.  C.  J.  Park,  R.  F.  Roper,  C.  T.  Weary, 
J.  Barge,  J.  Cocks,  Condy  U'Ren,  J.  A.  Lamble,  F.  A. 
Spear,  H.  M.  Morgan,  and  F.  Maitland  (Hon.  Secretary). 

Mr.  Park  thanked  the  Association  for  assisting  in  secur- 
ing his  return  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council. 

It  was  decided  that  the  annual  outing  take  place  in 
June,  and  Messrs.  Goodwin,  Park,  Barge,  Weary,  A.  D. 
Breeze,  Condy  U'Ren,  Broom,  Cocks,  Lamble,  Spear, 
Green,  Perkins,  and  Maitland  were  appointed  to  make 
arrangements. 

The  Chairman  opened  a  discussion  on 

How  to  Combat  Unprofitable  Trading. 
He  referred  to  the  amount  annually  spent  upon  patent 
medicine,  which  he  reckoned  to  give  a  total  of  about  250/.* 
for  "patents"  handled  by  each  chemist.  He  was  afraid 
the  time  would  come  when  their  calling  would  consist 
of  simply  handing  over  the  counter  packed  goods.  To 
combat  this  he  recommended  them  to  take  more  advantage 
of  the  knowledge  they  had  gained  in  preparing  their  own 
proprietaries.  He  considered  that  preparations  now  on  the 
market  are  not  novel,  instancing  phosferine,  and  contrast- 
ing the  price  of  it  with  the  prices  of  homoeopathic  pre- 
parations generally.  He  concluded  that  by  judicious  but 
inexpensive  advertisement  the  sale  of  a  chemist's  own 
preparation  could  be  very  largely  increased,  and  were  such 
a  course  generally  adopted  the  sale  of  those  articles  which 
were  not  protected  by  the  P.A.T.A.  could  be  seriously 
crippled.  Mr.  Roper  said  that  chemists  were  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  first  patent  medicines,  and  these  were 
introduced  as  an  antidote  to  the  number  of  prosecutions 
for  counter-prescribing.  He  held  that  by  gaining  the  con- 
fidence of  the  public,  chemists  were  better  off  in  making 
special  preparations  to  suit  the  small  ailments  that  came 
before  their  notice. 

Mr.  Kelly  considered  it  is  quite  a  mistaken  idea  on  the 
part  of  chemists  to  imagine  they  could  ignore  stocking  un-

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profitable  trade  lines,  but  the  up-to-date  chemist  must 
meet  such  competition  by  supplying  what  is  asked  for,  and 
at  the  same  time  endeavour  to  convince  the  purchaser  that 
he  keeps  a  preparation  better,  and  at  a  price  considerably 
lower,  than  the  article  in  demand. 

Mr.  Maitland  and  Mr.  Park  also  spoke. 

Western  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Norfolk 
Hotel,  London  Street,  W.,  on  May  24,  Mr.  Frank  Rogers 
(President)  in  the  chair. 

There  was  a  good  attendance,  and  after  some  new  members 
had  been  proposed  the  President  moved  that  a  vote  of  con- 
dolence be  sent  to  the  relatives  of  the  late  Mr.  E.  R.  Marsh, 
who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Association  since  it  was 
started.  Mr.  W.  J.  I.  Philp  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington 
spoke  to  the  sterling  qualities  of  Mr.  Marsh,  and  the  resolu- 
tion was  passed  upstanding. 

The  President,  Messrs.  Bowen,  Cooper,  Harrington, 
Mather,  and  Cofman  were  elected  delegates  to  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Brighton. 

Mr.  Edmund  White,  B.Sc,  then  gave  a  dissertation  on 

Hospital  Pharmacy. 
He  first  touched  on  the  historical  portion  of  the  subject, 
describing  the  evolution  of  the  present-day  pharmacist  from 
the  apothecary.  In  the  interregnum  between  the  apothecary 
and  the  pharmacist  the  condition  of  hospital  pharmacy  was 
very  bad;  but  at  the  present  day  it  is  quite  abreast,  and 
"  in  spots"  it  is  in  advance,  of  pharmacy  as  practised  out- 
side. In  comparing  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  hospitals 
with  that  prevailing  outside  he  said  there  should  really  be 
no  difference,  but  the  practice  of  pharmacy  outside  is 
hedged  by  a  large  and  complex  system  of  conventionalities 
which  do  not  obtain  in  hospitals.  In  the  first  place  the 
hospital  prescription  is  not  handed  back  to  the  patient, 
it  is  retained ;  secondly,  there  is  no  financial  consideration 
between  patient  and  dispenser.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
dispenser  has  no  control  on  how  much  material  a  patient 
is  going  to  have.  Prescriptions  are  generally  written  out 
in  quantities  for  one  dose  only,  and  the  dispenser  has  to 
calculate  a  quantity  sufficient  to  last  for  a  stated  time. 
In  this  connection  it  is  remarkable,  said  Mr.  White  amid 
laughter,  that  cod-liver  oil  and  malt  extract  never  go  round. 
It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  satisfy  patients  as  regards  the 
quantity  of  liniment,  lotion,  or  ointment  to  be  supplied. 
The  doctors  will  not  take  the  responsibility  of  stating  a 
definite  quantity,  and  patients  seem  to  bring  the  largest 
containers  to  be  found  in  their  domiciles.  The  question 
of  containers  is  a  real  difficulty  with  out-patients  in  hos- 
pitals. There  is  no  real  difference  between  dispensing  in 
hospitals  and  in  open  pharmacies.  It  is  as  correctly  and 
as  carefully  done.  The  position  of  the  hospital  pharmacist 
has  greatly  improved  during  the  past  few  years,  and  this  has 
had  a  good  effect  on  medical  men.  Every  medical  prac- 
titioner is  influenced  by  things  seen  during  his  pupilage, 
and  the  medical  practitioners  of  the  present  day  show  that 
they  appreciate  good  pharmacy  when  they  see  it.  The 
hospital  pharmacist  is  now  looked  upon  as  an  adviser  to 
the  staff  of  the  hospital,  and  the  care  of  fine  instruments, 
aseptic  dressings,  and  so  on  has  now  fallen  into  his  hands. 
With  regard  to  laboratory  equipment,  Dr.  Mackintosh,  of 
Glasgow,  said  that  it  was  not  economical  for  a  hospital 
to  manufacture  its  own  preparations.  Without  going 
into  the  financial  aspect  of  the  case,  he  (Mr.  White)  held 
that  it  is  wrong  to  expect  the  hospital  dispensing  staff  to  do 
anything  else.  It  is  impossible  to  make  accurate  observa- 
tions on  pharmaceutical  preparations  not  actually  made  in 
the  hospital.  The  relation  between  the  pharmacist  and 
the  medical  staff  is  at  the  present  day  very  satisfactory. 
Hospital  experience  is  an  exceedingly  good  preparation  for 
a  business  career.  One  gets  there  valuable  experience  in  the 
substances  and  methods  employed  in  modern  surgery  and 
medicine.  Mr.  White  also  spoke  about  hospital  Pharma- 
copoeias. 

The  discussion  was  initiated  by  Mr.  Davis,  who 
said  he  has  had  twenty-eight  years'  experience  of  hospital 
dispensing  at  St.  George's.  Mr.  Philp  followed  him,  and 
Messrs.  J.  H.  Mather  (Godalming).  J.  T.  Barrett,  J.  F. 
Harrington.  Albert  Cooper  (and  his  son  the  Cavendish 
Square  dentist),  and  J.  Cofman  also  spoke. 


Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association,  held  at  the 
Albert  Restaurant  on  May  19,  the  question  for  debate  was 

Are  British  Pharmacists  Decadent? 

The  President  (Mr.  S.  Hardwick)  occupied  the  chair,  and 
there  was  a  good  attendance  of  members. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Williams  opened  the  debate  in  the  affirmative, 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  though  at  the  present  time  the 
British  pharmacist  is  undoubtedly  decadent,  yet  in  the  very 
near  future  he  will  be  restored  to  the  position  that  his 
qualification  properly  entitles  him  to.  He  reviewed  at 
length  the  position  of  a  young  man  just  qualified,  and  en- 
deavoured to  show  how  he  is  very  likely  to  be  tempted  into 
the  service  of  the  "stores"  by  reason  of  the  better  pay, 
shorter  hours,  and  entire  freedom  after  business,  in  pre- 
ference to  the  better  training  and  domestic  life  which  are 
offered  by  the  good  old-fashioned  pharmacist,  and  this  he 
considered  the  danger-point  in  the  craft.  Twenty  years 
ago  we  had  no  decadent  pharmacists  of  this  sort,  but  to-day 
they  form  a  veritable  host  in  themselves,  and  he  considered 
it  the  first  duty  of  every  pharmacist  to  instil  into  rising 
pharmacists  the  folly  of  accepting  situations  with  companies 
who  are  not  qualified  chemists.  He  considered  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  were  much  to  be  blamed  for  encouraging  the 
professional  idea  in  the  calling,  and  not  looking  more  after 
trade  interests.  Mr.  Williams  summarised  his  reasons  as 
follows  : 

1.  There  is  no  inducement  at  the  present  time  for  boys 
who  have  had  a  good  education  to  be  apprenticed  to  the 
drug-trade,  as  they  do  not  get  the  same  opportunity  for 
physical  recreation. 

2.  The  present-day  apprentices  have  not  the  same  oppor- 
tunity for  becoming  skilled  in  pharmacy  owing  to  tho  stress 
of  competition  and  the  greater  necessity  of  purchasing 
ready-made  products. 

3.  Pharmacy  itself  does  not  sufficiently  repay  the  man 
who  has  qualified  into  a  "  profession "  which  has  been 
changed  into  that  of  a  storekeeper  more  or  less  dependent 
on  side-lines  like  photography,  optics,  perfumery,  etc.,  to 
the  detriment  of  pure  pharmacy  and  dispensing  proper. 
Mr.  H.  J.  Hughes,  in  opening  the  debate  in  the  negative, 

said  the  pharmacist  of  to-day  is  far  more  skilled  than  were 
the  majority  in  former  days.  Pharmacists  are  better 
equipped  than  at  any  previous  time,  and  as  a  body  are  more 
competent  to  undertake  the  work  that  falls  to  them.  Mr. 
Hughes  said  the  fact  that  young  men  accepted  situations 
with  companies  did  not  necessarily  show  that  they  approve 
of  company  pharmacy.  There  is  undoubtedly  a  feeling 
among  men  that  they  will  learn  something  which  will  be  of 
service,  and  perhaps  profit,  to  them  in  after  life. 

Mr.  W.  Jones  felt  he  could  very  largely  agree  with  both 
speakers.  This  style  of  prescribing  gives  little  work  in  pure 
pharmacy,  and  it  takes  the  heart  out  of  a  man  to  have  to  fill 
up  prescriptions  with  ready-made  physic ;  but  so  long  as  the 
doctors  are  satisfied  there  is  very  little  pharmacists  can  do 
towards  a  remedy.  It  is  no  use  trying  to  comfort  ourselves 
with  keeping  men  cut  of  the  "stores."  The  "stores"  are 
quite  capable  of  training  as  many  men  as  they  want  them- 
selves. 

Mr.  F.  Rose  contended  that  the  subject  was  being  dis- 
cussed too  much  from  the  ethical  side,  and  not  sufficiently 
from  a  business  point  of  view.  A  man,  he  said,  is  not 
justified  in  making  his  own  antibilious  pills  or  compound 
liquorice  powder,  as  it  is  not  possible  for  the  ordinary  phar- 
macist to  produce  as  good  an  article  as  those  who  manufac- 
ture on  a  large  scale.  Decay  is  a  sign  of  life,  and  there  can 
be  no  life  without  corresponding  decay.  Anyone  looking 
round  at  the  present  day  could  not  but  be  struck  by  the 
"  very-mueh-aliveness  "  of  pharmacies  in  general.  The 
windows  are  replete  wdth  an  immense  variety  of  goods, 
stocked  with  specialities  and  tersely  worded  price-cards,  and 
the  interiors  are  for  the  most  part  well  lighted  and  admirably 
kept,  very  often  the  smartest  in  the  town.  Referring  to  the 
so-called  lack  of  "combination,''  he  pointed  out  that  there 
are  nearly  100  Associations  of  Chemists  in  various  parts  of 
the  country — nearly  one-half  of  which  are  combined  together 
into  a  Federation — and  numbering  well  over  3,000  members. 
Much  has  been  made  of  the  "decline  of  dispensing"  by 
reason  of  the  introduction  of  synthetic  medicines,  etc.,  but 
he  pointed  out  that  it  requires  far  more  art  to  make  a 
presentable  mixture  of  aspirin,  salol,  and  such  like  than  in 
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the  case  of  the  old-fashioned  soda-and-gentian  style  of  pre- 
scription. 

Mr.  Bingham  said  that  pharmacy,  especially  in  the  Xorth, 
has  almost  disappeared.  He  viewed  with  great  apprehen- 
sion the  present  dearth  of  apprentices. 

Mr.  Botham  said  that  rather  than  pharmacists  or 
.pharmacy  being  decadent,  he  thought  the  decay  is  in  the  pre- 
scribing of  medical  men.  Pharmacy  itself  has  undoubtedly 
advanced,  as  is  shown  by  the  well-produced  cachets  and 
capsules  which,  dispensing-houses  turn  out. 

Mr.  Hornby  said  from  a  financial  point  of  view  pharmacy 
is  undoubtedly  decadent.  From  a,  social  standpoint  pharma- 
cists had  not  made  that  progress  they  ought  to  have  done. 
Educationally  there  can  be  no  doubt  the  pharmacist  of  to- 
day knows  more  about  his  business  than  the  old-time  phar- 
macist, but  educationally  pharmacists  have  not  gone  far 
enough. 

Mr.  Hardwick  contended  the  first  men  of  to-day  are  quite 
equal  to  any  that  have  gone  before. 

Messrs.  Hughes  and  Williams  having  replied,  a  vote  was 
taken,  which  showed  very  conclusively  that  in  Bournemouth 
at  any  rate  pharmacists  are  far  from  being  decadent. 

Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Church  Institute,  Leeds,  on  Friday,  May  19.  Mr.  G.  W. 
Worfolk  (President)  was  in  the  chair. 

The  Annual  Report, 
which  was  read  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  T.  Castelow), 
stated  that  during  the  year  the  .membership,  which  now 
stands  at  100,  had  increased  by  ten.  The  year  had  been  an 
exceptionally  busy  one,  and  meetings  were  held  more  fre- 
quently than  usual  and  had  been  well  attended.  The  work 
•clone  was  outlined,  and  reference  was  made  to  the  Easton's 
syrup  and  Rankin's  ointment  cases,  the  report  stating  that 
"  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  did  not  assist  in  these  cases 
in  any  way."  The  report  went  on  to  state,  that  Mr.  Bowman 
.had  again  generously  provided  10/.  for  competition  by  the 
associates,  and  nine  candidates  had  been  examined  by  Mr. 
Maben,  with  the  following  result  : 

Pharmacy.— -1,  Mr.  C.  H.  Hampshire;  2,  Mr.  F.  W.  West- 
brooke  ;  3,  Mr.  J.  R.  Horn. 

Chemistry— 1,  Mr.  H.  B.  Healey  ;  2,  Mr.  C.  H.  Hampshire  ; 
3,  Mr.  J.  R.  Horn. 

Mr.  Maben,  in  reporting  the  result  to  the  Secretary,  stated 
that  "the  answers  of  the  first  four,  men  are  exceedingly 
creditable,  and  your  Association  is  to  be  congratulated  in 
having  a  prize  scheme  which  brings  forward  such  excellent 
talent."  The  marks  obtained  were  as  follows  :  Hampshire, 
91 :  Healey,  88 ;  Horn,  84  ;  Westbrooke,  84. 

The  President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Dissatisfaction  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Branson  drew  attention  to  the  sentence  in  the 
report  which  referred  to  the  attitude  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  regard  to  prosecutions.  He  asked  whether  it 
was  expected  that  the  Society  should  render  legal  assistance, 
or  merely  give  advice,  or  what.  It  had  not  occurred  to  him 
as  a  divisional  secretary  that  the  Society  could  take  any 
action  whatever.  He  felt  strongly  that  in  the  event  of 
failure  the  position  of  the  Society  would  be  seriously  com- 
promised by  such  a  failure  if  it  had  identified  itself  with  the 
defence.  The  Society  would  be  seriously  hampered  in 
conducting  the  defence.  There  was  an  organisation  which 
should  and  did  take  part  in  that  defence — whether  wisely  or 
not  was  a  matter  of  opinion.  He  was  not  expressing  any 
strong  personal  view,  but  it  was  an  important  question  which 
should  be  understood  and  cleared  up. 

The  President  said  this  matter  was  discussed  by  the 
Council,  and,  though  he  did  not  think  the  Council  expected 
the  Society  to  take  any  active  part  in  the  defence,  it  was 
thought  that,  on  behalf  of  the  trade  generally,  the  Society 
might  have  sent  down  counsel  to  watch  the  case  for  some 
of  the  defendants,  and  some  members  of  the  Council  thought 
that  there  were  points  which,  if  brought  out  before  the 
Magistrate  by  counsel  representing  an  independent  body, 
might  have  put  a  somewhat  different  complexion  upon  the 
cases. 

Mr.  Pollitt  said  he  thought  that  the  sentence  in  the 
report  which  had  been  referred  to  should  be  eliminated,  and 


he  moved  an  amendment  accordingly,  which  Mr.  Kirk 
seconded. 

Mr.  Pilkington  Sargeant  said  he  thought  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  should  have  sent  counsel  to  watch  the 
case.  He  thought  that  the  Magistrate  would  have  listened 
to  counsel  representing  the  Society  if  he  had  pointed  out  to 
him  that,  apart  from  the  legal  question,  a  certain  amount  of 
discretion  ought  to  have  been  allowed  to  men  possessing  the 
statutory  qualifications.  He  did  not  think  that  the  Society 
could  be  considered  as  entirely  outside  of  such  questions 
as  had  been  raised  in  Leeds  lately,  and  therefore  his  opinion 
was  that  the  passing  of  the  amendment  would  do  more  harm 
than  good. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock  said,  as  one  of  the  defendants,  he 
certainly  objected  to  the  amendment.  He  had  appealed 
personally  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who  had  replied  that  the  Society  had  done  all  that  it  could 
to  warn  them  against  the  sale  of  Easton*s  syrup  under  other 
conditions  than  those  of  Part  1,  and  could  do  nothing  more. 
He  would  point  out,  however,  that  the  article  which 
appeared  in  the  Society's  journal  did  not  appear  until  some 
time  after  these  sales  in  Leeds  had  actually  been  completed. 
He  thought  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  certainly  ought  to 
have  sent  down  counsel  to  watch  the  case.  He  did  not 
think  there  was  any  association  in  Great  Britain  which 
would  not  have  taken  a  greater  interest  in  the  circumstances 
of  a  number  of  its  members  than  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  this  occasion.  In  these  Easton's  syrup  cases  they  were 
summoned  and  penalised  for  selling  strychnine,  not  for 
selling  a  preparation  of  strychnine,  and  they  had  certainly 
never  been  instructed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  the 
sale  of  a  preparation  containing  one-tenth  of  a  grain  of  an 
alkaloid  or  strychnine  is  a  sale  of  the  alkaloid  or  strychnine 
itself.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  charge  of  the 
Poisons  Schedule,  and  he  held,  therefore,  that  the  Society 
was  responsible  for  the  interpretation  of  that  schedule  to  its 
members. 

On  the  amendment  being  put,  only  five  voted  for  it.  and  it 
was  declared  lost.  The  report  was  therefore  adopted  in  its 
original  form. 

The  Financial  Statement. 
The. report  by  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock)  showed 
an  income  of  81/.  12s.  10r/.  and  expenditure  80/.  0.?.  9d.  Mr. 
Beacock  explained  that  the  question  of  rent  would  need 
consideration.  The  cost  at  present  is  2s.  per  member,  and 
the  subscription  is  only  5s.  There  was  a  loss  of  21.  15s,  on 
the  dinner,  due  to  exnenditure  on  guests.  On  the  ball  there 
was  a  loss  of  about  13s.,  which  the  committee  subscribed. 
The  smoking-concert  expenses  were  defrayed  by  the  com- 
mittee except  for  18s.  which  was  a  little  less  than  the  cost 
of  the  room.  Mr.  Pollitt  seconded  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  which  was  carried. 

Election  of  Officers. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  forthcoming  year  resulted 
as  follows  :  President,  Mr.  G.  W.  Worfolk  ;  Vice-President, 
Mr.  W.  D.  Pollitt;  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock;  Secre- 
tary. Mr.  W.  T.  Castelow;  Council,  Messrs.  E.  Crawford, 
R. 'Fourness,  F.  W.  Hollmgwor'h,  F.  C.  Long,  T.  I. 
Preston,  and  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant ;  Librarian,  Mr. 
Gough  ;  Auditor,  Mr.  Jackson. 

The  President  announced  the  results  of  the  election  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  stated  that  the 
efforts  of  the  West  Riding  Federation  and  the  Leeds 
Chemists'  Association  to  carry  Mr.  Pilkington  Sargeant 
had  been  unavailing.  Mr.  Sargeant  being  at  the  top  of  the 
list  of  unsuccessful  candidates. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kirk  a  resolution  determining  that 
there  should  be  two  Vice-Presidents  in  future  instead  of 
one,  and  that  one  of  these  should  be  the  retiring  President, 
was  carried.   The  meeting  terminated  with  votes  of  thanks.

About  the  Irish  Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

Sir. — It  is  rather  a  pity  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  have  let  the  time  lapse  for  an  appeal  in  the 
McBirney  case,  especially  as  Mr.  Wells  states  that  they 
were  aware  the  case  was  coming  on.  The  position  of  the 
apothecaries'  side  now  is,  that  as  apothecaries  have  all  the 
privileges  of  pharmacutical  chemists,  apothecaries'  assis- 
tants, certified  under  the  Act  of  1791,  have  the  same  privi- 
leges, whatever  they  may  be,  of  assistants  to  pharmaceutical 
chemists  certified  under  the  Act  of  1890.  The  legal  ex- 
perts whom  we  consulted  on  the  matter  rather  surprised  us 
by  expressing  doubts  as  to  the  privileges  conferred  on  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist's  assistant  under  the  Act,  on  ac- 
count of  its  merely  permissive  character.  In  any  case  there 
are  only  thirty-four  of  those  assistants  (excluding  those 
who  have  since  become  pharmaceutical  chemists)  on  the 
list,  and  it  would  require  considerable  nerve  to  go  to  the 
King's  Bench  on  an  appeal  case  and  say  that  the  1,496 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists  and  druggists,  and  regis- 
tered druggists  on  the  Irish  Register  must  confine  them- 
selves to  those  thirty- four  gentlemen  when  requiring  certi- 
fied assistants.

The  Price  of  Seccotine. 

Sir, — In  your  issue  of  May  20  there  appeared  a  letter  of 
Mr.  J.  H.  Willis,  New  Brompton,  in  which  he  states  that 
he  happened  to  be  in  Clerkenwell  Road  a  day  or  two  before 
May  15,  and  there  saw  Seccotine,  an  article  recently  pro- 
tected in  price  through  the  P.A.T.A.,  marked  at  A^d.  per 
tube.  I  wish  to  say,  for  the  information  of  some  who  may 
be  misled  by  the  above  statement,  that  though  it  was  per- 
fectly correct  at  the  time  it  was  written  it  is  no  longer  so. 
The  cutting  referred  to  has  been  engaging  the  attention  of 
the  P.A.T.A.  for  some  time,  and  the  price  was  raised  to  5d. 
on  May  4.  I  may  add  that  yesterday  one  of  our  representa- 
tives, in  passing  the  shop,  noticed  that  the  ticket  had  been 
altered  to  5d.  A  number  of  other  dealers  in  the  same  dis- 
trict who  were  selling  at  4^d.  have  also  agreed  to  advance  to 
5d.,  and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  the  trouble  is  now  at  an 
end.  Might  I  respectfully  suggest  to  Mr.  Willis,  and  any 
others  who  may  have  cases  of  cutting  to  report,  that  it  would 
be  better  to  do  so  direct  to  the  P.A.T.A.  than  to  publish  the 
information,  as  publication  is  calculated  to  give  rise  to  need- 
less uneasiness  in  a  district  ?

Sir, — While  endorsing  the  schemes  advocated  by  your 
correspondents,  why  not  also  have  a  circular  stating  in  clear 
language  (to  the  public)  the  truth  about  unqualified  com- 
panies?

The  same  circular,  hand-bill,  poster,  or  even  an 
announcement  in  the  daily  Press  to  be  used  by  every 
chemist  in  business  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  place  of 
those  now  used  advertising  other  people's  nostrums.  Why 
also  should  not  the  various  Associations  petition  to  the  Privy 


Council  asking  for  immediate  legislation  ?  The  usurpation 
of  our  title  by  bogus  companies  will  soon  become,  if  it  is 
not  now,  a  public  danger,  and  this  alone  is  a  sufficient 
justification  for  such  a  procedure.

Mr.  Michael  Carteighe. 
Sir, — The  following  is  from  "Xrayser":  "Mr.  Car- 
teighe is  one  of  the  most  valuable  assets  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  in  the  eyes  of  a  solid  mass  of  the  voters'."  There  is 
no  man  in  the  pharmaceutical  world  for  whom  I  have  greater 
respect  than  I  have  for  "  Xrayser,"  and  I  may  also  say  that 
I  have  absolutely  no  personal  feeling  against  Mr.  Carteighe.

The  extravagance  of  the  statement  itself  carries  its  own  refutation,  bat 
it  has  been  felt  advisable  to  apply  to  The  Tmes  office  direct  for  specific 
repudiation,  and  that  has  been  courteously  accorded  in  the  following: —

"The  Editor  desires  me  to  thank  you  for  calling  his  attention  to 
"  the  statement  which  you  quote  from  an  advertisement  now  being

'THAT   STATEMENT    IS    NOT   CORRECT.  ' 

*'Tk4  Times  has  made 

-NO    INDEPENDENT  INVESTIGATION 

"of  the  kind  suggested,  and  no  estimate  of  the  amount  saved,"  &c,  &c 
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Carteighe  has  done  for  pharmacy.  I  do  not  for  a  minute 
mean  to  imply  that  he  has  done  nothing.  I  know  quite  well 
that  his  page  is  hot  a  blank.  Let  us  have  all  he  has  done 
before  us  in  brief  form,  so  that  we  may  judge  of  the  quality 
of  his  work,  and  set  it  alongside  all  he  has  not  done.  This 
is  fair  on  all  sides.  Mr.  Boot  has  recently  made  much  of 
the  -  fact  that  for  twenty  long  years  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  took  no  steps  to  heal  the  breach  made  in  our  Acts  by 
the  House  of  Lords  decision  in  the  London  and  Provincial 
Supply  Association  case.  As  Mr.  Carteighe  was,  during 
most  of  that  time,  President,  we  have  a  right  to  ask  him  to 
explain.  Those  of  us  who  have  taken  up  this  fight,  in  one 
way  or  another  now,  constantly  find  ourselves  confronted 
with  the  evil  effects  of  this  long  period  of  inaction.  At  the 
beginning  of  that  period  the  case  was  comparatively  simple, 
whereas" it"  is  now,  as  a  result  of  long  inaction,  almost  hope- 
less. Some  of  the  Lords  who  gave  the  decision  were  sympa- 
thetic, and  would  probably  have  helped  on  an  amending  Act, 
and  the  company  fiend  had  not  then  got  the  hold  on  this 
country  it  has  now.  I  do  not  see  any  sense  in  writers  keep- 
ing on  belauding  any  man  who  slept  through  that  long 
period  of  inaction  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  It  is  not  as  if 
chemists  were  not  wide  awake  now.  They  see  all  these 
things  well  enough,  and  are  quite  able  to  form  opinions  re- 
garding men  and  their  actions  without  help.  It  is  not  in  the 
interest  of  any  institution  that  any  one  man  be  held  up  to 
admiration,  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  his  work  entitles 
him  to  this.  I  do  not  say  that  Mr.  Carteighe's  work  does 
not  entitle  him  to  laudation,  but  I  do  wish  to  know  what 
work  he  has  done.  It  is  not  time  to  praise  anybody  yet, 
and  the  assets  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  not  worth 
adding  up.  Let  us  wait  until  the  fight  is  over,  then  we  will 
think  about  the  distribution  of  laurels.  Meantime,  we  are 
only  commencing  a  fight  which  ought  to  have  been  finished 
twenty  years  ago.

Those  Shillings  that  "  Commercial  Traveller  "  wants  will 
take  a  long  time  in  the  getting.  One  has  come  to  us  from 
"  An  Old  Jesse-ite,"  and  we  have  returned  it  with  thanks. 

"The  Assistant's  Claim."- — Mr.  Edward  Rasselby,  the 
plaintiff  in  the  action  against  the  Sussex  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
reported  in  our  last  issue  (p.  795),  writes  stating  that  there 
was  no  cashier  in  the  shop  which  he  managed,  so  that  ho 
domurs  from  the  complaint  about  him  not  giving  cash  slips  to 
present  at  the  desk.  He  was  the  sole  person  in  the  shop, 
42  High  Street,. Hastings,  and  states  that  he  had  no  relief  for 
four  months,  and  never  agreed,  verbally  or  in  writing,  to  a 
week's  notice. 

Co-operative  Schemes. — Recent  letters  on  this  subject  in 
these  pages  have  been  turned  to  advantage  by  some  firms. 
One  engaged  in  toilet  preparations  manufacture  has  issued  a 
circular  offering  to  their  customers  a  half-share  in  their  manu- 
facturing profits,  to  bo  divided  amongst  them  proportionately. 
Those  who  think  of  joining  the  scheme  tell  how  much  they 
think  they  will  buy  in  the  course  of  a  year;  they  may  with- 
draw when  they  like.  The  scheme  is  apparently  still  un- 
developed, for  it  does  not  at  present  contain  any  provision  for 
setting  aside  and  securing  the  profits.  An  outside  committee 
to  confer  with  the  company's  board  and  accountants  is  spoken 
of,,  but  that  is  not  enough  in  a  profit-sharing  scheme.

— The  apparent  anomaly  between  the  B.P.  specific 
gravity  (1.058)  and  that  of  Pcrkin  and  Kipping  (1.080)  is  duo 
to  the  difference  in  temperature  at  which  the  determinations 
were  made.  The  B.P.  sp.  gr.  is  taken  from  the  calculations  of 
Mohr,  which  were  done  at  15°  C.  These  were,  however, 're- 
peated by  Oudemanns  at  the  same  temperature  with  different 
results.  Oudemann  states  that  Mohr's  acid  contained  5  per 
cent,  of  water,  but  A.  H.  Allen  has  thrown  doubts  on  some  of 
Oudemann's  figures.  As  you  are  probably  aware,  there  is  a 
curious  variation  in  the  density  of  acetic  acid,  by  which  43  per 
cent,  acid  is  of  the  same  sp.  g-r.  as  100  per  cent,  acid  (1.055^, 
and  it  is  this  behaviour  of  the  acid  on  dilution  that  compli 
cates  matters,  and  makes  sp.  gr.  as  a  test  of  strength  untrust- 
worthy. (2)  Whether  melboracis  for  retail  sale  must  be  com- 
pounded according  to  tho  B.P.  depends  upon  whether  a 
separate  standard  could  be  proved.   We  think  it  could. 

Laundry  (209/63).— Laundry-blue  non-poisonous  :  id 
soluble. — The  variety  of  washing-blue  free  from  oxalic  acid 
is  prepared  from  aniline  colours,  the  cotton  blues  bein<r  suit- 
able. The  aniline  dyes  are  generally  sold  for  laundry  pur- 
poses in  solution,  but  a  solid  form  is  made  by  diluting  with 
sodium  sulphate  and  massing  with  tragacanth  mucilage. 

Vet.  (214/8). — The  Cattle-embrocation  which  is  credited 
with  almost  universal  healing  powers  is  a  homely  mixture  of 
nitre  and  vinegar  to  which  some  aloes  has  been  added.  We 
have  not  attempted  quantitative  tests,  but  should  estimate  the 
nitre  at  not  more  than  2  dr.  to  the  pint  of  embrocation. 

Zeta  (254/35). — Toilet  Lanoline  Cream.— The  following  is 
from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  and  makes  a  nice  product :

Jena  (206/14). — Tho  freedom  from  water  and  sp.  gr.  of  the 
sample  of  benzine  would  be  the  best  tests  of  its  purity. 

L.  B.  -V.  (190/47).— Wo  have  not  been  able  to  find  a  book 
dealing  with  the  manufacture  of  mustard.  Thorpe's  "  Dic- 
tionary of  Applied  Chemistry  "  has  only  a  few  words  on  the 
subject. 

Milo  (224/14). — (1)  The  Ointment  possessed  of  splendid 
healing-powers  is  made  by  melting  together  soap  plaster  (1), 
lead  plaster  (1),  and  vaseline  (1£).  Ointments  of  similar  com- 
position have  been  in  use  for  a  number  of  years,  lead  plaster 
diluted  with  lard  being  an  application  with  an  antiquity  of 
hundreds  of  years.  (2)  Mallenders,  an  eczematous  eruption  at 
the  back  of  the  knee-joint  in  cattle,  is  not  easy  to  treat  satis- 
factorily. The  most  successful  application  is  ung.  hydrarg. 
ammon.  or  ung.  hydrarg.  oleatis  (10  per  cent.).  Tho  diet 
should  be  changed  and  a  mild  laxative  ball  given,  followed  by 
tonic  diuretic  medicines. 

Beta  (187/43).— Tender  Feet.— Bathing  with  hot  alum- 
water  tends  to  harden  the  feet,  and  you  might  try  the  effect  of 
a  pair  of  Hogyes'  asbestos  socks. 

D.  S.  B.  (221/1).— Decay  in  Sandstone.— Wo  are  not 
acquainted  with  any  literature  on  this  subject,  but  will  keep 
your  requirements  before  us.  You  will  remember  that  tho 
stone  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament  was  treated  with  water- 
glass  to  prevent  tho  disintegrating  effect  of  the  atmosphere 
on  the  stone.  Recently  the  Hotel  Cecil  has  had  its  stone- 
work cleaned  by  a  sandblast,  and  then  the  surface  was  heated 
and  rubbed  with  paraffin  wax  to  preserve  it. 

L.  A.  W.  (189/29). — Bfnzoated  Almond  Oil  emulsifies 
readily  with  borax  solution,  and  is  a  suitable  ingredient  in  a 
toilet-cream. 

/.  W.  (204/55). — You  keep  us  in  the  dark  as  to  what  purpose 
the  liquid  with  a  milky  appearance  is  to  be  used  for.  How 
would  a  solution  of  powdered  milk  do  ? 

Turps  (180/32). — The  soap  in  furniture-paste  is  supposed  to 
exercise  a  restraining  influence  on  the  evaporation  of  the  tur- 
pentine. The  tins  should  have  tight-fitting  lids,  and  the  joint 
should  be  filled  with  paraffin  wax.

THE  business  tone  in  drugs  and  chemicals  continues  very 
flat,  and  there  are  few  important  changes  in  prices  to 
note.  The  features  of  the  week  are  the  advance  in.  tur- 
pentine and  Japanese  wax ;  the  former  article  is  now  practi- 
cally in  the  hands  of  a  syndicate,  who  are  rapidly  driving 
up  the  price.  Cream  of  tartar  is  a  shade  easier,  tartaric  and 
citric  acids  being  unaltered.  Lemon  oil  is  firmer  in  Messina, 
and  cod-liver  oil  is  perhaps  not  so  weak  as  it  was,  Norwegian 
refiners  in  some  instances  having  advanced  their  prices. 
Jamaica  ginger  has  again  advanced,  and  Cochin  appears 
tending  that  way  also.  Copper  sulphate  is  easier,  and 
quinine  is  neglected.  Opium  has  shown  an  improved 
demand.

The  state  of  the  fishing  at  Finmarken  continues  unaltered, 
showing  varying  quantities,  and  there  is  a  good  demand  for 
finest  medicinal  oil,  dealers  now  asking  70^.  f.o.b.  Bergen. 

New  York,  May  25  :— The  market  tone  is  quiet.  Opium 
has  developed  a  firmer  feeling  and  is  now  quoted  at  Jf2.90 
per  lb.  for  druggists'  in  case  lots.  Quinine  sulphate  is  dull 
of  sale  at  20c.  per  cz..  and  medicinal  cod-liver  oil  is  weak 
at  $24  per  barrel  for  Norwegian.  Oil  of  peppermint  in  bulk 
is  easy  at  c2.70  per  lb.,  and  Japanese  wax  has  been  advanced 
by  10r.  per  lb.

Heavy  Chemicals.

Camphor. 

According  to  the  report  of  Mr.  G.  Barclay,  Secretary  to 
H.M.  Legation  at  Tokio.  the  exports  of  camrhor  last  year 
showed  a  decline  in  quantity  of  21  per  cent. — 1,870  tons  against 
2.372  tons.  The  falling-off  in  value,  323,000/.  against  361,000/., 
is  not  so  heavy,  prices  having  ruled  high,  owing  to  a  shortago 
in  the  Formosa  supply,  due  to  merely  temporary  causes.  At 
the  time  of  writing  (March  10)  Mr.  Barclay  predicted  a 
further  advance  in  tho  price,  a  condition  which,  he  says, 
may  stimulate  further  researches  into  artificial  camphor. 
The  natural  product,  however,  is  not  seriouslv  threatened  by 
its  artificial  competitor  in  its  present  form.  The  disappoint- 
ing outnut  from  Japan  proper  is  duo  to  the  too  early  cutting 
of  the  branches  in  the  past.  Experiments  in  distilling  from 
the  leaves  only  are  now  in  progress,  and  tho  output  will 
probably  be  larger  for  the  current  year. 

Zanzibar  Cloves. 

A  report  of  the  British  Vice-Consul  at  Pemba  states  that 
the  output  of  cloves  last  year  amounted  to  14,447,600  lbs.,  the 
largest  yield  on  record,  compared  with  5,532,700  lbs.  and 
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7,462,300  lbs.  in  1903  and  1902  respectively.  This  bountiful 
harvest  and  the  good  prices  realised  locally  proved  fortunate 
for  everybody  connected  with  the  industry,  and  the  imports 
of  piece-goods  and  other  European  products  more  than 
doubled.  Indeed,  the  Consul  during  his  experience  of  Pemba 
has  not  before  known  a  season  of  such  prosperity  for  all 
classes  throughout  the  island  as  that  of  1904.  The  class,  how- 
ever, which  derived  most  benefit  from  the  crop  was  the 
British  Indian  community.  Controlling  entirely,  as  they  do, 
both  the  import  and  export  trade  of  the  island,  these  middle- 
men secured  for  themselves  profits  upon  the  purchase  of 
cloves,  and  also  upon  the  sale  of  all  items  of  import.  The 
Consul  gives  us  some  highly  interesting  information  about 
clove-picking  in  Pemba,  and  a  feature  last  year  was  the  ex- 
periment of  recruiting  mainland  labour,  which  proved  entirely 
successful,  over  500  natives  being  brought  to  the  island,  by 
arrangement  with  the  Commissioner  for  British  East  Africa, 
under  a  contract  for  a  term  of  three  months.  This  fact,  and 
the  high  prices  offered  by  the  Arabs,  appears  to  have  stimu- 
lated labour  in  all  directions,  thus  ensuring  the  success  of  the 
harvest.  Practically  all  able-bodied  natives  in  Pemba  took 
up  clove-picking,  and  even  masons,  carpenters,  blacksmiths, 
and  others  abandoned  their  respective  trades  during  the  three 
months  of  the  harvest  and  devoted  themselves  solely  to  clove- 
picking. 

Newfoundland  Cod-iiver  Oil. 

In  the  course  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Newfoundland 
Department  of  Fisheries  for  1904  it  is  stated  that  "  the  high 
price  obtained  for  refined  oil  in  the  previous  season  induced 
many  'planters'  to  extend  their  business  in  this  direction. 
.  .  .  The  prices  obtained  were  normal.  Our  local  manufac- 
turers are  producing  a  high  and  satisfactory  grade  of  refined 
oil,  strongly  recommended  for  its  medicinal  qualities.  The 
livers  are  cleanly  handled,  the  oil  is  attractive  in  appearance, 
and  the  packages  are  made  and  shipped  in  the  latest  im- 
proved method."  The  exports  of  refined  cod-liver  oil  from 
Newfoundland  last  vear  show  a  considerable  increase  on  those 
of  1903,  being  191.403  gals.  ($482,792),  against  44,407  gals. 
($37,240).  Of  the  above  quantity  last  year,  the  United  King- 
dom received  102,935  gals.,  Canada  15,269  gals.,  the  United 
States  69,738  gals.,  and  "  other  countries "  3,461  gals.  In 
addition  3,331  tuns  of  common  cod  oil  were  exported,  of 
which  the  United  Kingdom  received  1,425  tuns,  the  U.S.A. 
1.554  tuns,  Canada  239  tuns,  and  "  other  countries  "  113  tuns. 
We  understand  the  Newfoundland  Government  is  taking  con- 
siderable interest  in  the  cod-liver  oil  industry,  and  has  agreed 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  exhibits  which  are  on  view  at  the 
Naval  and  Fisheries  Exhibition  now  being  held  at  "  Earl's 
Court.  With  regard  to  the  adulteration  of  cod-liver  oil,  it 
has  been  suggested  that  this  is  probably  carried  out  in  Liver- 
pool or  London,  as  the  fishermen  never  handle  'any  seal  or 
whale  oil,  it  being  all  rendered  out  at  special  centres  in  large 
factories.  Moreover,  exports  of  codfish  during  1904  were 
1,360,373  quintals  (1  =  112  lbs.),  whereas  the  inferior  species, 
such  as  haddock,  hake,  etc.,  amounted  only  to  848  quintals 
altogether,  and  these  fish  are  caught  almost  exclusively  in 
the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  on  the  west  coast,  and  the  cod- 
liver  oil  is  almost  all  manufactured  on  the  eastern  side  of  the 
island.

Arrowroot. — At  auction  St.  Vincent  partly  sold  at  from 
l|fZ.  to  2d.  per  lb.  for  good  manufacturing. 

Asafetida. — The  exports  of  asafetida  from  Khorassan 
via  Bunder  Abbas  during  the  period  March  21.  1903,  to 
March  20,  1904,  amounted  to  32,500  lbs.,  valued  at  545/. 
It  went  chiefly  to  India  and  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
figures  for  previous  years  are  not  recorded. 

Camphor. — The  principal  inquiry  continues  for  \-oi. 
Japanese  refined  tablets,  which  are  scarce  on  the  spot  and 
for  which  3s.  has  been  paid.  3-oz.  size  is  quoted  2s.  lid., 
and  1-oz.  2s.  lOd.  per  lb. 

Cinchona. — The  stock  in  first-hands  at  Amsterdam  on 
May  18  consisted  of  3,694  packages  of  Government  bark 
and  9,936  packages  of  private  bark,  including  the  quantity, 
to  be  offered  in  auction  on  June  8 — viz.,  8,606  packages 
weighing  792,224  kilos.  In  the  drug  auctions  a  good  selection  of 
Loxa  bark  was  offered,  and,  being  held  for  firm  pricos,  only 
part  was  disposed  of  at  9c/.  to  9^d.  per  lb.  for  fair  Loxa  quill, 
and  8d.  for  good  bright  Huanuco  quill,  and  for  24  serons 
from  another  catalogue  from  6-^d.  to  8d.  was  paid.  Of

Especially  in  the  Eastern  places  the  catch  was 
very  fair,  arid  large  masses  of  fish  are  reported  to  be  under 
the  coast  there,  but  as  the  length  of  the  stay  of  the  fish  is 
always  uncertain  at  Finmarken,  it  is  impossible  to  state  what 
the  future  course  of  the  fishing  will  be  like  :  last  year  it  lasted 
during  the  whole  month  of  June.  The  total  output  of  our 
cod-fishing  up  to  date  is  now  as  follows  :

East  Indian  was  sparsely  represented  and 
firmly  held.  Fair  pale  bleached  Calcutta  was  held  at  7?.  10c. 
per  cwt.,  which  is  the  price  asked  privately,  and  a  bid  of  7?. 
was  refused  in  auction. 


Consular  Counsel. 


Bilbao. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Bilbao  says  in  his  report  for  1904  that  in 
the  past  a  tax  upon  the  manufacture  of  alcohol  alone  existed, 
but  a  new  law  has  recently  come  into  operation,  imposing  a 
duty  upon  the  production  and  sale  of  alcohol,  from  which  it 
is  expected  to  gather  a  revenue  of  from  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  million  pesetas  per  annum.  As  the  outcome  of  this, 
many  of  the  small  distilleries  have  closed,  while  the  large 
manufacturers  have  formed  a  trust,  particulars  of  which 
have  already  been  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  Mr.  Wood  further 
remarks  that  the  most  important  resin  company  in  Spain  is 
registered  in  Bilbao  under  the  name  of  "La  Union  Resinera 
Espanola."  It  is  leasing  and  purchasing  a  great  many  pine- 
tree  plantations  in  Spain,  and  the  total  number  of  trees 
worked  by  the  company  during  1904  amounted  to  6,278,485, 
which  yielded  14,722  tons  of  resin. 

Nicaragua. 

The  leading  position  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  the  importation  of  drugs  is  partly  due  to  the  facilities 
of  shipment;  an  infinite  number  of  American  patent  medi- 
cines are  to  be  seen  not  only  in  drug-shops,  but  also  in 
most  of  the  stores  of  general  merchandise.  British  embro- 
cations for  horses  and  cattle  would  be  of  considerable  use 
in  the  country,  but  are  entirely  unknown.  The  greater 
part  of  the  ordinary  soap  used  in  Nicaragua  comes  from 
the  United  Kingdom,  but  the  imports  have  of  late  years 
been  much  reduced  owing  to  the  establishment  of  several 
native  soap- factories  that  turn  out  a  fairly  good  article; 
and  as  the  materials  are  admitted  duty-free,  they  are  able 
to  compete  successfully  in  prices  with  the  foreign  soap. 

Venice. 

About  23,000  tons  of  caustic  soda  and  potash,  870  tons  of 
carbonate  of  potash,  and  22.000  tons  of  carbonate  of  soda 
are  yearly  imported  into  Italy,  to  the  value  of  over 
7,000,000  fr.  (280,000?.).  Several  attempts  have  been  made 
to  manufacture  these  alkalies  in  Italy.  A  factory  was 
opened  for  the  manufacture  of  carbonate  of  soda  according 
to  the  Leblanc  system,  but  owing  to  the  great  consumption 
of  coal  it  had  to  be  closed.  An  attempt  was  also  made  to 
manufacture  the  alkalies  by  the  Solvay  method,  but  it  also 
failed.  Recently  some  new  works  have  been  started  for 
manufacturing  these  products  by  the  electrolytic  process, 
but  the  British  Consul  at  Venice  is  unable  to  say  whether 
these  attempts  were  successful. 


The  "  Commonwealth  of  Australia  Gazette "  of  April  15 
announces  that  tenders  endorsed  "  Tender  for  Sulphate  of 
Coppor,"  will  be  received  by  registered  post  at  the  office  of  the 
Secretary,  Postmaster-General's  Department,  51  Spring 
Street,  Molboume,  up  to  noon  on  July  17,  1905,  for  tho  supply 
of  about  138  tons  of  sulphate  of  copper  for  tho  use  of  the 
Postmaster-General's  Department.  The  sulphate  of  copper 
must  consist  of  clean  crystals,  free  from  dust.  Tho  crystals 
must  pass  through  a  |-inoh  mesh,  but  not  through  a  4-inch 
mesh,  must  contain  25  per  cent,  of  metallic  copper,  and  be 
free  from  iron,  zinc,  or  other  impurities.  They  must  be  packed 
in  strong  sound  kegs,  or  in  strong  now  cases,  free  from  stains, 
which  will  contain  56  lb.  or  112  lbs.,  as  required.  Second-hand 
or  repaired  cases  or  casks  will  not  be  accepted. 
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Snfcmetrial  Hlcobol. 

Some  Observations  by  an  Expert. 


AMONG  the  mass  of  evidence  taken  before  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Industrial  Alcohol,  there  are  no 
doubt  many  points  of  great  interest  to  the  chemical-trade ; 
but  if  one  fact  touches  more  than  any  other  the  root  of  the 
whole  question,  it  is  that  we  have  learned  now,  on  the 
authority  of  one  of  the  leading  distillers  in  the  Kingdom 
(question  5161/62),  that — 

With  equal  conditions  we  can  produce  spirit  from  the 
grain  (under  normal  conditions)  as  cheaply  as  Germany  can 
from  their  materials  under  normal  conditions.  Excise  re- 
strictions apart,  with  material,  plant,  machinery,  and  so  on, 
on  equal  terms,  we  can  produce  spirit  cheaper  than  they  can. 

Now,  if  spirit  can  be  produced  in  this  country  cheaper  than 
elsewhere,  how  is  it  that  the  manufacturing  chemists  cannot 
have  the  benefit  thereof?  and  why  should  we  pay  2s.  to 
2s.  6d.  for  methylated  spirit  if  the  same  can  be  had  in 
Germany  on  an  average  at  Is.  per  liquid  gallon  ?  In  their 
general  conclusion  the  Committee  give  us  a  few  points,  one 
of  which  reads  as  follows  : 

In  respect  of  price,  the  cost  of  mineralised  methylated 

spirit  is  enhanced  by  some  40  per  cent,  by  reason  of  measures 

necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  revenue. 

Surely  the  revenue  authorities  can  suggest  measures  to 
protect  the  revenue,  without  enhancing  the  cost  of  a  neces- 
sary raw  material  like  spirit  by  40  per  cent.  In  fact,  the 
value  of  the  spirit  appears  to  be  about  Is.  4c/.  per  bulk  gallon 
64  o.p.,  this  price  including  already  3c? .  per  proof  gal. 
(  =  about  5c?.  per  bulk  gallon)  for  charges  on  account  of  Excise 
restrictions  ;  the  cost  of  naphtha  and  methylation,  etc.,  adds 
at  least  2d.  to  3d.  per  bulk  gallon,  so  we  see  a  prime  cost  of 
ll^rf.  per  bulk  gallon  worked  up  to  Is.  6d.  or  Is.  Id. — say. 
50  per  cent,  on  prime  cost — in  order  to  protect  the  revenue  ! 
The  Committee  further  propose  that 

The  regulations  in  regard  to  distribution  might  be  ap- 
preciably relaxed,  etc. 

This  is  no  doubt  of  great  importance  to  chemists  in 
general,  especially  to  those  whose  business  is  situated  in  a 
country  town  or  village  where  gas  or  electricity  is  expensive, 
or  not  to  be  had  at  all ;  in  such  places  it  is  conceivable  that  a 
good  trade  might  be  built  up  by  introducing  the  methylated 
spirit  for  domestic,  and  perhaps  lighting,  purposes.  We 
know  that  the  methylated  spirit  from  oilshops  for  some 
reason  or  other  is  very  rarely  of  the  desired  strength,  while 
that  sold  by  the  chemist  is  rightly  considered  to  be  more 
reliable  in  that  respect.  With  relaxed  regulations  and 
reduced  expenses  for  licence,  no  chemist  should  be  without 
a  licence  for  distributing  methylated  spirit. 

Coming  to  spirit  used  for  industrial  purposes,  the  Com- 
mittee seem  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Finance  Act.  1902,  but  of  course  the  evil  lies  deeper. 
If  we  are  to  have  cheaper  spirit,  we  must  allow  the  distiller 
to  work  under  the  best  possible  conditions,  subject,  of 
course,  to  the  safeguarding  of  the  revenue,  and  in  this 
respect  it  would  appear  that  the  Committee  have  simply 
passed  over  the  cardinal  point  which  really  is  the  cause  of  the 
high  price  of  spirit,  and  that  is  the  difficulties  under  which 
our  distillers  work  through  the  Excise  restrictions.  We 
must  all  admit  that  the  difficulties  of  removing  those  restric- 
tions are  many,  but  some  way  must  be  found  out  of  that  if 
we  are  to  have  really  cheap  spirit. 

To  the  lay  mind  it  seems  immaterial  whether  the  operation 
of  brewing  and  distilling  be  carried  on  at  the  same  time  or 
not,  whether  the  stills  should  be  worked  only  on  certain 
days  or  continuously.  So  long  as  the  distillery  buildings 
are  isolated  and  under  absolute  control  of  Excise  officers, 
there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  why  the  distiller  should 
not  have  the  utmost  liberty  to  work  his  plant  as  suits  him 
best;  and  why  should  not  rectifying  operations  be  allowed 
to  be  carried  on  in  bond  ?  It  seems  such  utter  waste  of 
money  to  rectify  spirit  on  which  the  duty  of  lis.  or  lis.  6d . 
per  proof  gal.  has  already  been  paid. 

The  manufacture  of  yeast,  which  of  late  years  has  made 
such  rapid  progress  in  the  United  Kingdom",  will  no  doubt 
further  increase  the  production  of  spirit,  and  if  facilities 
were  to  be  given  to  such  distillers  to  turn  their  spirit  im- 


mediately into  methylated  spirit,  much  expense  and  labour 
might  be  saved,  and  no  doubt  in  this  direction  the  solution 
of  the  problem  of  cheap  methylated  spirit  is  to  be  found. 
The  distillers  of  molasses,  too,  should  have  special  facilities 
granted  if  they  would  undertake  to  manufacture  spirit  for 
immediate  methylation  only. 

To  return  to  the  general  conclusion  of  the  Alcohol  Com- 
mittee, we  read  under  the  heading  (3) 

That  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  bounty  is  undesirable, 
etc. 

But  all  the  same  in  paragraph  40  they  recommend  that 

An  allowance  be  granted  to  all  industrial  spirit  at  the 
rate  prevailing  for  the  allowance  to  British  plain  spirit  on 
export. 

This  recommendation  has  too  much  the  appearance  of  a  dole 
to  a  decrepit  industry,  and  should  be  avoided  if  possible. 
There  is  no  need  for  preferential  treatment,  considering 
that  the  same  end  can  be  achieved  by  placing  the  British 
distiller  on  the  same  footing  as  his  foreign  rival  in  the  way  of 
Excise  restrictions. 

If  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  should  succeed  in 
getting  Parliament  to  pass  the  Committee's  suggestions,  the 
trade  could  never  be  sure  whether  the  next  Parliament  would 
be  inclined  to  continue  the  dole ;  while  if  once  the  distillers, 
emancipated  from  the  restrictions,  can  go  full  steam  ahead, 
then  only  shall  we  have  spirit  as  cheap  as  any  other  country 
can  boast  of,  if  not  cheaper. 

The  West  Indian  distillers  are  already  in  arms  against 
the  surtax  of  4c?.  or  5d.  per  proof  gal.,  and  the  Melbourne 
correspondent  of  the  "  Wine  and  Spirit  Trade  Record  "  says, 
in  his  letter  of  March  22.  that  before  the  Australian  Tariff 
Committee  it  was  claimed  that  a  countervailing  duty  should 
be  charged  on  importation  of  British  spirits  into  Australia, 
in  order  to  place  the  Australian  distiller  on  the  same  footing 
as  his  British  colleague,  who  benefits  to  the  extent  of  2d.  or 
4c?.  per  proof  gal.  on  exportation  of  British  spirits  (they 
had  before  them  the  British  tariff  of  1902  :  the  allowances 
were  increased  to  3c? .  and  5c?.  in  1903).  It  would  be  a  hard 
blow  for  the  British  distillers  if  United  Australia  were  to 
impose  a  surtax  on  British  spirits,  and  let  us  hope  our 
Government  will  not  be  slow  to  take  heed  of  these  warnings. 

Now  let  us  examine  Appendix  I.,  giving  us  details  of  how 
the  surtax  and  the  consequent  allowances  are  arrived  at. 
To  begin  with,  the  table  shows  :

To  begin  with,  there  is  no  duty  on  grain,  so  the  %d.  for 
No.  1  should  come  off,  leaving  2±d.  ;  No.  2  and  No.  3  are  no 
doubt  to  a  certain  extent  avoidable,  but  anyhow  they  are 
imposed  by  the  Excise,  and  unless  other  arrangements  are 
made  the  distiller  is  entitled  to  some  allowance  in  those 
respects.  As  to  No.  4,  it  would  appear  that  the  old  allow- 
ance of  1860— viz..  Id.  per  proof  gal.— is  rather  above  the 
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mark  to-day,  considering  the  improvements  in  plant  since 
then;  the  Committee  might,  indeed,  have  induced  some  dis- 
tiller or  the  Excise  officers  to  explain  the  contention  that  the 
distiller  has  more  than  five-pennyworth  of  restrictions 
(5147) ! 

It  seems  hardly  credible  that  the  Committee  were 
satisfied  to  get  on  cardinal  points,  as  these  Excise  restric- 
tions and  the  surtax  undoubtedly  are,  a  table  of  rates  con- 
sidered admissible  by  "this  Department  in  1866" — i.e., 
forty  years  ago — followed  by  some  weak  explanations  which 
go  far  to  show  that  no  one  ever  took  the  trouble  to  sift  the 
matter  thoroughly,  but  distillers  and  Excise  agreed  to  "  a 
compromise  "  to  the  lasting  disadvantage  of  the  chemical- 
industry  of  this  country.  Not  only  continental  countries, 
the  United  States  too  are  waking  up  to  the  importance  of 
cheap  industrial  alcohol.  May  our  leading  men  be  well 
advised  this  time  and  improve  the  1860  and  1866  rates  out  of 
existence  so  that  we  may  get  cheap  industrial  alcohol.

REX  BLANCHFORD,  chemist  and  optician,  34  Hill 
Rise  and  84  Sheen  Road,  has  recently  completed  altera- 
tions in  his  shop-front  at  the  former  address,  which  makes 
it  one  of  the  smartest  in  the  district. 
To  adapt  old  premises  to  modern  re- 
quirements is  not  an  easy  matter.  In 
this  case  the  desideratum  was  to 
departmentalise  the  optical  and  phar- 
maceutical sides  of  the  business.  The 
smaller  window,  which  is  devoted  to 
optical  and  photographic  goods,  has  a 
unique  effect  on  account  of  the  bold 
circular  return,  while  the  larger  win- 
dow allows  of  a  wide  and  varied  dis- 
play of  pharmaceutical  goods.  The 
front,  which  is  from  Mr.  Blanchford's 
own  design  and  of  local  workmanship, 
is  made  of  polished  mahogany,  the 
lower  part  glazed  with  polished  plate 
and  the  upper  part  with  leaded  glass, 
inserted  in  which  are  stained-glass  re- 
presentations of  a  pestle  and  mortar, 
retort  and  receiver,  and  human  eye, 
while  the  fanlight  contains  an  artistic 
production  of  a  phoenix  rising  from  its 
bed  of  fire,  the  words  "  Chemist "  and 
"  Optician  "  being  burnt  in  in  "  blob  " 
gold  work.  A  feature  of  the  work  is 
the  use  made  of  mosaic  and  majolica 
tile,  which  has  been  made  into  a  taste- 
ful and  permanent  advertisement.  The 
shop-door  and  lobby  present  a  hand- 
some appearance,  the  former  being 
hung  with  a  single-action  spring  centre 

with  silent  check  (Adams'  patent).  A  novel  feature  con- 
forming to  pharmaceutical  environment  is  the  carving  of  the 
ornamental  brackets,  coping-stone,  etc.,  with  poppy-flowers. 
The  whole  window  is  surmounted  by  a  bold  incised  gilt 
fascia.  The  interior  of  the  pharmacy  has  been  entirely  re- 
decorated, the  cornices,  pilasters,  etc.,  being  picked  out  in 
white  and  gold.  Special  rooms  are  devoted  to  optical  goods 
and  sight-testing.

The  Dispensaey,  Ltd.,  Kuala  Lumpur,  Selangor,  is  now 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  L.  W.  Hills. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  under  consideration  the 
selection  of  an  officer  for  the  post  of  agricultural  chemist  for 
the  Bombay  Presidency. 

Mb.  A.  H.  Wilson,  assistant  to  Messrs.  E.  Plomer  & 
Co.,  Simla,  has  been  a  patient  at  the  Pasteur  Institute, 
Kasauli,  having  been  bitten  by  a  dog  suspected  of  rabies. 

Messrs.  Graham  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Penang,  have  acquired 
the  business  of  the  Ipoh  Dispensary  carried  on  for  a  great 
number  of  years  by  Mr.  A.  Oldfield,  who  is  retiring  and 
returning  to  Europe. 

Mr.  S.  W.  Wolfe,  principal  representative  in  the  East 
for  the  Dr.  Williams'  Medicine  Co.,  is  visiting  Ceylon  in  the 
interests  of  Pink  Pills.  It  might  be  supposed  that  Pale 
people  were  at  a  discount  in  Ceylon. 

Opium  for  the  Far  East. — The  s.s.  Dwpleix,  which 
arrived  at  Colombo  on  April  19  from  Calcutta,  via  Pondi- 
cherry,  carried  200  cases  of  opium  for  transhipment  to 
Hong-Kong,  and  twenty  cases  for  Shanghai. 

The  Straits  Poisons  Bill  was  read  a  third  time  by  the 
Legislative  Council  and  became  law  on  April  14.  It  is 
gazetted  to  come  into  force  on  July  1.  The  suggested  book 
to  be  kept  has  been  omitted,  but  will  be  dealt  with  later 
by  an  Order  in  Council. 

The  New  Opium-farmers  of  Siam  have  made  several 
large  seizures  of  smuggled  opium.  In  two  of  the  cases 
twenty  kerosine-tins  were  found  full  of  illicit  opium,  the 
total  weight  being  about  16,000  tahils  (1  tahil  =  1£  oz.  Av.) 
and  the  estimated  value  7,0001. 

Business  Changes. — Messrs.  Badham,  Pile  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
tailors  and  chemists,  Secunderabad,  are  shortly  to  close 
the  drug-department  of  their  business. — Messrs.  Fitch  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists  and  general  merchants,  Mussoorie,  are 
to  open  a  branch  at  Dehra  Dun  this  winter. 

Simple  Simla. — A  correspondent  in  Simla  sends  us  a 
couple  of  naive  requests  in  writing  which  he  had  handed  to 
him  over  the  counter  recently.  The  first  asks  for  ' '  one 
packet  of  Babing  powder  and  one  packet  of  cream  of  tartar." 
and  the  other  calls  for  "  a  yard  of  rubber  and  a  '  Virginia' 
syringe  to  attach  to  a  douche-can." 

The  Chemical  Examiner  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  Provinces  recommends  the  use  of  chlorinated  lime 
as  a  very  effective  disinfectant  for  wells,  etc.  Experiments 
have  shown  that  the  addition  of  6  oz.  of  chlorinated  lime 
(containing  not  less  than  20  per  cent,  available  chlorine)  to 
every  thousand  gallons  of  water  killed  all  cholera  and  enteric 
microbes,  and  that  the  chlorine,  etc.,  remaining  was  so  small 
as  to  be  harmless  to  men  and  animals. 

The  Tata  Institute. — The  Thakor  Sahib  of  Gondal  State, 
Bombay  Presidency,  has  signified  to  Government  his  wil- 
lingness to  contribute  five  lakhs  towards  the  building, 
and  Rs.  35,000  annually  for  the  maintenance,  of  this 
Institute,  with  a  free  site  of  300  acres,  provided  the  Institute 
is  located  in  Gondal.  These  terms  are  more  favourable 
than  those  offered  by  the  Mysore  Government  for  locating 
the  Institute  in  Bangalore,  but  Gondal  is  generally  regarded 
as  an  impossible  location. 

The  Straits  Morphine  Ordinance. — In  connection  with 
the  enforcement  of  the  new  Morphine  Ordinance  in  the 
Straits  Settlements,  hardly  a  week  passes  without  a  number 
of  Chinamen  being  brought  before  the  local  Magistrates 
either  on  the  charge  of  being  in  possession  of  more  than 
5  grains  of  morphine,  or  of  a  syringe  suitable  for  hypo- 
dermic injection.  There  is  no  doubt  a  large  amount  of 
morphine  is  smuggled  into  the  Straits  by  the  Chinamen 
themselves,  and  no  steps  are  taken  by  the  Customs  to  prevent 
it.  The  consequence  is  that  a  good  deal  of  odium  falls  on 
the  local  European  chemists.  Another  feature  of  the  ques- 
tion which  may  strike  some  as  being  curious,  if  not  amusing, 
is  that  Government  will  allow  John  the  luxurious  delights 
of  opium  by  means  of  chandu-smoking,  but  forbid  him  the 
same  pleasures  by  the  cleaner  and  better  method  of  mor- 
phine-injection. 


Dbath  of  a  Well-known  Bombay  Druggist. — The  death 
occurred  on  May  3  of  one  of  Bombay's  leading  native  drug- 
merchants,  Mr.  Vasunji  Amulack,  senior  partner  of  the  old- 
established  firm  of  Messrs.  Vasunji  Nathoo  &  Co.,  whole- 
sale and  retail  druggists,  111  and  113  Sheik  Memon  Street, 
Market.  Mr.  Vasunji  was  only  thirty-three  years  of  age, 
having  been  with  the  firm  since  boyhood.  He  leaves  a  son 
seven  years  old,  and  a  young  widow,  having  remarried  only 
two  months  previously.  His  death  cast  quite  a  gloom  over 
the  native  drug-bazaar,  where  he  was  a  much-esteemed  and 
popular  worker.  As  a  genial,  kindly  gentleman  he  will  be 
greatly  missed  by  all  Europeans  (travellers  and  others)  who 
came  in  contact  with  him.  The  firm  will  be  carried  on  by 
Messrs.  Jugjeewan  Sunderjee  and  Kanji  Geega. 

The  Choirboys'  Treat. — One  excursion  by  train  from 
Bombay  is  very  much  like  another,  but  the  merry  party 
wJhich  Mr.  Charles  W.  White  (Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.) 
took  out  to  Varsova  on  April  26  had  small  cause  to  regret 
the  spot  selected,  or  the  provision  of  good  things  brought 
together  for  their  delectation.  The  occasion  was  the  annual 
picnic  and  outing  to  which  Mr.  White  treats  the  chorister 
of  St.  Thomas's  Cathedral,  Bombay.  One  or  two  of  Mi. 
White's  friends  were  with  him  to  join  in  the  fun  and  help 
to  keep  the  youngsters  out  of  mischief,  and  a  small  army  of 
servants,  commanded  by  the  European  steward  of  Watson's 
Hotel,  had  charge  of  a  goodly  contingent  of  hampers  con- 
taining all  sorts  of  luxuries  to  sustain  the  never-flagging 
energies  of  the  boys.  A  delightful  day  was  spent  in  games 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  all  boys,  the  excursionists  returning 
to  Bombay  at  a  late  hour  in  the  evening. 

Port  Said  Prices. — The  manager  of  a  large  chemist's 
business  in  India  records  an  experience  of  his  recently  at 
Port  Said  which  should  prove  interesting  to  brothers  of  the 
pestle  at  home  who  are  grumbling  at  low  profits.  While  on 
a  voyage  homeward  last  year  his  wife  took  a  prescription  to 
be  dispensed  at  an  "  International  "  pharmacy.  The  chemist 
had  told  his  wife  that  the  cost  would  probably  be  three  or 
four  shillings  at  the  outside.  The  lady's  astonishment  was 
considerable  when  14s.  6d.  was  demanded.  She  complained 
of  the  excessive  price  and  pointed  out  that  the  prescrip- 
tion was  written  "For  Self,"  being  politely  told  that  the 
price  had  been  reduced  on  that  account.  There  was  nothing 
for  it,  therefore,  but  to  pay  up.  On  the  return  journey 
the  pharmacist  himself  took  the  prescription  this  time  to  the 
proprietor  with  a  request  that  he  might  be  told  the  cost  of 
dispensing,  "Seven  shillings,"  was  the  reply.  "Now 
look  here,"  said  our  friend,  "how  is  it  your  compounder 
charged  14s.  6d.  for  the  same  prescription  in  November 
last?"  "Impossible!"  The  prescription-book  was  re- 
ferred to  and  showed  "  14s.  6d."  in  the  margin  sure  enough. 
"Yes,  he  charged  you  7s.  6d.  too  much,"  admitted  the 
Internationalist,  "but  I  cannot  help  it  now;  we  have  so 
many  expenses  here  that  we  get  what  we  can  when  we  can." 
With  which  our  Indian  confrere  had  to  be  content. 

Dosing  the  Philippinos. — In  a  recent  issue  of  the 
"  Straits  Times"  a  story  is  told  of  an  army  surgeon  who 
was  seated  in  his  tent  at  Mindanao  one  morning,  when  a 
number  of  the  followers  of  the  Sultan  of  Pantar  cams 
hurrying  to  him,  saying  the  Sultan  was  dying  of  cholera. 
The  surgeon  diagnosed  the  case  from  their  reports  as  a 
well-nigh  hopeless  one,  but  he  hastily  made  up  six  powders, 
each  containing  i  grain  of  morphine  and  30  grains  of 
bismuth.  These  he  gave  to  the  emissaries,  telling  them 
to  give  the  Sultan  one  of  them  in  a  glass  of  boiled  water 
every  three  hours,  and  to  report  to  him  next  morning 
how  the  patient  was.  The  next  morning  the  surgeon  was 
surprised  to  see  the  Sultan  himself  walk  into  the  tent. 
Wan  and  weak  as  he  was,  he  had  come  some  eight  miles 
to  thank  the  surgeon  personally  for  having  saved  his  life, 
and  had  brought  with  him  one  of  his  subjects  who  spoke 
Spanish  well  enough  to  serve  as  an  interpreter.  It  was 
through  this  interpreter  that  the  surgeon  learned  how  his 
directions  had  been  followed.  First,  they  had  given  the 
entire  six  powders  to  the  Sultan  at  one  dose — a  full  grain 
of  morphine  and  180  grains  of  bismuth — and  then  had 
poured  a  tumblerful  of  boiling  water  into  him  every  three 
hours  afterward,  scalding  his  mouth  and  throat  so  that  he 
could  hardly  speak.  But  it  cured  him,  and  the  surgeon 
says  the  same  tieatment  cured  many  another  Moro  who 
would  probably  have  died  under  lesser  doses.

Kaffir  Medicines.— At  a  meeting  of  the  South  African 
Philosophical  Society,  held  in  Cape  Town  last  month,  Mr. 
U ti.  Juritz,  Government  analyst,  read  a  paper  on  South 
African  pharmacology.  Incidentally  he  said  the  aboriginal 
native  to-day  still  knows  more  about  the  value  of  some  in- 
digenous medicinal  plants  than  they  do,  and  the  only 
appreciation  they  showed  was  to  clap  the  Kaffir  into  prison 
it,  in  his  excessive  zeal,  he  gave  his  patient  too  large  a  dose 
and  so  killed  where  he  intended  to  cure.  For  over  fifteen 
years  a  Government  analytical  laboratory  had  been  in  exist- 
ence in  the  Colony,  but  even  that  institution  had  not  had 
the  opportunity  of  advancing  the  subject  much  further,  for 
the  investigations  of  the  Government  analysts  had  been 
limited  to  identifying  drugs  as  being  poisonous,  when  the 
over-zealous  Kaffir  doctor  had  been  indicted  for  culpable 
homicide.  The  plant  drugs  and  poisons  of  a  country  so  richly 
endowed  with  them  as  South  Africa  were  quite  of  sufficient 
importance  per  se  to  warrant  their  being  made  the  subject 
of  special  research,  under  the  auspices  of  the  State. 

Chemists'  Licences.— In  a  recent  comment  on  the  case 
reported  in  our  issue  of  April  15  (p.  572)  the  "  Cape  Argus  " 
hopes  that  at  some  stage  of  the  Traders'  Licensing  Bill  at 
present  before  the  Cape  Legislature  steps  will  be  taken  to 
relieve  the  chemists  of  the  Colony  of  the  disability  to 
which  they  are  subjected  by  the  decision  that  a  chemist's 
licence,  for  which  he  has  to  pay  51.,  does  not  allow  him  to 
deal  in  miscellaneous  articles,  for  which  he  must  take  out 
an  ordinary  trader's  licence.  There  have  been  communica- 
tions with  Government,  it  is  stated,  but  without  success. 
If  chemists,  particularly  in  country  places,  were  confined 
strictly  to  the  sale  of  drugs,  medicines,  and  chemicals,  there 
would  be  no  living  for  them,  they  say.  It  is  not  as  if  the 
chemist  (whose  education  costs  more  than  that  of  the 
trader  and  who  has  to  pass  an  examination)  were  tho- 
roughly protected  in  his  own  calling.  The  law  allows 
ordinary  storekeepers  to  sell  poisons,  photographic  chemi- 
cals, patent  medicines,  and  Dutch  medicines.  By  the  Act 
of  1877  chemists  were  expressly  allowed  to  sell  ordinary 
articles,  if  they  chose,  but  the  Courts  say— though  the 
chemists  are  unwilling  to  admit  it— that  this  concession, 
though  repeated  in  the  schedule  of  the  Act  of  1891,  no 
longer  holds  good.  If  the  restriction  be  absolutely  en- 
forced, it  may  be  supposed  that  even  such  things  as 
perfumery  will  have  to  go.  It  will  mean,  in  fact,  that  all 
chemists,  to  protect  themselves,  will  have  to  take  out  a 
general  dealer's  licence  as  well  as  their  own ;  and  this  is  an 
injustice,  says  the  "Argus,"  from  which  Parliament  may 
well  be  asked  to  spare  them. 

Natal. 

A  Beuter's  Telegram  from  Pietermaritzburg  states  that 
the  Government  will,  on  June  30,  give  notice  of  the  abroga- 
tion of  the  Customs  Convention. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

An  Ideal  Situation. — In  connection  with  a  proposed 
Bloemfontein  Consumptive  Sanatorium,  the  Executive 
Council,  consisting  of  Sir  Andries  and  Lady  Maasdorp,  Dr. 
Hodgins,  and  Messrs.  F.  Style,  C.  P.  Beck,  and  H.  H. 
Beamish,  have  issued  a  statement  with  regard  to  the  scheme. 
It  is  to  the  effect  that  a  beautiful  site  at  the  Eagle's  Nest, 
Bloemfontein  district,  is  offered  on  purchasable  terms.  The 
acreage  is  40  morgen,  and  includes  kopjes,  from  which  as 


fine  a  view  as  any  in  South  Africa  is  obtainable.  The  hills 
protect  from  the  south  winds,  and  dust-storms  are  practically 
not  known.  The  garden-land  is  good,  and  the  site  is  used  as 
a  grain  and  dairy  farm.  It  is  some  six  or  seven  miles  from 
Bloemfontein  Railway  Station. 

Transvaal. 

Mr.  M.  Kelly  has  opened  a  business  at  Pietersburg, 
Transvaal. 

Dutch  and  Patent  Medicines. — At  the  Pretoria  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  meeting  on  April  28  Mr.  E.  Lilienfeld 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  under  the  new  Poisons  Law 
Dutch  medicines  and  patent  medicines  could  not  be  sold  to 
people  in  the  country  living  at  distances  from  doctors  or 
chemists  by  ordinary  storekeepers.  The  law  was  therefore 
very  unpopular,  as  the  country  people  had  been  used  to 
these  medicines  for  the  past  fifty  years,  during  which  time 
they  had  always  been  able  to  obtain  them  from  storekeepers 
in  the  country.  He  referred  to  such  remedies  as  the  well- 
known  Dutch  and  patent  medicines,  chlorodyne,  iodine,  and 
others.  Several  Chambers  of  Commerce  were  moving  in  the 
matter  in  different  parts  of  the  Transvaal,  and  he  moved  that 
the  Committee  bring  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Govern- 
ment with  th%  idea  of  having  the  law  altered.  Mr.  Van 
Alphen  seconded  the  motion.  The  people  of  the  country  had 
been  used  to  these  medicines  for  200  years,  he  said,  and  they 
should  be  obtainable  as  formerly  at  the  country  stores.  Mr. 
Johnston  (the  Mayor)  said  that  he  had  it  on  the  authority  of 
the  Resident  Magistrate  that  the  section  of  the  law  dealing 
with  these  medicines  was  not  being  enforced.  Mr.  Lilien- 
feld said  a  special  notice  had  appeared  in  the  ' '  Gazette  " 
recently,  drawing  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  law  was 
being  infringed  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  these  particular  medi- 
cines, and  he  pressed  his  motion.  The  Chairman  suggested 
adding  sheep-dip  in  the  representation  to  be  made  to  the 
Government.  Mr.  Lilienfeld  accepted  the  addition,  and  the 
motion  was  passed  unanimously. 

Swaziland  Proclaimed.- — A  proclamation  has  been  issued 
by  Sir  Arthur  Lawley,  Governor  of  the  Transvaal,  making 
certain  provisions  of  the  Medical,  Dental,  and  Pharmacy 
Ordinance,  1904,  enforceable  in  Swaziland.  The  proclama- 
tion states  that 

Parts  I.,  III.,  IV.,  V.,  and  VI.  of  the  Medical,  Dental, 
and  Pharmacy  Ordinance,  1904,  of  the  Transvaal  shall  be 
the  law  in  force  in  Swaziland  relative  to  the  registration  of 
medical  practitioners,  dentists,  chemists,  druggists,  mid- 
wives,  and  nurses  practising  in  the  said  territory,  and  rela- 
tive to  the  better  regulation  of  medical  practice  and  the  sale 
and  dispensing  of  drugs,  medicines,  and  poisons  therein ; 
provided  always  that  the  term  "  Council  "  and  the  term 
"Board"  shall,  when  used  throughout  the  Ordinance, 
mean  respectively  the  Transvaal  Medical  Council  and  the 
Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board,  acting  as  the  Swaziland  Medi- 
cal Council  and  the  Swaziland  Pharmacy  Board,  as  is 
hereinafter  provided. 

The  bodies  styled  respectively  the  "  Transvaal  Medical 
Council  "  and  the  "  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board,"  estab- 
lished in  the  Transvaal  under  Part  II.  of  the  said  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  and  act  respectively  as  the  Medical  Council 
and  the  Pharmacy  Board  for  Swaziland,  and  there  shall  be 
vested  in  each  of  them  all  the  powers,  authorities,  juris- 
dictions, and  duties  in  relation  to  Swaziland  which  are  by 
the  said  Ordinance  vested  in  each  of  them  in  relation  to  the 
Transvaal. 

The  law  takes  effect  as  from  May  1,  and  the  laws  and  Volk- 
raad  resolutions  mentioned  in  the  first  schedule  to  the 
Ordinance  are  repealed. 


A  Factory  for  making  linseed,  colza,  and  castor  oils,  and 
chemical  products,  which  was  started  in  Syra,  Greece,  in  1902. 
has  changed  hands,  and  the  establishment  brought  more  up  to 
date  by  the  adoption  of  mixing  filters  and  other  machinery, 
expressly  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom.  The  raw 
materials  come  from  India  via  London.  The  ordinary  output 
of  the  oils  has  been  increased  to  500  gals,  daily.
